INCLUSIVE. 
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INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR 
JAMES M. CURLEY. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


The City of Boston is entering upon the second 

century of its existence as a municipality and it 
is for us to determine by our acts whether we shall 
measure up to the inspiring traditions of which 
we are custodians. 
The misunderstandings between the _ retiring 
Mayor and the Finance Commission as to the 
financial condition of the City make it desir- 
able that expert accountants be employed at once 
to determine the facts. 

The report as to finances, when received, should 
be of value to the public from the standpoint of 
truth and to the City Council in determining their 
course of action. 

We are jointly charged with the responsible 
duty of preserving and perpetuating humanitarian, 
patriotic, educational, commercial and industrial 
traditions greater than ever achieved in any other 
American municipality. 

The success we attain will be determined, in 
large measure, by the co-operation which we receive 
from the entire citizenship rather than by our 
individual or collective efforts. 

Boston has ever been pre-eminent for wise and 
courageous leadership in the fields of commerce

and industry, and the courage and hardihood of 
her citizens in the early days made the American 
flag a familiar emblem in every harbor of the world. 
The same sturdy manhood and splendid leadership 
made possible nat only the winning of the West 
but the development of its resources. 

We need men of that manhood and mentality, 
coupled with a confidence in our industrial and 
commercial possibilities, to regain the position and 
prestige formerly enjoyed. 

Boston, unfortunately, has long been considered 
by the law-makers of the State purely as a political 
pawn, whose commercial needs have been disre- 
garded and whose industrial welfare was of little 
moment. 

Great importance has been attached to the fact 
that Boston is one day nearer to Europe than any 
other port on the Atlantic coast, and yet, notwith- 
standing this knowledge, to the present time we 
have made but a feeble attempt to capitalize this , 
strategic commercial position which is ours. 

The present high freight rate operating to the 
disadvantage of Massachusetts, and more partic- 
ularly Boston, to which, in some measure, may 
be traced the present industrial depression, can 
only be overcome by commercial development 
‘through which the handling of raw material 
by water may be possible. 

The evidences of readjustment and resumption 
of business activity throughout the world is increas- 
ing each day and should impel. us to speedily adopt 
a constructive commercial program which should 
merit the support of the entire Commonwealth. 

The policy of expending public funds for every 
conceivable purpose, other than the promotion 
of industry and commerce, must end. 

The lack of continuity of administrative policy 
due to successive changes in administrations has 
a most important bearing on the industrial and. 
commercial life of the city, which after all should 
be regarded as a going business institution. 

I personally believe that the time has arrived for 
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enlarging the personnel and powers of the Boston 
Planning Board as, in my opinion, this Board should 
be representative of the industrial, commercial, 
religious, financial, labor and educational organi- 
zations of our city. 

It should be provided with sufficient funds to 
conduct a campaign for the purpose of promoting 
both industry and commerce and for a compre- 
hensive investigation as to ways and means of 
increasing municipal revenues and reducing munic- 
ipal expenditures, to the end that our present 
per capita cost of municipal administration in 
Boston shall no longer serve as a detriment to 
industry already located here, or a barrier to 
industries seeking a fruitful field for investment 
which are now located elsewhere. 

The welfare of the people demands the imme- 
diate restoration of the five-cent street car fare 
in Boston, since the present ‘system imposes a 
daily burden on those less able to assume the same, 
while permitting those who benefit most from 
adequate street railway transportation to almost 
wholly escape a just portion of the cost. 

Street railway transportation, in my opinion, 

has ceased to be a non-essential and is today as 
necessary as public water, sewerage, lighting and 
education. 
It accordingly is my purpose to instruct the Cor- 
poration Counsel to present to the legislature 
such measures as may be necessary to provide, 
within the present year, a five-cent fare for that 
‘portion of the Boston Elevated system operating 
within the limits of Boston. 

The results achieved at the Health Unit in the 
West End of Boston have not only demonstrated the 
necessity for a continuance of this unit, but have 
furnished convincing. proof of the imperative need of 
additional units throughout the city. 

The experiment made at Morton street in the 
North End in the substitution of a health-giving 
park for disease-breeding, congested tenement 
property has, in the past five years, proven its 
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value to such a degree as to make of the precedent 
a fixed policy, and it is my purpose to recommend 
to your honorable body the expenditure, annually, 
during my term as Mayor, of a substantial amount 
for the razing of unhealthful tenement property 
and the establishment in place thereof of play- 
grounds for women and children. 

The completion, at an early date, of the Strand- 
way development at South Boston is essential, 
us this work, if carried on now will provide op- 
portunities for a livelihood to a large number of 
unskilled workers and, in a measure, tend to re- 
lieve unemployment, in addition to making pos- 
sible what should ultimately prove to be the best 
playground in New England. 

That every opportunity may be afforded the 
public to enjoy to the fullest degree the benefits 
and beauties of our park system I recommend 
additional motor roads through Franklin Park 
and the substitution of granolithic sidewalks for | 
the present loam and gravel sidewalks which, due 
to weather conditions, are suitable for public travel 
less than fifty per cent of the time. 

The widening of Chelsea street has been in prog- 
ress for a period of-more than five years and it 
is imperative that this work be completed at the 
earliest possible date. 

I favor the creation of a municipal employment 
bureau as a means of aiding the service man to 
maintain his American independence and his fam- 
ily without aid from the municipality. 

Through the agency of a municipal employ- 
ment bureau it should be possible to reduce expend- 
itures in the Soldiers’ Relief Department by 
a large sum annually, and from the important 
standpoint of opportunity for a livelihood make 
American citizenship more desirable by aiding only 
those who are citizens. 

The neglect of Federal authorities is reflected 
in an increased cost of the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment that is alarming. 

It is all very well to talk Americanism, but to 
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the returned service man who finds his old position 
in private life pre-empted by a less patriotic man 
and at a loss for direction, it is tragic. 

The question of justice for the soldier is vital and 
early action is essential, if patriotism is to be fos- 
tered and American institutions safeguarded. 

The termination of the World War found America 
helpless so far as providing proper accommoda- 
tions for those men maimed in the service, and 
criminally negligent in the matter of bonus pay- 
ment. 

In event of the Federal Government abandon- 
ing West Roxbury Hospital, I favor the transfer 
of the poor to this property so admirably located 
where, in the twilight of their existence, they can 
see the happy boys and girls at play and live over 
again the joys of boyhood and girlhood as they pass 
into the shadows. 

It is advisable that chronic cases be treated at 
Elks Hospital, Parker Hill, where every facility 
is available, rather than at Long Island, where 
physicians and surgeons find it impossible to attend 
except on rare occasions, and where visits must be 
of short duration, due to the time consumed going 
to and from the island. 

The abandonment of Long Island should present 
an opportunity for the Commonwealth to seriously 
consider this property as an ideal site for a state 
prison, affording as it does abundant opportunity 
for useful outdoor labor. 

I have long cherished the hope that a little more 
of human kindness might enter into our treatment 
of the unfortunate poor and those in the community 
afflicted with chronic ailments, both of whom are 
at present sent to Long Island, where, without the 
cheering visits of friends or the opportunity to see 
other than the bleak and dreary prospect that a 
harbor island three miles from the mainland has to 
offer, they patiently await what, to them, is the 
welcome coming of the “‘ Angel of Death.” 

There is no city in America that boasts a larger 
number of intelligent and philanthropic women 
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and men banded together in organizations for the 
good of humanity than in Boston. 

It is imperative, both as a health measure and as 
a sound business proposition, that, at the earliest 
possible date, arrangements be made for the Health 
Commissioner to co-operate with and the Health 
Department act as a clearing house for all organi- 
zations now engaged in health activities. 

The problems presented by the limited examina- 
tion I have been able to make, supplemented by 
the data received relative to the needs of various 
city departments, present a situation that gives 
just cause for apprehension to every taxpayer 
anticipating relief from the present high tax rate. 

School expenditures have increased 91 per cent 
during the past four years, or $6,729,765.99. 
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The Police Department, Fire Department, County 
departments, Soldiers’ Relief, Public Welfare and 
interest on outstanding indebtedness have increased 
the cost of administration to such an extent as to 
make necessary immediate retrenchment wherever 
possible. 

All persons in the employ of the city are entitled 
to. just treatment and the city is entitled to an 
equitable return for the salaries paid. 

Employment with the city is attractive not only 
because of the permanency but because of the guar- 
anty in many departments of pension when the 
individual has become incapacitated either through 
injuries or advancing years; consequently it is 
but reasonable to demand that all persons in the 
employ of the city shall work the full number of 
hours required in the department where they may 
be employed. 

It would be advisable for all persons in the employ 
of the city who cannot comply with the require- 
ments as here outlined to tender their resignations 
at an early date, as my time will be sufficiently 
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employed at more important work than hearkening 
to the pleas of well-intentioned, if not truthfully 
informed, political ambassadors. 

Having taken the oath of office to serve faithfully 
and impartially the people of Boston, I desire at 
this time to serve notice upon all persons doing 
business with the city during the next four years 
that they will be required, so far as lies within my 
power to compel them, to live up to their contracts 
or agreements and give the city one hundred cents 
in value for every dollar paid out. 

Any person, firm or corporation failing to comply 
with the above stipulation will be deprived of the 
privilege of doing business with the City of Boston, 
and any employee of the city found aiding or 
abetting any firm, individual or corporation in 
depriving the city of full value will be summarily 
removed. | 

I have no illusions relative to the task confronting 
me as Mayor and the present state of the city finan- 
cialiy, commercially and industrially. 

It is a situation which no man unaided can 
overcome. 

The co-operation of the City Council, the press 
and the entire public is imperatively essential for 
the solving of our present problems, whose right 
solution mean so much not only to the present 
generation but to posterity. 

Ours is indeed a tremendous responsibility and 
a prodigious task, and beneficial results are only 
possible provided the Legislature ceases undue, 
unwarranted and unwelcome interference with 
Boston in the conduct of its own business. 

God grant us the wisdom and strength to honor- 
ably serve and to intelligently solve the problems 
that confront us at the dawn of the second century 
of the existence of Boston as a city.

Str,—The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending January 
31, 1922. 


SuBWAY ENTRANCE. 


At a joint meeting of the Transit Commission, the 
Park and Recreation Department and the Art Commis- 
sion, the form of the exits and entrances to the Arlington 
Street Station of the subway was discussed at length, and 
at the suggestion of the Art Commission an architect 
was employed to make an appropriate design. William 
D. Austin was employed, and furnished designs which 
were acceptable to the commissions above named. 


CHANNING MEMORIAL. 


During the work on the subway at the Arlington Street 
Station it became evident that owing to the excavations 
the Channing Memorial was so affected as to become 
several inches out of plumb, and the joints in the masonry

opened in several places. The attention of the Transit 
Commission and the Park and Recreation Department 
was called to this matter. Up to this time the Art Com- 
mission is unable to discover that anything has been 
done about it. 


SCULPTURE. 


Works of sculpture approved by the commission in- 
elude the bust of Jared Sparks by Hiram Powers, for the 
Boston Public Library; a fountain by Mrs. Maynard 
Ladd for the Boston Public Garden; the preliminary de- 
sign, by Mrs. H. H. Kitson, for a monument at Orient 
Heights, and the preliminary sketch, by A. H. Atkins, 
for a monument to Irving W. Adams, for a site in Ros- 
lindale. , 


MAINTENANCE OF Crty Works oF ART. 


By a special appropriation this commission has been 
enabled to clean and put in order the Francis Parkman 
Monument. The commission wishes, however, to point 
out that by law it is responsible for the custody and | 
care of all the city works of art; that it is absolutely 
necessary to do some work on a number of monuments 
each year; and that the lack of a general appropriation 
for the purpose has made it impossible to prevent the 
present disreputable condition of many statues. 


War MEMORIALS. 


A great amount of time and expert attention has been 
expended on war memorial tablets. Nine commercial 
designs for such tablets have been considerably improved 
before acceptance by this commission. The commission 
has been especially glad to approve two memorial tablets 
by reputable artists: The Captain O’Connell Memorial 
by Mrs. H. H. Kitson and the English High School 
Tablet by Cyrus E. Dallin. 

As the Art Commission of Boston is being called upon 
not only locally but also from other cities in New Eng- 
land for advice regarding war memorials, it seems perti- 
nent to state broadly its position ‘and convictions on the 
subject. 

It is a problem which is seeking solution in nearly 
every community in the country. The American Feder- 
ation of Arts, with headquarters in Washington, D. C., 
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has taken a deep and active interest in this problem, and 
has asked the Boston Art Commission to act as regional 
advisers in New England. With the consent and approval 
of his Honor the Mayor, it is so acting, giving advice 
when solicited. The Board is in full sympathy and ac- 
cord with the stand taken by the National Federation, 
namely, that the war memorial should be dissociated as 
tar as possible from anything commercial or utilitarian. 


The fundamental purpose of a memorial is to keep 
green the memory of those who made the great sacrifice 
and the object of their sacrifice. The motive in itself is 
great enough and glorious enough to inspire the highest 
ideals in the conception and execution of whatever form 
the memorial may take, and it should not have its 
sacred purpose concealed or confused by material ad- 
juncts. ! 

The form and location of a memorial are matters of 
choice dependent, more or less, upon funds available for 
the purpose. Whatever form the memorial takes, it 
should be an object of such monumental dignity and 
intrinsic beauty that it will at once attract and hold at- 
tention and admiration, and should give constant satis- 
faction to the observer, whether seen from afar or nearby. 
It should stand and speak for itself, with the sole pur- 
pose of commemorating the illustrious dead. 


The desire for coupling a memorial with a necessary 
building, be it hall, chapel, bridge, or building for some 
form of eclvic service, may arise from several causes. 
Among them are lack of imagination on the part of the 
proponents; the increased opportunity for raising neces- 
sary funds; over-excited emotions which call for imme- 
diate action, and failure to appreciate the lack of appro- 
priateness in combining a consecrated object with one 
devoted to civic necessities. The advocates of civic 
buildings as memorials try to kill two birds with one 
stone. They recognize the necessity of the public build- 
ing to be devoted to civic uses. They also recognize the 
psychological fact that, by playing upon the emotions of 
the people, their object will more easily be attained. So 
they attempt to combine a needful object with one which 
should appeal only to the highest and most sacred senti- 
ments. 

_A building constructed for civie service of any kind 
diverts attention to the uses of the living, and the at- 
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tempt to combine it with a structure conceived and 
created to memorialize the dead is incongruous. 

A great work of art never dies. Today, tomorrow and 
for all time it lives and exerts its inspiration. The use 
of buildings devoted to civic necessities or utilitarian ob- 
jects is constantly changing and transitory. The hall, 
chapel and bridge of today become inadequate or anti- 
quated tomorrow, and as memorials perish. 

One of the most conspicuous examples of the fallacy 
of erecting a building as a memorial stands today on the 
university grounds at Cambridge. The largest portion 
of the interior is used as a dining hall for students. An- 
other portion is called a theater, and is used as an assem- 
bly room for various college functions. The ill-lighted 
entrance hall, the smallest of the three divisions of the 
interior, is set apart as a memorial containing inscribed 
tablets. It is inadequate; its chief use seems to be as a 
lobby through which one approaches the two portions 
devoted to material or ephemeral offices. Few linger for 
the inspiration a memorial should give; the majority 
passes by hurriedly, intent upon purposes as far as pos- . 
sible removed from the object for which the building was 
erected. Worst of all, on class day the large hall is given 
over to Terpsichore. Do the whirling couples for a mo- 
ment realize that they are on consecrated ground? Now 
it is suggested that a chapel be erected as a memorial. 
If there is need of a new and larger chapel, why not build 
oie and consecrate it to its proper use—the service of 

od? 

A monumental bridge is probably the least objection- 
able form of the utilitarian type of memorial. If, as in 
the Boston plan, the bridge is used simply as an approach, 
it actually forms no part of the memorial as such. A 
bridge may be the sub-structure of a memorial. Archi- 
tecturally the bridge itself may be made monumental, 
and with sculpture it may be made beautiful. Seen from 
a distance it should be imposing and impressive. Nearby 
the approaches should be open and spacious. Neverthe- 
less, the principal object of a bridge is to accommodate 
traffic. You may make it monumental and decorate it 
with fine sculpture. You may dedicate it to those who 
perished, or you may dedicate it to Victory, and in spite 
of these attributes it remains a bridge, and the majority 
of those who use it will think of it as a convenience and 
not as a memorial. 
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_ In order to attain the most satisfactory result, prob- 
ably the best procedure is to intrust the solution of this 
problem to the most highly endowed and broadly edu- 
cated professional men within reach—architects and 
sculptors. These, working in unison with local commit- 
tees, should bring forth an expression of appropriateness. 
The element of haste should be avoided. It is always 
wise to allow considerable time to elapse before attempt- 
ing such an unusual undertaking, in order that one may 
get that right perspective which only time can give. 
Should the matter be hurried, with the feeling that it 
must be rushed to accomplishment, we are too apt to be 
guided by emotions which have too recently been over- 
strained. For the adequate expression of our highest en- 
deavor, time and repose are essential.

STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS. 


Section 1, chapter 374, General Acts of 1919, provides 
that no commutation or excise tax assessed under 
provisions of sections 134 and 136 of chapter 463 of Acts 
of 1906 or acts in amendment thereto shall be imposed 
or assessed during the years 1920 and 1921. 

By the operation of section 12, Part IV., of chapter 373, 
Special Acts of 1917, the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company has been relieved of the payment of the 
compensation tax provided for under chapter 500, Acts 
of 1897, except as to the excess, if any, of the dividends 
over 6 per cent paid by the company in a year ending 
the last day of September. 

No compensation tax was levied upon the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company by the Commonwealth in 
1921. 

There was also credited to the City of Boston by the 
treasurer of the Commonwealth the sum of $106,297.77, 
being the city’s share of franchise tax on street railways 
under chapter 14 of the Revised Laws.

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FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest of £1,000 sterling to the ‘ Inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts,’”’? made by BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN in a codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, 
page 1). The said codicil provided thatthe fund, ‘‘if accepted by the 
inhabitants of the Town of Boston,’? should be managed ‘‘under the 
direction of the Select. Men united with the Ministers of the oldest Episco- 
palian, Congregational and Presbyterian Churches ‘in that Town,” who 
were to loan upon certain stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 
5 per cent interest, “‘to such young married artificers, under the age of 
25 years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain 
a good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond.”’ 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘‘Donation”’ was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;*3, of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue ‘‘to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,” and 
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that they should spend +29 of the fund which had by that time accumulated 
“in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Acqueducts, Public Buildings, 
Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more con- 
venient to its People and render it.more agreeable to strangers resorting 
thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until Janu- 
ary 17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel I’. McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘Select Men,” paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (32° of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended “‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.” The - 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the ‘‘selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,” and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen ‘‘did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund’’; and by virtue of a final decree made 
by Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, Andrew J. Peters, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Nathan Matthews (President), John A. Sullivan (Vice-President), James J. 
Storrow (Treasurer), Rev. Charles E. Park (Secretary), Henry Abrahams 
and Charles H. Taylor. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$427,991.64 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union,.and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms and 
6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportion specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds. 

The accumulated fund (the fund available for expenditure) was on 
January 31, 1922, as féllows:

Ticknor Brquest.— By the will of Grorare Ticknor, of Boston 
he gave to the City of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his books and 
manuscripts in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, about four thou- 
sand volumes, and also the sum of four thousand dollars. After the 
receipt of said sum the city is required to spend not less than one thou- 
sand dollars in every five years during the twenty-five years next suc- 
ceeding (%. e., the income of four thousand dollars, at the rate of five 
per cent per annum) in the purchase of books in the Spanish and Portu- 
guese languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of books of ' 
permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or in 
such other languages as may be deemed expedient by those having charge 
of the library. The books bequeathed or purchased are always to be 
freely accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use 
outside of the library building. — If these bequests are not accepted by the 
city, and the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manu- 
ce and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard 

ollege. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this con- 
tribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to 
retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under 
the control of the city, the City Council having previously accepted the 
bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of said will, and 
the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on behalf of 
the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and custody of the 
books and manuscripts.

Bowpvorn DorcHEesterR ScHoot Funp.— On March 1, 1797, JAMEs 
Bowpo1n, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, ‘for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to and invested by the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester. 

On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
opinion that the schools in South Boston had the same right as the schools 
in Dorchester to participate in the benefits of this fund, and since that 
date the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books 
and other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treas- 
urer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, 
bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free schools), that 
now are or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the person thus chosen 
shall have “‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the labili- 
ties set forth” in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. .The Act of Annexation to 
Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the members 
4 the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown - 

istrict. ; 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 

rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
“manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.” 
_ The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other articles 
for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of the former City 
of Charlestown.

FRANKLIN Mepau Funp.— The will of Dr. BENv AMIN FRANKLIN con- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to 
the pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston. In 1867 
these medals were given for the last time to pupils in the grammar schools. 
They are now given only to graduates of the Public Latin, English High, 
Mechanic Arts High Schools and the High School of Commerce. At the 
present time these medals are awarded annually in June by the Board 
of Superintendents, on the recommendation of the head masters of these 
four schools, to those graduates who have attained high rank in scholarship 
and conduct. From twenty to twenty-five medals are thus distributed 
annually, divided proportionately among these four schools.

Gipson Scooot Funp.— Bequest of CuHrIsToPHER GIBSON, who pro- 
vided by will, about 1674, that after the payment of legacies and debts 
his executors should ‘‘purchase some estate for the promotion of learning 
in the Town of Dorchester.”” The surviving executor, Daniel Preston, 
purchased for £104 twenty-six acres of land at Smelt Brook, and deeded 
the same February 6, 1693, to Enoch Wiswell, Samuel Robinson, John 
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Tolman, James Bird and Increase Sumner as Trustees, and to their suc- 
cessors and assigns, for the ‘‘use and purpose, benefit and behoof, of the 
schools of learning in the town of Dorchester.’’ Sales of this land have been 
made from time to time, and the part now held consists of 38,230 square 
feet set apart as a site for the Rochambeau School and 30,090 square 
feet rented to the Public Works Department. The proceeds have been

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908, as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910 and chapter 304 
of the Acts of 1915 for the payment of pensions to the members of the 
teaching or supervising staff of the public day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are “vested in a board of three ’ 
trustees, of whom one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen 
by the School Committee and the third shall be chosen by the Board of 
Trustees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston. 

“Tn addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of seven cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the 
treasurer of the permanent pension fund such portion of the proceeds of 
said seven cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid 
as, in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the 
purpose of paying pensions to teachers during that year.’

PUBLIC. SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900 and in charge of a board of trustees consisting of 
the superintendent of schools, three “female teachers, three male teachers, 
and four members of the School Committee. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed a 
certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who enter the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1922, 3,204 teachers were contributing to the fund at 
the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1922, three hundred and eleven retired teachers were 
receiving annuities of $10 per month, one at $6 per month, three at $5 
per month, one at $4.61 per month and one at $4.44 per month.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of February, 1921, of performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by

vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston or the 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to meet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund requirements 
and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the respective sums 
of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be and 
the same are hereby appropriated for the several departments and for the 
objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements for loans issued for water purposes, be met 
by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for City Record be met by the income from the 
publication and any excess over income from taxes; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1921, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year, beginning February 1, 1921, and taxes to the amount of 
$22,622,722 13, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls 
and estates in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city and 
all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax of the 
year 1921, or of any other taxes or assessments payable to the Common- 
wealth, be due and payable on the fifteenth day of October, 1921; that 
interest shall be charged on all taxes remaining unpaid after the first day 
of November, 1921, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 460 of 
the Acts of 1920, until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of 
national banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent 
per annum from the fifteenth day of October, 1921, until paid; and that 
all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and 
be part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or by transfers lawfully made, 
no money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes 
or items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in 
excess of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose 
or item; and except as aforesaid, no salaries or wages shall be paid in 
excess of the rates specified in said tables and schedules.

DrEAR Srr,— The report of the Boston Sanatorium 
for the year ending January 31, 1922, is respectfully 
submitted herewith. 


The Board of Trustees met on May 13, 1921, and 
organized for the year. John F. O’Brien was elected 
chairman and James J. Minot secretary. 


An ordinance was passed by the City Council and 
approved by the Mayor January 18, 1922, changing the 
name ‘‘Consumptives’ Hospital” to ‘‘Boston Sana- 
torium.”’ 


The appropriation for the year 1921-22 was 
$385,404.52. The expenses for the year were $367,- 
626.51, leaving a balance of $17,778.01, which was 
turned back to the city treasury. 


The receipts for the Year were $73,707.76, which 
are not credited to the Sanatorium but paid into the 
city treasury. This makes the net cost to the city 
$293,918.75. 


Below is given a table showing the cost, the receipts and 
the net cost, together with the figures for the principal 
activities of ‘the sanatorium for a number of years.

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The increased number of admissions in 1916 was due 
to the fact that new wards had been completed. The 
decrease in admissions for recent years has been chiefly 
among the ‘‘cottage cases.’”’ These are the patients 
well enough to be up all day. 

The figures for 1921, however, are more than for 1920. 
There are more nonpulmonary casesin the sanatorium 
than ever before. Because the sanatorium beds were 
not needed for pulmonary cases and had not been filled 
for some years the trustees have admitted chronic 
‘surgical’? tuberculosis cases. There was practically 
no place where these cases could go and be cared for. 
For a number of years the general hospitals have asked 
for beds for nonpulmonary cases. More have been 
admitted than ever before — 36 this year, 15 last year. 


In the year 1921 there were 760 deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis in Boston. In the same year there 
were 244 deaths at the sanatorium at Mattapan and 165 
deaths at homes, a total of 409 among the patients under 
the care of the sanatorium. Fifty-four per cent of all 
the deaths in Boston during this year occurred in 
patients under the care of the sanatorium. In the year 
1919, 62 per cent, and in 1920, 51 per cent of all deaths 
in Boston occurred under the care of the sanatorium. 


More has been done this year than before in the way 
of entertainment for the patients at Mattapan. The 
trustees wish to thank those who have given these 
entertainments and also those who have given books for 
their kindness and their thoughtfulness for the con- 
sumptives, confined for months and even years to the 
hospital grounds. 


The entertainments for patients are held in the ‘“‘day 
camp” dining room. ‘This is used as the dining room for 
the cottage patients and for church services as well as 
for entertainments, This room has been finished inside 
during the past year and is very much improved and 
somewhat enlarged. 


A new occupational therapy workshop has been 
built on the ‘‘bridge’”’ connecting Wards A and B on the 
first story. It is flooded with sunlight and fresh air. 
It is very much appreciated by the patients. 
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More patients are occupied with this work than last 
year. They make, under the instruction and super- 
vision of teachers, a great variety of things, which are 
sold, the patients receiving pay for their work. This 
work has added very much to the happiness and con- 
tentment of the patients and given them interesting 
occupation which takes their minds off themselves. 
This work is done by those confined entirely to bed, 
often not able to even sit up, as well as by those who are 
the least sick. <A great variety of work is done and well 
done, making baskets, caning chairs, making rugs on 
hand looms or hooked rugs, weaving many beautiful 
scarfs, belts, ete., making jewelry, much beadwork, 
carving, toy making, lace making, embroidery, knitting 
by men as well as women, dressmaking and many other 
things. The money received by the patients helps to 
support their families and to provide their own clothes. 


The high tension electric wires were strung on poles. 
Some of the poles were rotting and wires getting old, 
making it unsafe. All the high tension wires have been 
placed in conduits under ground during the past year. 


Several important pieces of work have been provided 
for in the budget of 1922-1923, under B 39, general 
plant. The following are the most important ones. 

Only a very small part of the interior walls of any 
of the sanatorium buildings has been painted. The 
trustees have in previous years asked for money to do 
this painting with and ask it again this year. 

The brine pipes of the refrigeration system need a 
new covering on the pipes in the tunnel and some repair- 
ing elswhere. 

The main steam pipe in the tunnel needs to be re- 
placed. It has come to about the end of its life. Steam 
engineers who have been consulted think it is running too 
great a risk to try to use the old pipe another year. 

The trustees earnestly hope that the money to do 
these things with may be granted 


Out—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The out-patient department is the center of a most 
important part of the sanatorium’s work. The work

done at this clinic and by the nurses at the homes, who 
spread the gospel of right living, knowledge in regard 
to contagion, proper housing, food and cooking in the 
districts of the less educated, does more to eradicate 
tuberculosis than anything else. 

The control of tuberculosis is as much an economic 
and social problem as a medical one, more a question 
of education and prevention than of treatment. It is 
more a question of sufficient family income, good hous- 
ing, no over crowding, of employment, personal and 
home hygiene than of medical and nursing care per se. 
Much of this work falls on the nurses to do. They must 
give advice and instruction as to food, clothing, fresh 
air, rest, exercise, care of home, etc., not only as these con- 
cern the patient with active disease, but as much and often 
more for the benefit of the rest of the household, and 
they must see that the advice is followed. The proper 
care of the child and the preventing his developing 
active disease is vastly more important, produces far 
better results and is much cheaper than to try to cure 
the disease after it is once active. Bringing all the 
other members of the family to the clinic to have deter- 
mined whether or not they are tuberculous is of the 
utmost importance and takes very much persuading by 
the nurse and a great deal of time. The present num- 
ber of nurses is much too small to carry on this work of 
the out-patient department. The trustees have asked 
in the budget for more nurses. The incidence of tuber- 
culosis has markedly declined in the last few years, both 
as to the number of cases and the number of deaths. 
A large force of nurses would be a most important 
factor in forcing the amount of tuberculosis to diminish 
more. 


The table on page 8 gives the total number of new and 
old cases treated at the day clinics of the out-patient de- 
partment as well as the percentage of positive cases by 
years since the beginning.

A new out-patient building is absolutely necessary. 
Not only is the house now used utterly too small and 
badly arranged, but it is to be taken down and new 
commercial buildings are to be erected. 


The budget for 1922-23 has been submitted already. 


Attention is called to the reports made to the trustees 
by the chief of staff and by the superintendent and to 
the financial reports which follow these. 


During the year the following changes have occurred: 

Dr. Friedman, assistant physician for diseases of 
children, resigned. 

Miss Katharine L. Alden has been made chief director 
of occupational therapy and Miss Mary C. Ray director 
of occupational therapy. 

Dr. James A. Honeij has been appointed assistant 

. physician to the out-patient department.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1922. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Sanatorium: 


I beg to submit herewith the report of the medical 
staff of the Boston Sanatorium for the year ending 
January 31, 1922. 


A. SANATORIUM, MATTAPAN. 


During the year Dr. John L. Morse, much to 
our regret, resigned as consulting physician. Also 
Dr. Friedman resigned. Miss Katharine L. Alden and 
Miss Mary C. Ray have been appointed chief director 
and director of occupational therapy, respectively. 
There have been no other changes in the visiting staff. 

It has been possible to maintain a much more nearly 
complete staff of resident physicians at the sanatorium 
than for several years previously, and it seems evident 
that this opportunity for clinical study is growing in 
favor among the younger graduates in medicine in 
Boston. More and more the advantages of the oppor- 
tunity for intensive work on the diseases of the chest, 
as a supplement to the general training preparatory to 
general practice, afforded at Mattapan are being appre- 
ciated by the medical graduates from the general 
hospitals. 

The medical instruction in the wards has continued 
as previously among the Harvard and Tufts Medical 
School students. Dr. Friedman likewise continued 
the instruction of graduate students in the children’s 
ward during the first part of the year. 

The clinical laboratory has remained under the faith- 
ful and efficient supervision of Dr. Childs. There was 
a total of 4,834 examinations made. 

The following special reports have been received from 
the members of the staff in charge: 


Surgical Department. 
The surgery done at the sanatorium in Mattapan during 
the past year has been of the minor variety. There were per- 
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formed three thoracotomies for empyema, fifteen incisions for 
abscesses in various parts of the body, and two incisions for 
suppurative cervical adenitis. One extensive burn required 
protracted treatment. Four fractures were cared for at the 
sanatorium. There were eight normal deliveries. 

The situation with relation to the treatment of bone and 
joint tuberculosis at the sanatorium has become even more 
pressing this year than it was last, when I made it the subject 
of my report. When the sanatorium population gets low, cases 
of tuberculosis of the spine, hip and other parts of the skeletal 
system are admitted to the wards, so that the number of such 
cases in adults runs at times’as high as twenty and averages 
perhaps ten. In children these conditions can be handled 
without great difficulty. No complicated apparatus is re- 
quired during the acute stage, and either fixation in bed or an 
ambulatory plaster of paris dressing as a rule suffices. But 
with adults the situation is different. They are heavier and 
much more difficult to handle. Special apparatus is necessary 
if one is to apply a properly fitting cast. Moreover, adults 
do not take kindly to fixation apparatus and need special nurs- 
ing care. Unless this special attention. can be given, fixation 
is ineffective and abscesses, sloughs and sinuses often develop. 
In brief, I feel strongly that if any concerted attempt is to be 
made to relieve this rather neglected class of sufferers, special 
provisions must be made for their treatment. 

So far as I know there is not now available anywhere in this 
state any public facilities for sanatorium care and treatment 
of bone and joint tuberculosis in adults. Such provisions have 
existed for many years in Europe, and the results of open-air 
treatment have aroused a great deal of enthusiasm and support. 
There have been successful attempts at supplying this need in 
this country by private or semi-public institutions. Lately 
certain states have taken measures to meet the problem by 
establishing public sanatoria solely for this class of case. It 
would seem to me wise for the Boston Sanatorium to take steps 
in the same direction, particularly if it appears that the demand 
for beds for lung cases is diminishing.

Laryngological Department. 

I am submitting a report of the activities of the laryngological 
department for the year ending January 31, 1922. 

Owing to the frequent changes in the house staff at Mattapan, 
we have been unable to keep a tabulated report of the cases 
treated, but hope that during the coming year this duty may 
be placed in the hands of a member of the clerical force. 

Laryngeal tuberculosis was present in a little over 5 per cent 
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of all cases seen at Mattapan; and it is a noticeable fact that 
this percentage varies but slightly from year to year. So far 
as treatment is concerned our efforts have been centered on 
measures for the relief of this distressing complication, but all 
cases having symptons referable to the nose, throat or ear are 
seen by us for examination and treatment. Unfortunately 
the vast majority of the patients sent to the tuberculosis clinic 
are in an advanced stage when first seen and offer but slight 
hope for a permanent cure. The palliative measures employed 
include absolute rest of the voice; sprays of cocaine hydrochlo- 
rate in varying strengths; orthoform in the form of tablets and 
insufflations into the larynx; cleansing of the ulceration and 
application of lactic acid beginning with a 25 per cent solution 
and gradually increasing to a 75 per cent solution; blocking of 
the internal branch of the superior laryngeal nerve (sensory) 
with 95 per cent solution of alcohol; heliotherapy in selected cases. 
and spraying of the larynx with freshly prepared solution of 
paratoluene-sodium; sulphochloramide (Dakin) $ per cent 
solution, increasing to 1 per cent. This measure has had very 
gratifying results in our hands in reducing the edema of the 
epiglottis in advanced cases. During the past year three cases 
of laryngeal tuberculosis have become arrested. 

Many cases of chronic purulent otitis media have been 
treated, this being a frequent complication of pulmonary 
disease and particularly so in the case of the children at Matta- 
pan. All cases of adenoids and tonsils with the pulmonary 
disease quiescent have been operated upon. 

Among the many other conditions treated might be men- 
tioned chronic atrophic and hypertrophic rhinitis; sinusitis, 
acute and chronic; nasal polypi; deviated septum; abscess of 
septum; perforated septum; septal spurs; pharyngitis, acute 
and chronic; tonsilitis, acute and chronic; peri-tonsilitis; acute 
laryngitis; chronic laryngitis, atrophic and hypertrophic; carci- 
noma of larynx; foreign body in larynx; carcinoma of tongue; 
tuberculosis of the tongue; otitis media, acute and chronic 
eatarrhal; cerumen, etc. 

During the year a consultation clinic has been held weekly 
at the out-patient department where cases are referred for 
diagnosis and disposition. At the present time facilities for 
proper work are lacking, owing to the overcrowded conditions 
existing, and we hope that in the near future we may have 
more suitable quarters for this work which is growing in im- 
portance. 

I am grateful to Dr. Cline for his co-operation in the 
work at Mattapan during the year and to all connected with 
the sanatorium in their efforts to assist us whenever possible.

X-Ray Department. 

During the year 1921, 580 house cases and 416 out-patient 
cases were examined in the X-ray department at Mattapan, 
making a total number of 996 cases. The number of house cases 
is somewhat more than the previous year. The number of out- 
patients examined in 1£21 also shows a very definite increase 
over that of the previous year. 

During 1921 a separate fluoroscopic transformer and modern 
auto-transformer control was installed in the fluoroscopic 
room, which now makes this section bs the department complete 
in itself and independent. 

The large transformer and accessories installed in the radio- 
graphic room some years ago will probably have to be over- 
hauled and some parts replaced in the near future. 

The need of a full-time, qualified technician is becomjng 
more urgent.

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Occupational Therapy Department. 

The occupational therapy department is now in its third 
year, and is celebrating the coming of the new year with a very 
fine new workshop where plenty of light and fresh air may be 
enjoyed. 

There are now fifty-four patients registered as pore in the 
department. A few of these are bed patients who of course 
can do only light work. 

The first pay roll in October included twenty-one patients 
and the total amount of salaries paid was $78. The December 
pay roll was divided among forty-two patients and the amount 
paid was $255. 

Fifty patients are more than two “part-time’”’ aides can 
successfully control and it is to be hoped that someone may 
be located who will give full time. 

The disposal of finished articles is the greatest problem at 
present confronting the department. We have on hand about 
six hundred completed articles made since October 17, the 
largest percentage being baskets. Many baskets are still on 
hand from last year. The other articles have been largely 
disposed of. 

Many articles are sent to the Bureau of Occupational 
Therapy, Boylston street, corner of Berkeley street, the 
December sales reaching $71. 

The summer gift shops disposed of about $100 worth of articles 
each. They returned about as many as were sold, but asked, 
however, to have more another year. 

The total cash receipts for the year are about $2,038.55.

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Attention was called to the fact in last year’s report 
that the total patients treated in the pavilion wards for 
the year, namely 723, was materially less than the num- 
ber treated during the previous three years, which were, 
respectively, 915, 989 and 1,184. This year it will be 
seen that the number has materially increased (790), 
although it by no means equals the numbers treated 
for several years previously.

Day Clinic. 

The only change in the staff of the out-patient de- 
partment during the year was the appointment of Dr. 
James A. Honeij as one of the assistant visiting phy- 
sicians. 

In the last. two annual reports particular attention 
has been directed to the work which was being done 
in the asthma clinic. The following is the report of 
Dr. M. J. Cronin, in charge of this clinic: 


During the year 1921 the average attendance for each 
clinic day was 49 patients. The total number of new patients 
for the year was 140. Since the clinic was started in the early 
months of 1919, 335 patients have been treated. 

The protein skin test was done on each patient and the 
cases can be divided into the following groups:

Treatment.— The hay fever cases and a few of the asthmatics, 
who were found sensitive to pollens as demonstrated by skin 
tests, were treated with-extracts of the pollens before the 
season, and with few exceptions were relieved. 

A few bakers, sensitive to cereal grains, were advised to 
secure another occupation, and when this advice was followed 
the asthma was relieved.

Other cases sensitive to food proteins experienced relief 
when the particular food to which they were sensitive was 
omitted from the diet. 

The patients with chronic bronchitis and emphysema, those 
with bronchial asthma not sensitive to proteins, and many of 
the sensitive cases also because of long duration of the condi- 
tion were treated with weekly injections of a vaccine made 
from cultures from their own sputum. Some of these cases 
cleared up entirely and were free from symptoms for several 
months at a time; others were relieved, yet more or less evi- 
dence of bronchitis was always present. 

Those who were not relieved are of long standing, showed 
marked emphysema and complained of dyspnea on exertion, 
yet they attend regularly for treatment.

C. RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That the sanatorium shall immediately provide 
adequate equipment for the treatment of the surgical 
tuberculosis, especially in adults. Almost no facilities 
exist in any of our local hospitals for the care of such 
cases and the demand is an urgent one. I indorse most 
warmly the recommendation of Dr. Ehrenfried contained 
in his report. * 

2. That a full time technician be provided for the 
X-ray service as requested by Dr. F. W. O’Brien, roent- 
genologist. 
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3. That, if possible, some more satisfactory arrange- 
ments be made for the disposal of finished articles made 
in the occupational therapy department. 

4. That a new out-patient building fully equipped 
for our special work be provided for. 

5. That a dental clinic be established at the out- 
patient department. 

6. That acomprehensive survey be made of the entire 
work of the Boston Sanatorium to date.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Boston Sanatorium: 


The report of the work for the year 1921 is herewith 
presented: 

There were 9,297 patients treated at the day clinic 
of the out-patient department, including 1,658 new 
patients. Four hundred thirty-six cases were treated 
at the evening clinic, of which 49 were new cases. 

On February 1, 1921, there were 352 patients in the 
various wards in the sanatorium in Mattapan. During 
the year 585 were admitted; 244 died and 341 were 
discharged to their homes in various stages of the 
disease. 

In the children’s ward February 1, 1921, there were 51 
children. During the year 65 were admitted; 63 were 
discharged, of whom 9 died. 

The crowded condition, the lack of facilities and the 
increase in special work referred to in past reports, to- 
gether with the uncertain existence of the present out- 
patient department building, show that a new building, 
fully equipped for the work now being carried on under 
difficulty, should be given immediate consideration. 

Many entertainments were held during the past year 
for the amusement of the patients, and for the success of 
these same, the fullest credit is due the Rev. Francis A. 
Burke, one of the chaplains of the sanatorium, who has 
devoted practically his entire time to the interests of 
the patients. 

A number of improvements has been made. The oc- 
cupational therapy workshop has been completed. The 
patients are now working in a room well lighted and 
heated and better results are anticipated under these 
conditions. 

We are still obliged to lease a house outside the sana- 
torium grounds to accommodate a number of employees 
and it is due to this fact and the lack of accommodations 
for recreational purposes that I again recommend the 
erection of a nurses’ home. 
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Many individuals and charities have made donations 
during the year and their kindness, especially during the 
Christmas season, was greatly appreciated. 

I am pleased to acknowledge the receipt of a box of 
victrola records, the thoughtful gift of Mrs. Warren G. 
Harding, wife of our President, whose expression of 
sympathy and interest has proved a pleasure to our many 
patients. 

The work of the various departments has been carried 
on very efficiently and I wish to thank the staff, resident 
men and employees for their co-operation and faithful 
services. i 

In conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation to 
the Board of Trustees for the constant support and kind 
advice given me throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
NURSES TO THE OUT-PATIENT DEPART-— 
MENT. 


To ARTHUR J. Wuitz, M. D., Superintendent: 


For the year ending January 31, 1922, 6,207 patients 
were carried by the nurses of the out-patient department. 
Of this number of cases, 670 were home cases and in 
many instances were either referred for bedside nursing 
or hospital care. 

The total number of visits made by oe nurses for the 
year was 63,054. Added to the investigation and in- 
struction of all of our own positive cases, 1,714 other 
positive cases were visited and reports made to the 
Boston Health Department. Instruction was also given 
to these patients as to the care of sputa, keeping their 
dishes separate and other precautions needed to guard 
the health of persons with whom they come in contact. 
In addition to this, 3,336 subsequent visits were made 
to the Health Department cases, these were for further 
instruction to these cases and also for the yearly survey 
made by the Health Department, making a total of 
5,050 calls to cases of private physicians. 

The asthma clinic at the out-patient department has 
increased this year. The average attendance per day 
was between 45 and 50 and the results seem to have 
been very satisfactory. It takes the entire morning 
and many subsequent hours of one nurse, as she gives 
all the tests, and interviews and keeps the records of 
each patient. This goes to show the need of more 
nurses. There are always seven nurses working in the 
clinics. This reduces the number available for district 
work on four days a week. 

During the past year the number of people out of 
work has been unusually large, but we have had excel- 
lent co-operation with the different relief-giving agencies. 
The character of our work has changed somewhat for 
even in this period of depression men are asking for 
work rather than relief. 

In considering the out-patient work it must be borne 
in mind there is both the medical and social problem; 
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in tuberculosis cases especially the one almost invariably 
brings the other, and unlike acute diseases it is a question 
of a lengthy problem with constant supervision and 
advice needed. The number of nurses now is 32 and 
many of the nurses are carrying 150 patients and over. 
It really requires at least 50 nurses to make our work 
as effective as it should be; we carry the positive and 
questionable cases now, but it is impossible with our 
small corps of nurses to look after the contact cases 
properly. . Take the case of an advanced consumptive, 
for instance, who goes to the sanatorium and stays for 
several months; during his absence the nurse has not 
the time to look after the rest of the family who have 
been exposed to the disease for months and maybe years; 
true, she advises the family to be examined, but she has 
not the time to see that the family are examined periodic- 
ally, and in that way keeping the children well. 

The employment of a stenographer to whom the 
nurses could dictate their records would save a great 
deal of their time, which could be better spent in the 
homes of the patients. ° 
_ Although the death rate for tuberculosis is con- 
siderably less this year, no one seems ready to give the 
reason for it; if it continues to diminish or even stays 
at its present rate, a natural inference would be that 
it is the educational work that is being done. We can 
only hope that such is the case and this year’s work may 
be even more productive of results. 

Despite all talk to the contrary, prohibition has caused 
a great improvement in a vast majority of our homes, 
even in the face of so much unemployment. 

With the proposed establishment of a vocational and 
employment bureau by the Boston Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, we hope to get work for many of the ex-sana- 
torium cases which will be suitable for them... 

The hospital and sanatoria waiting lists everywhere 
have been very short, so that patients have been cared 
for almost immediately. 

The number of days lost by the nurses through sickness 
contracted while on duty was véry small this year. 

The very poor accommodations of the out-patient 
department does much to hamper our work; the waiting 
rooms are so crowded and poorly arranged that it is 
almost impossible to plan any new work, although 
much statistical work should be done. 

This year we have had a great deal given us by 
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different charitable organizations and private individ- 
uals, among which I might mention the American 
Invalid Aid, the Needlework Guild of America, the 
First Parish Church of Dorchester, the Fruit and Flower 
Mission, the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
the St. Cecelian Guild, the Fragment Society, the 
Lend-a-Hand Society, the Boston American Christmas 
Basket Fund, the Boston Telegram, the various St. 
Vincent de Paul Societies, the Young Men’s Christian 
Union and many personal friends of Dr. Floyd and the 
nurses. Wealso have had the closest co-operation on the 
part of the Overseers of the Public Welfare, the Family 
Welfare Society, the Jewish Welfare Society and the 
Boston Provident Association. 

In closing I wish to thank the doctors for their support 
and advice and the nurses for their constant assistance 
and co-operation. ©

In 1921, out of 192 cities in the United States (statis- 
tics obtained) Boston is No. 10 in relation to building 
operations, the two cities not included in the list above 
but leading Boston in 1921 are Baltimore, 32,565,010, 
and Milwaukee, 24,976,025. 

Notrrt.— Boston never was comparable to New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia, owing to their much greater 
area, and population and consequent more numerous 
building operations. 

Detroit and Cleveland are growing rapidly because 
of the establishment there of the ever-growing auto- 
motive industry. 

Los Angeles for the similar reason of its being the 
center of a great and growing cinema industry, and 
further because of an impetus given to civic building 
aggressiveness, since facilities for the city becoming a 
seaport have been established. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by 
construction and improvement for the year 1921 is 
$27,248,800. 

January 1, 1920, there were 31,993 brick buildings 
and 75,772 wooden buildings in Boston. Since that 
date, up to January 1, 1922, applications have been filed 
to erect 775 brick and 929 wooden buildings; 37 brick 
and 248 wooden buildings have been taken down and 17 
wooden buildings have been totally destroyed by fire — 
making a total of 109,167 buildings in Boston January

OWNERSHIP OF DILAPIDATED BUILDINGS. 


The ownerships and the addresses of same, of dilapi- 
dated buildings, are often very difficult to determine 
and in some cases it has been found impossible, so that 
this department, with permission from the Mayor, has 
had to enter and secure the premises. This step is not 
taken, however, until a thorough and exhaustive search 
has been made in the Assessors’ department and the 
Registry of Deeds to ascertain the ownership. 

In about seventy per cent of cases where ownerships 
have been secured finally, it was found that the property 
had been transferred several times, or ownership denied, 
which necessitated additional personal interviews and 
caused delay in serving notices of complaint on the 
responsible person. It has taken weeks in certain 
instances to find the correct ownership of several of 
the buildings under inspection.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 


Boston, April 1, 1922. 
Mr. Hersert A. WILSON, 


Building Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— In compliance with your request, the 
Board of Examiners submits herewith the report of the 
activities of the department during the year 1921: 

During the year the Board held 110 meetings. The 
work of recalling all licenses issued prior to September 
22, 1920, begun on that date, continued throughout the 
year. In May, 1922, Mr. John F. Hickey was re- 
elected chairman. 

Up to December 31, 1921, 3,400 holders of the original 
issue of license had been called before the Board. Each 
of these was instructed as to his responsibility on the 
work; where complaint had been received from the 
Building Department, or where there was doubt of a 
man’s ability to control work in each of the classes in 
which he had held license, examination was given, and 
only to those who qualified were the various classes re- 
issued. Each successful applicant was requested to 
secure a copy of the Building Law and to carry on his 
building operations according to its intent. In addi- 
tion, the Board acted upon over 400 applications for 
new licenses. ‘Those who, after examination, failed to 
qualify were assisted in the study of subjects recom- 
mended by the Board, a number taking advantage of 
the opportunities afforded by the opening of classes in 
building supervision at Franklin Union and Wentworth 
Institute, the directors of these courses working in co- 
operation with the Board. The number of special licenses 
was confined to slightly more than 900, the Board thus 
carrying out its plan of curtailing the abuse of that 
privilege which is now limited to minor and emergency 
operations. 

In October, 1921, section 5 of chapter 10 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1920 was amended so as to require the per- 
sonal supervision of a licensed mechanic on each build- 
ing operation and to prohibit unlicensed persons having 
charge of work. Because’ of the enforcement of this 
and the other recent amendments to the ordinance con- 
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cerning the control of building operations, the Board 
feels that we have, in Boston, a class of competent super- 
intendents who, because of their training and experience 
as well as their willingness to co-operate, assure us of 
proper completion of all work. These changes have 
met with the approval of builders, architects and 
engineers throughout the city, and they have expressed 
a desire to be of assistance in the further prevention of 
accident during the construction period. ‘The inspec- 
tors of the Building Department report a general im- 
provement in the class of men taking charge of building 
operations, and it is with the aid of the former that the 
Board is kept 11 personal touch with the licensees. 
Reports from the Building Department regarding the 
practical ability of applicants are carefully considered 
in the issue of license, and complaints result in prosecu- 
tion and penalty.

REPORT OF FENCE VIEWERS. 


Boston, February 1, 1922. 
Mr. Herspert A. WILSON, 
Building Commissioner: 


Dear Sir,— Following our usual custom we submit 
herewith our annual report for the year of 1921, as fence 
viewers for the City of Boston. 

From January 1, 1921, to January 1, 1922, we have 
had 33 cases to consider, of which orders were issued 
to build partition fences in 24 cases and in 9 cases no 
orders were issued. The cases are as follows: 2 in 
Boston proper, 4 in Charlestown, 1 in East Boston, 6 in 
South Boston, 12 in Dorchester, 3 in Roxbury, 0 in 
Mattapan, 0 in Jamaica Plain, 3 in Brighton, 2 in 
Hyde Park. | 

Since January 1, 1921, we have collected the sum of 
$56. There is now due us in unpaid fees for the past 
ten years the sum of $205.80. ‘To this amount the sum 
of $42 is to be added for unpaid fees for the year 1921. 
Total in unpaid fees, $247.80. 

Year after year we have recommended that the 
existing laws pertaining to fences be amended to fit the 
needs of the City of Boston, and as usual, no one seems 
interested enough in fence viewing laws to take the 
matter before the Legislature for amendment. On 
February 28, 1921, we called the attention of his Honor 
the Mayor to this matter by letter, and received an 
answer March 1, 1921, from the Mayor’s secretary 
stating that the matter would be taken up with the 
Corporation Counsel at once. The following is a copy 
of the letter sent: 

Boston, February 28, 1921. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— On March 1, 1911, chapter 76, Acts of 
1911, became a law, wherein the Mayor of Boston was 
empowered to designate two building inspectors of the 
Building Department of the City of Boston to act as 
fence viewers for the said city, in accordance with 
chapter 33, Revised Laws of Massachusetts. 
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The fees for fence viewing according to law is $2 a day 
for such time as may be required to settle the dispute 
at hand, and are to be apportioned and collected by the 
fence viewers and paid to the City Treasurer. In the 
past ten years the accumulation of unpaid fees amounts 
to $205.80, or an average of $20.58 a year. 

The fence viewers have no means of collecting from 
delinquent parties, other than an action in tort. Fora 
number of years we have sent the names of the parties 
who did not pay their share of our fee to the Law Depart- 
ment for collection. In order to collect by law, it 
would cost the city thirty or forty dollars to get $2 in 
each particular case. For this reason we have had 
no encouragement to take legal action in tort against 
the parties. 

We feel that at some future date some committee of 
investigation might wish to hold us accountable for these 
unpaid fees. Therefore, we appeal to you for advice 
in this matter, and offer for your consideration the 
following recommendations: 

1. That the existing laws be amended, on division 
fences, to fit the needs of the City of Boston. 

2. That a law be enacted that will definitely empower 
the fence viewers with sufficient authority to settle | 
disputes continually arising over maintenance of embank- 
ment walls on division lines and to have their decision 
final and binding on the parties in dispute without 
unnecessary resort to the courts, and at an unnecessary 
expense to the disputants. 

3. That a law be enacted that will empower the 
fence viewers to collect their fees in some way other 
than an action in tort; or that the present fee system 
be abolished; or that chapter 76, Acts of 1911, be 
repealed. 

Inasmuch as many cases are over the true boundary 
line, where a surveyor has to be called to survey the 
surrounding premises to establish the true line, we 
would recommend that the fence viewers be selected 
from the engineers of the Street Laying-Out Department 
instead of from the inspectors of the Building Depart- 
ment.

Dear Si1r,— Your letter of 1st March, inclosing letter 
from the fence viewers, is received, in which you ask 
my advice as to what is to be done. My advice in the 
matter would be to propose some legislation by the next 
General Court with a view to amending the law on divi- 
sion fences, to providing for the decision of disputes on 
embankment walls, and to take charge of the question 
of fees. It is, however, impossible to introduce such 
legislation prior to the General Court of 1922 and I, 
therefore, suggest that the matter be allowed to lie until 
the summer, with the understanding that it should then 
be taken up and legislation prepared.

Most cases, where we have been asked to intervene, 
should not have been called to our attention at all, as 
invariably the fence question is a secondary matter and 
is generally involved in a neighborhood quarrel, many 
times of such magnitude as to make it impossible for 
any Board of Fence Viewers to reach an amicable ad- 
justment of the fence in question. 
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Therefore, we would suggest that a new law pertaining 
to Division line fences should be enacted which would 
give the Board of Fence Viewers the power to summons 
property owners adjacent to and within a reasonable 
distance from the fence in dispute, to give them a fair 
chance to protest against an unsightly fence built to 
annoy the neighborhood rather than protection of prop- 
erty, built to the street line of some of our finest resi- 
dential districts. 

The present laws pertaining to division fences are not 
adaptable to any city in the Commonwealth, much less 
the largest city, Boston, and after our past eleven years’ 
experience trying to apply these laws to numerous cases 
we have had to adjust, we earnestly recommend that a 
new law be enacted and that chapter 49, General Laws, 
and chapter 76, Acts of 1911, be repealed.

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SUMMARY OF DECISIONS RENDERED BY THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL JANUARY 31, 1921, TO 
DECEMBER 31, 1921. 


CasE No. 2199. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
January 7, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter third- 
class building as same was within the fire limits. It 
appeared that the building in question was occupied 
as a dwelling house for three families with a store in 
first floor of same. The appellant desired to resash 
front of store and provide a doorway to street from 
same. The building was located in a district rapidly 
changing to a business district. There was also but 
one means of egress from same. ‘The Board was of the 
opinion that “if the interior walls and ceiling of store 
were protected with metal and the egress was im- 
proved” that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit, and with this proviso sustained 
the appeal. 


CASE SNO: 22200. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) - 


January 19, 1921. 


The appellant was refused a permit to alter third- 
class building as same was within the fire limits. It 
appeared that the building was a composite building of 
second and third class construction and it was occupied 
as a dwelling house with store on first floor. The alter- 
ation consisted in extending a new bay window on 
second floor to the face of the wooden building. ‘There 
was no increase in the ground area. In view of the 
minor character of the proposed alteration, the Board 
was of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 2201. 
June 30, 1921. 
Case void because of passage of new law governing 
sprinklers. 


Case No. 2202. 


(Violation of Section 11, Paragraphs 1 and 33, Paragraphs 
1 to 11, Inclusive, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
January 19, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of first-class construction and alteration 
proposed called for wooden construction. It appeared 
that the appellant was an oculist and it was necessary 
to install certain temporary partitions to form examina- 
tion rooms which had to be darkened at times in con- 
nection with his business. ‘The appellant occupied but 
one floor of the building, viz., the second floor. The 
Board was of the opinion that these temporary parti- 
tions should not be considered as an integral part of the 
building, but more as office fixtures, since they were for 
the benefit of the tenant. In view of the above the 
Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2203. 
June 30, 1921. 
Case void because of passage of new law governing 
sprinklers. 


Case No. 2204. 


(Violation of Sections 17, 42, 59, 61, 12, 52, 56, 56, GO, 
63, 68, 69, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as Amended.) 
January 14, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
because by said alteration building would be converted 
from a dwelling house into a tenement house. It 
appeared at the hearing and upon examination of the 
plans that the building in question was a dwelling house 
of second-class construction and the appellant desired 
to alter same by (a) removing present second floor and 
replacing with two new floors; (b) increasing present 
height of all to five floors; (c) changing inside parti- 
tions as shown on plans; (d) installing new elevator and 
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stairs; (e) building small addition in rear and extending 
chimneys, and thus changing the occupancy of the 
building and providing five apartments. The ground 
area of the building was not to be increased nor was any 
portion of the building increased in height above the 
limit of 60 feet. The building covered not more than 
2,500 square feet and was well provided with egress. 
The apartments were large, there being but one on each 
floor. 

While technically a tenement house, the Board was 
of the opinion that the character of the alteration was 
such that the spirit of the law was complied with and 
that it would be a manifest injustice to require the appel- 
lant to conform strictly to the provisions of section 17, 
paragraph 1, and therefore sustained the appeal with 
reference to same. With reference to the provisions of 
sections 42, 59, 58, 60, 63 and 68 the Board is of the 
opinion that the appellant has complied with the spirit 
of the law and that the provisions for light and air are 
ample. Moreover, the Board had assurance from a 
representative of the Health Department that the plans 
as submitted to the Board were satisfactory. In view 
of all conditions, the Board sustains the appeal with 
reference to the above sections. 

With reference to the provisions of sections 12, para- 
graph 15, 69, 52 and 61: The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in his refusal and dismissed the 
appeal with reference to same. 


GASHOIN O 2205: 


(Violation of Section 12, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
January 19, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building because by so doing the kitchen ‘‘would be 
reduced in its least dimensions to less than 8 feet.” It 
appeared at the hearing, and upon examination of the 
plans, that the building in question was a dwelling house 
of third-class construction. The appellant desired to 
install closets in kitchens and would thus reduce the area 
of the kitchen in one portion to less than 8 feet although 
the remaining ground area of the kitchen was still in 
excess of the legal 64 square feet. The Board was of 
the opinion that the spirit of the law was complied with 
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and believed it would be a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit. It therefore sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 2206. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
January 19, 1921. 

The appellant was granted a permit to make certain 
alterations of his building, but the Building Commissioner 
revoked the permit as it appeared that the appellant 
converted same into use as a store with living quarters 
above. It appeared that the appellant was in reduced 
circumstances and he, in ignorance of the law, lowered 
floor and replaced window in front room with door and 
intended to use same as a cobbler shop. In view of the 
minor character of the proposed alteration and the pur- 
pose for which room was to be used, the Board believed 
it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant 
a permit and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 2207. 


(Violation of Section 16, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
January 26, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as proposed thickness of metal in construction members 
was less than 4 inch. It appeared at the hearing and 
upon examination of the plans that the building in ques- 
tion was a one-story building with steel frame covered 
with galvanized iron resting on concrete foundation and 
with a dirt floor. The Building Commissioner refused 
a permit for this building, but the Board of Appeal sus- 
tained the owner’s appeal from the commissioner’s 
decision some time ago and the appellant considered this 
a permit and constructed his building. It developed 
that certain structural members of the frame were less 
than the legal thickness. At the hearing the appellant 
stated that he would be willing to reinforce all structural 
portions where necessary to meet requirements as to 
strength and stability as set forth in the building law. 
In view of this the Board felt that the requirements as 
to 41-inch structural members could be waived and with 
the proviso ‘‘that the appellant comply with the require- 
ments of the law with reference to strength and stability”’ 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 2208. 


(Violation of Section 23, Paragraph 6, Chapter 550, Acts 
_ of 1907. as Amended.) 
January 19, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as proposed bearing walls were less than the 
legal thickness required. It appeared at the hearing 
and upon examination of the plans that the walls in 
question refer to a pent house. The appellant desired 
to erect a pent house, with walls of brick 8 inches thick, 
over an existing well in the building with walls 12 inches 
in thickness. ‘The 8-inch pent house walls carried no 
load except its roof and was to be used as an overhead 
space to reach upper part of elevator. The Board was of 
the opinion that the construction proposed was _ sub- 
stantial and ample and believed it a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 2209. 


(Violation of Sections 9, 13, 40, Og» 50, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended. 
January 14, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits, roofing material was illegal, building was nearer 
than 10 feet to another building of same owner and there 
was a proposed increase in ground area. It appeared 
at the hearing that the building in question was of third- 
class construction, occupied by two families and a store. 
The appellant was located in the immediate vicinity for 
a number of years and was obliged to move as building 
in which he was established was sold over his head, so he 
desired to alter building in question by building small 
addition to same 7 feet by 15 feet by 7 feet. No portion 
of same came within 5 feet of the side lot line and 15 feet 
to neighbor’s line on opposite side lot line. The 
appellant also desired to use rolled asphalt instead of 
asphalt shingles, which the Board considered the equiva- 
lent of same. While the proposed extension came nearer 
than 10 feet to another building on land of same owner, 
the distance between buildings in question was 9 feet 
10 inches. The Board believed the spirit of the law was 
complied with and believed it a manifest injustice to 
refuse the appellant a permit and therefore sustained 
the appeal. 
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CasE No. 2210. 


(Violation of Sections 9 and 35, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
; as Amended. 
January 19, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits and also because the stability of the building 
would be impaired by proposed alterations. With 
reference to section 9: It appeared at the hearing and 
upon examination of the plans that the building in 
question was occupied as a dwelling house and the 
appellant desired to change same into a printing office 
on the first floor with offices above. It was stated at the 
hearing that the building was originally for a storage 
warehouse and was later converted into a dwelling house. 
In view of this the Board believed that if “‘that portion 
of the building to be used for printing purposes was fire- 
stopped to the satisfaction of the Building Commis- 
sioner’’ the appellant should be allowed to make the 
proposed alteration and with the above proviso sus- 
tained the appeal with reference to section 9. With 
reference to section 35, the Board coneurred with the 
Building Commissioner that the stability of the building ~ 
would be impaired and dismissed the appeal with ref- 
erence to the above mentioned section.

(Violation of Sections 11, 23, 32 and 13, Chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, as Amended. 
January 26, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as same was an addition to a third-class building within 
the fire limits, the windows on lot line did not have the 
legal wire glass, metal frame and sash and the building 
was nearer than 5 feet to the lot line and lacked the legal 
masonry wall on that side towards the lot line. It 
appeared that the building was to be occupied as a 
carpenter’s and coppersmith’s shop and was built partly 
on a wharf. The ell portion was destroyed by fire, 
which was previously of third-class construction. The 
appellant constructed a new building covering the area 
of the former ell, but the new building was considerably 
larger than that destroyed. The new construction, 
however, was superior, being built on steel frame and 
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covered with wire lath and plaster, but it was on wharf 
property and could have been built of wooden frame. 
One wall of the building was within 5 feet of the lot line, 
but it was on the same line as original ell. There wasa _ 
technical violation of the law in regard to that portion 
of the building which was not built on the wharf, but in 
view of the fact that the area of the ell was not more than 
25 per cent of the area of the entire building, the appel- 
lant could have restored the ell in its original material 
with wooden frame. ‘The Board was of the opinion that 
the new construction met the requirements of a second- 
class building and was superior to constructions usually 
erected on wharves and therefore sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as

February 3, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits. It appeared that the appellant desired to 
straighten out third story front and rear and erect out- 
side rear wooden stairway from third story to yard with 
large landings forming small rear piazzas. No portion 
of the proposed alteration came within 5 feet of the lot 
lines, nor would building with new construction cover 
60 per cent of the lot area. In view of this and the fact 
that a new egress was provided, the Board believed it a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and 
sustained the appeal. 


Gasp Nor 2213; 


(Violation of Section 20, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
February 3, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as proposed foundations were not in accordance with 
the provisions of above mentioned section. It appeared 
at the hearing that the building in question was to be 
occupied as an office building to be built on filled land. 
The proposed foundations were to carry only the weight 
of walls and roof, the floor being built over a cinder 
fill on ground. An examination of the soil by a compe- 
petent engineer, record of which were placed with the 
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Building Department, showed the fill to be almost 
compact as natura] soil. In view of this, the Board 
believed that the appellant should be allowed to use 
the spread footings on the fill and therefore sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 2214. 


(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
February 3, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same contemplated an extension in area to exceed 
the legal 3,500 square feet allowed for houses of habita- 
tion of second-class construction. It appeared that the 
building was occupied by one family and the appellant 
desired to increase the size of his dwelling house by 
connecting the house adjoining his property by means 
of openings in the existing party wall. The addition 
increased the area of the entire area to about 200 feet 
in excess of the legal requirements. The main building 
proper covered 2,500 square feet, the remaining area 
being in the ell which was only one story high. The 
ell was separated from the main building by means of 
a brick wall and the Board believed that “‘if the openings 
in this brick wall were protected by fire doors, thus 
making the main building a separate building from the 
ell,’ that the spirit of the law would be complied with. 
With the above proviso, the Board sustained the appeal.

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It appeared that the appellant desired to give exhibitions 
for five evenings only in connection with a convention 
he was holding. The Board believed that the exhibition 
of moving pictures on specific dates applied for would 
not constitute a conversion of the building in question 
into a moving picture house. And with the proviso 
‘“‘that exhibitions were given on specified dates only 
and that the moving picture booth was located to the 
satisfaction of the Building Commissioner, also that 
a fireman in uniform be stationed near the machine,”’ 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 2219. 


(Violation of Sections 9 and: 13, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
February 3, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as said alteration contemplated an extension of area 
of a third-class building within the fire limits. It 
appeared that the appellant desired to build an addition 
to an existing third-class building occupied as a wagon 
shed. The addition was but 20 feet by 60 feet and one 
story high. The long side of the building was on a 
railroad right-of-way and rear of the addition was not 
to be nearer than 5 feet to the lot line. In view of 
its location, temporary nature, and purpose for which 
it was to be used, the Board believed it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit 
and sustained the appeal.

GaswmsNo 222-1; 


(Violation of Sections 9 and 18, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
February 9, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as alteration contemplated an extension of a third-class 
building within the fire limits and proposed roofing 
was not in accordance with the provisions of section 
13, pacagraph 21. It appeared at the hearing and 
upon examination of the plans that the building in 
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question is of second-class construction and the appellant 
desires to build an addition one story high 25 feet _by 
28 feet of third-class construction. The building is 
well isolated, the nearest distance to the Jot line being 
22 feet. The roof of the proposed new addition is of 
rolled asphalt in lieu of asphalt shingles as required 
by law. Owing tothe temporary nature of the building, 
the Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit.

‘The 
appellant provided same by converting chamber closets 
adjoining bathroom, closing present door openings and 
making new openings to bathrooms, said shaft extend- 
ing from floor of suite 1 to and through roof with metal 
ventilator and skylight.

It 
appeared at the hearing and upon examination of 
the plans that the appellant desired to improve his 
building by providing more egress, new open plumbing, 
electric lighting and fix up first floor for modevn stores 
with new store fronts. A new boiler was to be installed 
in basement which was to be isolated from the remainder 
of the basement. ‘The floor of the stores were to be 
lowered and the space beneath made inaccessible.

It appeared at the hearing that the 
building in question was a small temporary structure 
of steel to be used as an office for a gasolene station.

It appeared that the building was a 
double house of third-class construction and the pro- 
posed alteration consisted of the erection of an. outside 
rear stairway which provided a second means of egress 
to second story of same. While the building was within 
10 feet of another building on land of same owner, and 
the brick wall was omitted, the Board believed no 
advantage would be gained by requiring the appellant 
to build this wall but was of the opinion that a decided 
advantage over .present conditions would be effected 
by the furnishing of this second means of egress.

(Violation of Sections 9, 20 and 18, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 
February 16, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as same was of third-class construction, foundations 
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were not carried to satisfactory bearing material and 
roofing material was illegal. It appeared that the 
appellant desized to erect a third-class building 20 feet 
by 75 feet, one story high, with a rubberoid roof to 
protect his sashes from the weather. The building was 
to be built on leased land, which could terminate upon 
a thirty days’ notice. The Board was of the opinion 
that since proposed building was of a temporary nature 
that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the 
appellant and with the proviso ‘‘that same was removed 
one year f:om date of its erection,’’ sustained the appeal.

The appellant was ordered to repair and _ install 
landing gates in accordance with the provisions of 
Division 9, section 1, Regulation 75, elevator and 
escalator regulations.

These gates were continually breaking, so the appellant 
installed a closed metal covered door which locked 
inside by the elevator man. The Board believed that 
the protection against accident provided was the 
equivalent of that afforded by the landing gates, and 
was of the opinion that no advantage would be gained 
by the requiring of same.

It appeared that the alteration consisted of 
merely the installation of a bathroom with skylight over 
it, and the providing of a doorway and a non-bearing 
partition.

In view of the minor character 
of the alteration, the Board sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits and wooden wall was within 5 feet of lot line. It 
appeared that the building was occupied as a dwelling 
house and store and had a pitched roof. The appellant 
desired to straighten out attic rooms and arrange for 
new egress from same. ‘The rooms were already occupied 
for living purposes and the alteration contemplated 
merely making them more livable. Owing to the char- 
acter of same, the Board sustained the appeal.

February 24, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of second-class construction and first floor 
of same was not of first-class construction as required 
for a store. It appeared that the appellant desired to 
occupy first floor of his dwelling house as a store. ‘The 
store was to be reached from the exterior and was to 
be cut off enticely from the rest of basement by means 
of brick walls and ceiling of same was to be strictly 
fireproof. The Board believed that if ‘“‘the single 
opening in rear of store to basement was protected by 
a metal covered door and frame and made self-closing’”’ 
that the store would be made independent and fire- 
proof. With the above proviso, the Board sustained 
the appeal.

‘The Board found that the 
building when enlarged covered but 5 per cent more 
than allowed legally and believed that there would be 
no increase in the fire hazard under the circumstances 
and therefore sustained the appeal with reference to 
section 9.

Owing to the incombustible 
nature of the building and purposes for which it was to 
be used, the Board believed it a manifest injustice to 
refuse the appellant a permit and therefore sustained 
the appeal.

It appeared that 
the appellant desired to construct a bakery oven in 
rear of his building. The plans were so arranged that 
bakery was partially cut off from the remainder of the 
building by means of two self-closing doors, operating 
on both sides of an existing 8-inch brick wall. The 
floors, walls and ceilings immediately in front of inclosure 
thus formed was of fireproof construction so that the 
bakery proper was entirely of fireproof construction. 
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The Board believed that the spirit of the law was com- 
plied with and was of the opinion that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit.

The Board having heard 
the appellant and having examined the plans was of 
the opinion that the Building Commissioner was justi- ' 
fied in his refusal and therefore dismissed the appeal. 


Case. No. ,220c 


(Violation of Section 53, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
March 15, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to install oven in 
building as same was a tenement house. It appeared 
that the appellant proposed to build practically an 
independent fireproof structure reaching same from 
yard at rear of his building; the yard to be entered 
from the street by means of a passageway running length- 
wise with the building. The oven stood on an entirely 
separate foundation and the construction was such that 
complete isolation was provided. The Board believed 
that no danger would be incurred by allowing the ap- 
pellant to construct same and was of the opinion that 
it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant 
a permit. The Board, therefore, sustained the appeal.

The Building Commsisioner refused to waive the 
above-mentioned regulations as he had no authority to 
do same. It appeared that the appellant desired to 
install an elevator in a first-class building, and to omit 
buttons at shaftway openings with a bell in shaftway or 
other signal system, as same was a freight elevator serv- 
ing only one owner who by the exigencies of his demands 
would administer this elevator in an entirely different 
way. It also appeared that the building was equipped 
with an electric automatic device for the control of the 
car. The Board believed that this was a case not con- 
templated by the law though covered by it and there- 
fore sustained the appeal.

as bolts were used in lieu of rivets. It appeared that 
the building was designed to comply with the law as to 
strength and stability, but there was a technical viola- 
tion with regard to using bolts instead of rivets.

sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 2258. 


(Violation of Section 8, Paragraph 4, Chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907, as Amended.) 
March 9, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as proposed calculation of construction of bottom of 
shaft was not in accordance with above-mentioned sec- 
tion. It appeared that the construction referred to the 
bottom of an elevator shaft beneath which there was 
an office. While the calculation for construction of 
this floor did not conform strictly to section 8, para- 
graph 4, the Board was of the opinion that the spirit 
of the law was complied with and no additional safety 
would be gained by requiring the appellant to increase 
the beams of the floor of the bottom of the pit and there- 
fore sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a natn to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits and was within 10 feet of another building on 
land of same owner. It appeared buildings in question 
were two three-story dwelling houses on land of same 
owner, separated by a brick wall, and the appellant 
desired to build piazzas at rear of same. No portion 
of proposed piazzas came within 5 feet of the side lot 
lines, nor 28 feet from the rear lot line. The two build- 
ings with piazzas did not cover 60 per cent of the lot. 
Owing to the nature of the proposed alteration, the 
Board believed it a manifest injustice to refuse the 
appellant a permit and therefore sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building as 
same contemplated change of occupancy from shop to 
dwelling. It appeared that the building in question 
is of wood, one and a half stories high with a pitched 
roof of asbestos shingles and a small ell one story high 
with a flat roof. The exterior of same will be covered 
with stucco. <A certain portion of the building comes 
within 5 feet to side lot line. The Board was of the 
opinion that ‘‘if all openings in that portion nearer than 
5 feet to the lot line were protected with metal frames 
and wire glass’’ that the spirit of the law would be 
complied with and that it would be a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit.- With the above pro- 
viso, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2261. 


(Violation of Sections 23 and 32, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 
March 9, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect addition 
to building on premises 34 Roland street, Ward 3, as 
external walls were not of the required thickness, col- 
umns were not fireproofed and some of the joints were 
bolted instead of riveted. It appeared that the build- 
ing In question was an extension to a mill for cutting 
stone and was to be built of same construction as original 
building, which was of steel frame and exterior walls 
were of terra-cotta with tile roof. With reference to 
section 23, a considerable portion of the exterior wall at 
_ the gable end was of glass and while the construction 
allowed the appellant to glaze the gable, he desired to 
have this gable shown as solid, but did not want to- 
construct wall of masonry and offered as a substitute 
the covering of asbestos corrugated siding, properly 
supported in place of masonry walls. The Board be- 
lieved that since he could be allowed to glaze the gable, 
the method proposed was superior to the glazing. Fur- 
thermore, the Board was of the opinion that this was a 
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case not contemplated by the law though covered by 
it and therefore sustained the appeal with reference to 
section 23. With reference to section 16, it appeared 
that the appellant proposed to bolt the field connec- 
tions in certain trusses instead of riveting same. The 
conditions were such that it was impossible to rivet 
same. The Board believed that the strength and sta- 
bility of the building was not impaired by allowing the 
method proposed and therefore sustained the appeal 
with reference to section 16. With reference to section 
32, the appellant desired to omit fireproofing certain 
interior columns. ‘There was no wood used in the con- 
struction of this building and it was well isolated. The 
Board was of the opinion that the occupancy of the 
building was such that there would be no increase to 
the fire risk incurred by allowing the columns to stand 
without fireproofing, the building being unusually well 
constructed and superior to most sheds for the cutting 
and handling of stone. The Board therefore sustained 
the appeal. 


CARE AN G2 2Gc: 


(Violation of Sections 9 and 40, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) | 

March 15, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect piazzas 
as same would be a third-class construction within the 
building limits and was less than 5 feet from the lot line. 
It appeared that the appellant desired to construct 
plazzas with staircase in rear of his building at each floor 
level, thus providing a second means of egress. No 
portion of same came within 5 feet of the side lot lines. 
While they came within 2 feet of the rear lot line, there 
was a permanent 6-foot right-of-way in rear. In view 
of this, the Board believed it a manifest injustice to 
refuse the appellant a permit and therefore sustained 

the appeal.

(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as

The appellant was refused a permit to erect wooden 
store building as same was a third-class building within 
the fire limits.

the refusal of the Commissioner was justifiable and 
therefore dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 2264. 


(Violation of Sections 12, 77 to 114, Inclusive, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 
March 15, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as proposed egress was not satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner, and construction was not in accordance 
with the building law governing theaters. It appeared 
at the hearing and upon examination of the plans that 
the building in question was of second-class construction. 
The first floor was occupied by a store and nickelodeon, 
the floor above was also occupied for amusement pur- 
poses. The appellant desired to abandon the present 
occupation of the first and second floors and to construct 
a new auditorium for use as a moving picture house. 
Egress was to be provided from the picture house, which 
was on the first floor, by a large central entrance and 
side entrances leading to passageways on either side of 
the auditorium, one of which led directly to the street. 
The entire first floor was to be of fireproof construction. 
The plans showed ceiling and stud partition covered with 
wire lath and cement plaster, the partitions being filled 
with gypsum block. The Board believed that ‘‘if both 
of the 6-foot passageways were continued to the street 
and all new walls were constructed of gypsum block or 
terra cotta, also that all ceilings were protected with 
metal lath and plaster,” that the existing conditions 
would be very much improved by the proposed altera- 
tion. Therefore with the above mentioned proviso, the 
Board sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
March 23, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of second-class construction and the first 
floor was not fireproofed. It appeared at the hearing 
and upon examination of the plans that the building in 
question was a one-family dwelling house and the appel- 
lant desired to use the first floor of same for a real estate 
office in connection with his business by changing the 
front facing on Saratoga street, and providing show 
window and entrance door. Owing to the nature of the 
proposed alteration and its occupancy, the Board be- 
heved it a manifest injustice-to refuse the appellant a 
permit and sustained the appeal.

The area of the building was 
not to be increased. Owing to the nature of the pro- 
posed alteration, the Board believed it a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

It 
appeared at the hearing and upon examination of the 
plans that the building was of third-class construction 
occupied as a three-family dwelling house. The ap- 
pellant desired to adapt first floor of same for store 
purposes and provide new piazzas and back stairs for 
the entire building. The store was small and the 
Board believed that if the entire store was isolated 
properly from the rest of the building no danger would 
be incurred by granting the appellant a permit. 
Therefore with the proviso that ‘‘all walls surrounding 
the store proper were brick-nogged and covered with 
wire lath and plaster and that the entire ceiling was 
covered with wire lath and plaster,’’ the Board sustained 
the appeal.

It appeared upon examination of the plans that the 
appellant desired to build store in the basement of his 
house. The walls of the proposed store were of brick 
and the appellant proposed to separate the rest of the 
basement from store by erecting a brick partition. 
The ceiling was to be wire lathed and plastered. The 
opening to store was from the exterior only and there 
was no access to dwelling portion of building. In 
view of the fact that the appellant provided a practi- 
cally independent fireproof inclosure for store, the Board 
believed it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the 
appellant a permit and therefore sustained the appeal.

amended. It appeared that the building in question 
was a garage of second-class construction which was 
already erected. The rear of building was 4 feet from 
the lot line. The original plans contemplated windows 
on the side of the garage, but because of some objection 
by a neighbor, the contractor moved the window to the 
rear wall so that same became illegal, not being of 
fireproof construction. The wood rafters projected 
about 1 foot beyond the exterior wall line and while 
technically these rafters might be considered as outside 
finish, the Board believed no possible danger could 
arise by allowing rafters to project and that it would be 
a manifest injustice to require the appellant to conform 
strictly to the provisions of the law with reference to 
second-class buildings and therefore sustained the ap- 
peal in this particular.

putting on new tar and gravel roof and building second 
means of egress by means of a piazza and stairs in rear.

It appeared that the 
appellant desired to make certain changes to an ex- 
isting piazza, the principal reason being to provide a 
better entrance to his front door. This he proposed 
to do by inelosing the present piazza and opening 
door towards the street instead of towards an adjoin- 
ing neighbor’s house. The Board understood that the 
original piazza was already within 5 feet of the side 
lot line, and that no portion of inclosed veranda would 
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be nearer than the original. Owing to the nature of 
the proposed alteration the Board sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as there was a store in basement of habitation 
and first floor and basement were not of first-class con- 
struction. It appeared upon examination of the plans 
that the building was of second-class construction occu- 
pied as a dwelling house and storage.. The appellant 
desired to occupy and alter for same purposes. The 
alteration consisted of the installation of a front plate 
glass window. ‘The entrance to store led directly to 
street, there being no entrance from the dwelling house 
portion of the building to the store. The alteration 
formed an independent fireproof inclosure. Owing to 
the construction proposed, the Board believed it a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and 
with the proviso ‘‘that the staircase leading to upper 
floor be either removed entirely or protected with fire- 
proof inclosure and self-closing doors,’’ sustained and 
appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as wood supports were below the first floor and founda- 
tion was not of brick or stone. It appeared that the 
structure in question was of temporary nature to be 
used as a hencoop, 20 feet by 30 feet, and was but one 
story high and would not be subjected to any heavy 
loads. In view of all conditions the Board believed that 
the supports proposed were adequate and it would be a 
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manifest injustice to require the appellant to conform 
strictly to the above mentioned provisions and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 33, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
April 2, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as proposed partitions were of wood in a build- 
ing of first-class construction. It appeared that the 
appellant desires to install certain partitions in an 
existing mezzanine story of his building which was of 
second-class construction. ‘The-building was built to a 
height of four stories, although it was designed ultimately 
to be carried seven stories. A building of the present 
height could have been built in second-class construc- 
tion. In view of this, and the fact that the appellant 
would be compelled to remove the mezzanine floor and 
partitions when the building was carried to its ultimate 
height, the Board believed it would be a manifest injus- 
tice to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore sus- 
tained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
April 6, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
for school purposes as same was of second-class construc- 
tion. It appeared that the appellant wanted to use same 
building for vocational education in rehabilitating ex- 
service men by giving them shop experience which 
would enable them to earn a living wage. The building 
leased for purposes mentioned above was temporary 
the appellant leasing for one year only, owing to the 
uncertainty of the government contract. ‘he Board 
believed that while technically the occupancy might be 
considered the equivalent of a school, the conditions as 
to egress, occupation, etc., were more favorable than in 
the average school and no danger would be incurred by 
allowing the proposed occupancy in this class of building 
under the circumstances. ‘Therefore with the proviso 
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“that the appellant discontinue use of building as a 
school April 1, 1922,”’ the Board sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans of 
building as proposed outside finish of second-class build- 
ing was not of incombustible material. It appeared at 
the hearing that the building in question was an old 
church built in 1807, and the appellant desires to restore 
same as far as possible in the original form and material, 
such as pedestals, urns, rail and balusters at level of 
flat roof of tower and consoles for upper part of tower, 
thus using wooden construction. The Board was of 
the opinion that, owing to the type of building and 
nature of proposed alteration, it would be a manifest 
injustice to require the appellant to conform strictly to 
the provisions of section 12 and therefore sustained the 


appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as proposed walls were not of the legal thickness, being 
8 inches.

The main po-tion of the building was three 
stories high with attic, and the ell was three stories with 
a flat roof. The building was used as a tenement house 
for four families and had a front and back stairs and was 
to be used for the same purpose after alteration. The 
appellant desired to square rooms on upper story by 
changing pitched roof to a flat. The Board believed 
that proposed alterations were of a nature that would 
not impair the strength and stability of the building, the 
extreme height of the building being slightly reduced and 
existing conditions materially improved, and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was of third-class construction within the fire 
limits.

Proposed piazzas were 6 feet by 15 feet and no portion 
of same came within 5 feet of the side lot lines and 50 
feet from the rear lot line. In view of the minor charac- 
ter of the alteration, the Board believed it a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and sustained 
the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
into a moving picture house as same was not of first- 
class construction. The Board having heard the appel- 
lant and having examined the plans concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in his refusal and therefore 
affirmed same.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building as proposed alterations contemplated a change 
of occupancy from a dwelling house to a store and 
dwelling house, of a third-class building within the fire 
limits. It appeared that the appellant desired to alter 
first floor for store purposes by fire-protecting walls and 
ceilings of same as well as to install a store front. The 
cellar immediately under store was entirely separated 
by masonry walls from the remainder of the basement, 
and interior walls surrounding store proper were to be 
brick-nogged and all of walls and ceiling were to be wire 
lathed and plastered. In view of the character of the 
alteration the Board believed it a manifest injustice to 
refuse the appellant a permit and therefore sustained 
the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as foundation and underpinning were required, framing 
inadequate and roofing material illegal. It appeared 
at the hearing that the building in question was of a 
temporary nature, to be used as a summer house. It 
was what is known as a Hodgdon portable house and 
was to be placed in the rear of the appellant’s property, 
well isolated from other buildings, the nearest being 
200 feet away. Owing to the purpose for which it was 
to be used and its location, the Board believed it a man- 
fest injustice to require the appellant to conform 
strictly to the above-mentioned sections and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Section 53, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
April 9, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as he proposed to install a bakery in a tenement house. 
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It appeared that the building in question was of second- 
class construction and the appellant desized to install 
a small gas oven in the rear of his store on the first 
- floor. The room in which the oven was located was 
to be cut off from the remainder of the building by 
terra-cotta fireproof partitions, and all openings in 
same were to be protected by metal covered doors 
and the floor was to be of concrete cut in between 
4-inch by 10-inch timbers now existing. The ceiling 
was of metal. The Board was of the opinion that 
the law was obviously intended to cover the old type of 
baking oven, in which coal was used and fire drawn 
at intervals, and saw no danger in allowing use of this 
type of gas oven in room protected as appellant pro- 
posed, and therefore sustained the appeal.

(Violation of Sections 9 and 36, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, as Amended.) 


April 13, 1921. 


The appellant was refused permit to alter building 
as same was a dwelling house of third-class construction 
and was to be converted for use as a mercantile extab- 
lishment and dwelling house. It appeared that the 
building in question was situated on a corner of two 
streets and separated from the next building by an 
8-inch brick party wall. The appellant desired to use 
front room of first floor as a tailor shop and proposed 
to provide a small show window and an entrance 
directly to the street, also to cover the ceiling and 
walls with metal. The Board believed that ‘“‘if all 
the wooden walls were wire lathed and plastered; the 
brick party wall plastered directly on the brick; ceiling 
wire lathed and plastered; also that all interior doors 
leading from store were covered with metal,” that 
the proposed occupancy would not constitute a fire 
hazard. With this proviso the Board sustained the 
appeal.

It appeared that the 
building in question had a shingled roof, was two 
stories high and was last used as a single family dwel- 
ling house. It was provided with two means of egress. 
The appellant desired to make no changes but to use 
same as an office building for a city department. With 
reference to section 36, it believed that the change 
of occupancy for the purposes proposed would not 
justify any further strengthening of the timbers, owing 
to the increased floor load, and therefore sustained 
the appeal with reference to section 36. With reference 
to section 9, the Board did not consider contemplated 
change hazardous, more especially as a watchman was 
to be on duty at all hours, and therefore sustained 
the appeal.

The appellant desired 
to lower first floor to street level, resash the front 
for a store with plate glass. The Board believed 
“that if all studded walls now surrounding a portion 
of the proposed store were brick-nogged and covered 
with wire lath and plaster, and if that portion of the 
first floor which was to be used as a store was made 
of first-class construction and all openings in same 
walls were protected with metal-covered fireproof doors; 
also that ceiling was covered with wire lath and plaster 
that the spirit of the law would be complied with. 
Therefore with this proviso, the Board sustained the 
appeal.

April 13, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter first-class 
building as partitions proposed were of third-class 
construction. It appeared that the appellant desired to 
build certain temporary movable partitions in one 
floor of his building to give additional offices for tenant. 
Not more than 20 per cent of the floor was so divided. 
The Board was of the opinion that proposed partitions, 
owing to their construction and arrangement, did not 
form a structural part of the building and believed it a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit. The 
Board, therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2297. 


(Violation of Section 20, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
April 13, 1921. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
as proposed foundations were not in accordance with 
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above-mentioned section. It appeared that the build- 
ing in question was a one-car garage. The Board was 
of the opinion that the fill, which had been in place for 
a long time, was capable of carrying without any danger 
the load which the appellant proposed to impose on. it. 
The footings were spread to transmit a load to the soil 
of less than 400 pounds per square foot, and the founda- 
tion carried only the walls and roof, the floor being 
directly on the ground. The Board was of the opinion 
that it would be a manifest injustice to require the 
appellant to drive piles and therefore sustained the 


appeal.

(Violation of Section 13, Paragraph 22, Chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, as Amended.) — 
April 13, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect piazza as 
same ‘‘was of second-class construction and was less 
than 5 feet from the lot line without a wall.’ It 
appeared that the appellant had a daughter who was in 
poor health and she desired to erect a sleeping porch 
in order that the daughter might sleep out of doors. 
The piazza was not strictly of second-class construction 
although the frame was of metal. The Board believed 
that the construction was such that no danger would be 
incurred by allowing the appellant to come nearer than 
5 feet to lot line, and, owing to the circumstances in this 
special case, believes that the appellant should be 
exempted from conforming strictly to the provisions of 
section 13, paragraph 22, and therefore sustained the 
appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as roofing material was not in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the above-mentioned sections.

While this was a 
violation of the law which required asphalt shingles, 
the Board believed that the material proposed was the 
equivalent, being made of the same material, and 
therefore sustained the appeal.

The appellant desired to square up present roof 
and rearrange present rear stairs. The highest point 
of the roof will be reduced by the introduction of the flat 
roof in place of the pitched roof and the Board is of 
the opinion that the alteration will not involve any 
increase of the third-class construction, the roof being 
covered with a tar and gravel roof. ‘The Board therefore 
sustained the appeal.

The Board believed that the protection for this heater 
was greater against the possibility of fire than that 
of a parlor stove or kitchen range, and further believed 
that there was less fire hazard to the use of such a heater 
since one floor only was used to take the place of several 
floors if independent stoves were used. The Board 
believed that this was a case not contemplated by the 
law though covered by it and therefore sustained the 
appeal.

July 26, 1921. 

The appellant was ordered to remove violation of 
above-mentioned section, to wit, ‘‘metal covering re- 
quired on wooden cornice overhanging side wall 
omitted.”’ It appeared at the hearing that the building 
in question was of second-class construction with the 
exception of the cornice, which was formed by the 
overhang of the roof rafters. These, together with the 
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facia boards nailed across the end of the rafters, were 
exposed. The brick work ran up between the rafters 
to the underside of the planks which covered the roof. 
The building was well isolated. The projection of the 
cornice was very slight. The Board believed that 
no advantage would be gained to this particular type 
of building by requiring the ends of this projecting 
rafter to be covered with metal. While there was a 
technical violation, the Board was of the opinion that 
the fire hazard was not increased by allowing the 
omission of this metal covering and therefore sustained 
the appeal.

It appeared 
at the hearing that the building in question was to be 
occupied as a dwelling house. The appellant desired 
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to make a large hall with a large staircase at the rear of 
the building; this hall ran up two stories in height and 
covered practically the entire area of the lot. The 
nature of the proposed alteration was such, that in the 
opinion of the Board, ample ventilation was given to 
window in living room, which opened directly into this 
staircase hall and court, which in turn was ventilated 
by means of a skylight. The Board believed that the 
alteration was of such a type that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit for improve- 
ments contemplated and therefore sustained the appeal.

Amended.) 
May 10, 1921. 

The appellant was refused a permit to change oc- 
cupancy of building from habitation to a school as same 
was not of first-class construction. It appeared at the 
hearing that the building in question was of second-class 
construction and the appellant desired to use same as a 
private school for girls. No alterations were to be made 
in the plans. The school was very exclusive, there not 
being twenty-five or thirty pupils in all and for which 
there was to be five or six instructors. While technically 
the building might be considered a schoolhouse, the 
Board believed that the section referring to first-class 
construction for schools was not intended to apply to 
this particular case, it being a case not contemplated by 
the law though covered by it. The Board, therefore, 
sustained the appeal.

It appeared at the 
hearing that the building in question was of third-class 
construction, and that, owing to the location of the door, 
the appellant desired to extend his piazza at a point far 
enough to allow of reaching the piazza from the door. 
This condition also applied to the adjoining house, so 
the front portions of the piazzas were 10 feet away, but 
the portion immediately against the wall in which each 
door opening occured was slightly less than this. While 
- there was a technical violation, the Board believed that 
it would be a manifest injustice to require the appellant 
to conform strictly to the provisions of section 10 and 
therefore sustained the appeal.

It appeared at the hearing that 
the first floor was occupied as a society club room; the 
floors above, for dwellings and school purposes. The 
appellant desired to give up use of building as a school 
and alter same into an apartment corresponding with 
the other apartments. The Board believed that if the 
ceiling of basement was wire lathed and plastered that 
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the conditions as to safety were greatly improved and 
that there would be no additional hazard in allowing 
the change of occupancy. With the above proviso, the 
Board sustained the appeal.

In view of the existing conditions the 
Board believed it a manifest injustice to require the 
appellant to conform strictly to the above-mentioned 
regulations and therefore sustained the appeal.

The appellant desired to remove a wooden cupola 
and to use asphalt shingles to cover roof where cupola 
was instead of slate as required by law. In view of the

The appellant was ordered to remove violation of 
section 32 of the Boston building law to wit, electric 
wire conduits imbedded in the fireproofing required on 
columns supporting floors and roof. It appeared that 
the building in question was of first-class construction, 
to be occupied by the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, and it was their intention to install 
between columns certain automatic switchboard appa- 
ratus to fit in between same. These columns were fire- 
proofed in the legal manner but on certain of the columns 
#-inch wire conduits were to be carried up from the floor 
in the fireproofing to the height of a switch approxi- 
mately 3 feet 6 inches from the floor. In many cases 
these conduits came in the hollow portion of the columns 
so they did not come within the fireproofing area. In 
other cases, however, the conduits follow the flange 
portion of the column and come within 2 of an inch of 
the steel. If these conduits could not be placed in the 
fireproofing, it would be necessary to furr around the 
columns in order to conceal the conduits and bring the 
switch plates flush with the plaster. This furring of 
the columns would decrease the distance between 
columns and would prevent the installation of the intri- 
cate apparatus which the appellant had planned to 
install. The Board believed that it would be a great 
hardship to require the appellant to increase the size of 
columns in order to conceal these 32-inch conduits and 
boxes, as the imbedding of the conduits in these places 
did not affect the efficiency of the fireproofing. More- 
over, the Board had on file a letter from a prominent 
engineer in which he expressed the opinion that ‘‘the 
only possible damage from pipes within fireproofing 
would be when the pipes were continuous from floor to 
floor and of sufficient stiffness so that the linear expan- 
sion would bend to buckle them and force out the fire- 
proofing. Moreover, it could never occur where pipes 
or conduits extended only from the floor up to a switch 
box and not to the floor above.” In view of all condi- 
tions, the Board sustained the appeal.

The building was built 
before 1907, so the original kitchenette on the second 
floor was always somewhat smaller in size than at present 
required. In making certain alterations, the suite in 
which kitchenette was installed, the appellant installed 
a bath room in its stead and provided a new kitchenette 
in a space occupied by a large closet. ‘The new kitchen- 
ette was also less than the legal size but it was well 
lighted by a large window. As the suite was small, 
containing but two rooms and a bath, the Board believed 
it a manifest injustice to require the appellant to rebuild 
the kitchenette and therefore sustained the appeal in 
this particular. With reference to egress, the Board 
concurred with the Building Commissioner in his order 
and dismissed the appeal.

June 30, 1921. 
The appellant was ordered to remove concrete block 
in wall of his garage and that no further blocks of the 
sort be used in any of the walls of the proposed structure 
where the work was only one-third done as same were 
in violation of the provisions of section 14, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, as amended. It appeared at the hearing 
that the wall in question was a nonbearing hollow block 
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wall, being a curtain wall built in between independent 
structural supports which carried all the loads, the wall 
in question carrying only its own load. -The Board was 
of the opinion that although the blocks did not meet the 
test requirements under the above-mentioned section, 
that owing to the fact that the wall was partially com- 
pleted, it would seem more reasonable to require the 
appellant to reinforce the walls in question instead of 
requiring him to remove blocks now in place. With the 
proviso therefore ‘‘that walls were reinforced by means 
of concrete fill and reinforcing rods in the voids forming 
piers to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner,” 
the Board sustained the appeal.

The Board 
was of the opinion that no advantage would be gained 
by requiring the appellant to replace the metal behind 
the beaver board, the metal in question being of no 
greater protection than the fireproof cloth over the 
beaver board, and that it would be a manifest injustice 
to require the appellant to conform strictly to the pro- 
visions of section 12.

The present roof was of wooden shingles and the appel- 
lant desired, in making the extension, to be allowed to 
use wooden shingles in order to harmonize the existing 
shingles which covered the roof. In view of all condi- 
tions, the Board believed it a manifest injustice to require 
the appellant to remove present roof and substitute 
with asphalt shingles and therefore sustained the appeal.

The appel- 
lant desired to recover roof with asphalt shingles, such 
as are allowed outside the building limits, to replace 
present wooden shingles. The Board believed that the 
shingles at present existing were more of a hazard than 
the proposed asphalt shingles and therefore believed it a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit.

The Board was of 
the opinion that the strength and stability of the build- 
ing was not impaired by allowing the appellant to build 
exposed basement walls of studding and believed it a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit.

The installation of wire glass would provide an 
effective shut-off and prevent fire gaining headway in 
the well above the skylight. With the proviso that 
““skylights in question are glazed with wire glass,’”’ the 
Board sustained the appeal.

It appeared at the hearing that the building in ques- 
tion was a tenement house of second-class construction. 
With reference to the lighting of public halls, the appel- 
lant showed provisions for lighting by means of sashes 
in the corridor partitions and further by the staircase 
windows. ‘The building had an exposure on three sides 
and on courts in the rear. Owing to the triangular lot 
on which the building was to be built, great difficulty 
was found in providing direct light at the end of the hall. 
The Board agreed with the appellant in his contention 
that method proposed by him for lighting the corridors ~ 
was superior to that required under section 65 and 
therefore sustained the appeal in this particular. With 
reference to the dimensions of the court, it appeared 
that, owing to the triangular shape of the lot, the court 
did not conform strictly to the provisions of the above 
mentioned section. The Board found, however, that. 
the area of this irregular court was greater than the 
legal area required and therefore the appellant had 
-conformed to the spirit of the law. The Board there- 
fore sustained the appeal.

It was 8 feet by 16 feet and was built by a licensed 
carpenter, who did not advise the appellant that same 
was illegal. The shed was used merely for the storage 
of coal and wood as mentioned above. Under the 
circumstances the Board was inclined to dismiss the 
appeal by removing building entirely. It believed, 
however, that it would be a hardship to the appellant 
who was not aware that same was illegal. The Board 
was of the opinion, therefore, ‘‘if the building was 
covered on the exterior with corrugated iron” that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a 
permit and therefore sustained the appeal with this 
proviso.

It appeared at the hearing that while one kitchenette 
was less than 6 feet in its least dimension, the area of 
same was in excess of that required by law. The Board 
believed that the spirit of the law had been complied 
with and therefore sustained the appeal with reference 
to section 12. With reference to proposed openings 
through first floor; it appeared at the hearing that the 
building in question was a tenement house of second- 
class construction, and the appellant had provided a 
passageway leading directly to the street from the base- 
ment which gave access to three or four dumb waiters 
in the basement used to serve the various suites above. 
The first floor of the building was of fireproof con- 
struction and the walls surrounding the dumb waiter 
shaft were also of fireproof construction. The Board 
believed ‘‘if the dumb waiter openings were protected 
by self-closing fireproof doors provided with a fusible 
link in addition to the usual door provided that the 
first floor would be cut off effectively from the basement”’ 
that it would be a hardship to require the appellant to 
start all dumb waiters from the first floor. And there- 
fore with the above proviso the Board sustained the 
appeal with reference to section 17. With reference to 
section 55, the Board found that while the yard was 
slightly less than 12 feet in depth the average width was 
11 feet and the irregularity of the lot was such that it 
was impossible to conform strictly to the above-men- 
tioned section without the sacrifice of a large part of 
one room. The Board therefore sustained the appeal 
with reference to section 55. It also appeared at the 
hearing that the inner court in question was a small 
recessed court leading from the inner court with a dimen- 
sion of 4 feet. This space could have been incorporated 
in the plan proper so that this court could have been 
eliminated. The Board, however, saw no advantage to 
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the building in requiring the appellant to do this and 
believed here again the spirit of the law had been com- 
plied with. With reference to section 65, it appeared 
that the public hall in question was quite small and was 
amply lighted by a large staircase window not far 
removed from the hall proper. The Board believed that 
this method of borrowed light was the equivalent of that 
required by law and therefore sustained the appeal with 
reference to section 65. With reference to the suites 
not having direct access to both stairways, the Board, 
after examining the plans, was of the opinion that the 
Building Commissioner was justified in his refusal 
and therefore dismissed the appeal with reference to 
section 43.

Dear S1r,—In accordance with the provisions of chap- 
ter 3, section 24, Revised Ordinances of 1914, the City 
Planning Board submits herewith, in the form of its 
Eighth Annual Report, a statement of its acts and doings 
and receipts and expenditures for the year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1922. 

As in previous reports, the various matters presented 
herewith have, so far as possible, been classified into 
groups under appropriate headings. All of the blue- 
prints, maps, plans, charts and photographs referred to 
throughout the report are on file in this office and are 
open to inspection. 

It should perhaps be noted, for the sake of convenience, 
that all of the recommendations referred to herein were 
addressed to his Honor, Mayor Andrew J. Peters, whose 
term expired February 6, 1922. The City Planning 
Board is glad to recognize publicly at this time the un- 
failing courtesy and consideration accorded it during the 
four years of Mayor Peters’ administration, and at the 
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same time to express its deep appreciation of the senti- 
ment contained in your Honor’s inaugural address, 
delivered in Mechanics Hall on Monday, February 6, 
1922 are: 


I personally believe that the time has arrived for enlarging the per- 
sonnel and powers of the Boston Planning Board as, in my opinion, 
this Board should be representative of the industrial, commercial, re- 
ligious, financial, labor and educational organizations of our city. 

It should be provided with sufficient funds to conduct a campaign 
for the purpose of promoting both industry and commerce and for a 
comprehensive investigation as to ways and means of increasing 
municipal revenues and reducing municipal expenditures, to the end 
that our present per capita cost of municipal administration in Boston 
shall no longer serve as a detriment to industry already located here, 
or a barrier to industries seeking a fruitful field for investment which 
are now located elsewhere. 
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COMPREHENSIVE SURVEYS. 


MuNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS SURVEY. 


By direction of his Honor the Mayor, a survey of 
municipal improvements under way or proposed in the 
ten largest cities in the United States, as well as the 
activities contemplated by a number of the smaller 
municipalities, was undertaken, and a report in detail 
was submitted under date of March 29, 1921, as follows: 


The City Planning Board received from your Honor some time ago a 
communication to the effect that you were interested in learning what 
large municipal improvements other cities were making, with par- 
ticular reference to street improvements; and you accordingly asked 
if the Board would be willing to undertake the collection of such 
information from the ten largest cities in the United States. 

In accepting the assignment, the City Planning Board submitted to 
your Honor, in what might be considered a tentative report, a brief 
statement, compiled from information already in its possession, of 
some of the more important municipal projects under way or proposed 
in certain ones of the larger municipalities.* 

At the same time a comprehensive survey was undertaken and a 
questionnaire, of which the inclosed is a copy (see Appendix I), was 
submitted to a responsible municipal official in each community. These 
questionnaires were accompanied in each case by a personal letter of 
explanation, and in each case, also, they were supplemented by a great 
deal of correspondence along specific lines. 

From the information thus assembled, the City Planning Board 
submits herewith a digest of the various projects under way or in 
contemplation in the different municipalities, at the same time calling 
to your attention herewith a few of the outstanding features in con- 
nection with the proposed improvements, as follows: 


New York. (See Appendix II.) 


Approximately $2,300,000 was expended during the past year in the con- 
struction of new streets; nearly $13,000,000 in street improvement projects are 
under way or in contemplation at the present time; about $500,000 in park 
development; and $16,000,000 in other large municipal projects. 


Chicago. (See Appendix III.) 


Projects totaling $237,043,349.89 are either under construction or advanced 
in procedure at the present time. With two exceptions, all are expected to 
be completed within the next five years. 


Philadelphia. (See Appendix IV.) 


In the past five years Philadelphia has voted $147,000,000 of public bonds for 
city improvements. Of this amount $33,000,000 was voted in November, 1920. 
The claim is made that its Fairmount Parkway, 14 miles in length, varying in 
width from 140 feet to 250 feet, cut diagonally through solid blocks of houses, 
one thousand in number, and representing an expenditure up to the present 
time of about $17,000,000, is the greatest municipal accomplishment of the 
twentieth century.

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Detroit. (See Appendix V.) 


Plans are under way to practically double the existing park and playground 
area by adding nearly 2,000 acres. Bond issues totaling $28,000,000 have been 
authorized for parks and recreation, bridges and street railways, in addition to 
large sewer project under construction, and appropriation made for filtration 
plant. 


Cleveland. (See Appendix VI.) 


Four large projects under construction at the present time, totaling approxi- 
mately $8,850,000, are to be completed during the year 1921. A bond issue 
of $700,000 has been authorized as the city’s share in the expense of eliminating 
grade crossings. 


St. Louis. (See Appendix VII.) 


A bond issue totaling $3,025,000 for different municipal projects was authorized 
in May, 1920. Approximately forty street projects are already under way, 
totaling several m‘llion dollars in cost. It is expected that a further bond 
issue, to the amount of about $20,000,000, will be submitted to the voters in 1921. 


BOSTON. (See Appendix VIII.) 


Coincident with the receipt of the request from your Honor, a similar request 
with regard to municipal improvements under way or proposed in the City of 
Boston was received from the Chicago Plan Commission. The information was 
accordingly assembled, and, for purposes of comparison, a copy of the reply 
submitted to the Chicago Plan Commission is attached herewith. 


Baltimore. (See Appendix IX.) 


The 1920 budget showed a total expenditure of over five million dollars, while 
the 1921 estimates totaled nearly thirty million dollars. The largely increased 
appropriations contemplated for 1921 are made possible by loans to the amount 
of $101,000,000 authorized by the State Legislature, including $26,000,000 for 
general improvements, $25,000,000 for increased water supply, and $50,000,000 
for port and harbor improvements. ~- 


Pittsburgh. (See Appendix X.) 


Separate bond issues totaling $21,996,000 were authorized in June, 1919, for 
various improvements, including streets, boulevards, roadways, subways, parks 
and playgrounds, sewer and water systems, public comfort stations, and high- 


way bridges. 
Los Angeles. (See Appendix XI.) 


Over $60,000,000 of public improvements are under way or proposed in the 
city of Los Angeles. Street improvement projects now under way or in con- 
templation total over $3,000,000. Other projects proposed include harbor develop- 
ment, mun‘cipal power plant, sewer extension, central library, city hall, jail, 
municipal auditorium, and stadium. 


San Francisco. (See Appendix XII.) 


Street improvement projects totaling over one million dollars are under way 
or in contemplation. Land and bu‘ldings for civic center now being created 
represents an investment of nearly twelve million dollars. 

The foregoing material, together with the accompanying appendices, repre- 
sents first hand information from the various municipalities, submitted in the 
order of their numerical supremacy according to the latest census figures 
obtainable. 

Certain data is in hand regarding other communities, largely through the 
courtesy of the Chicago Plan Commission, and is submitted herewith for your 
information : 


Buffalo, N. Y. Population, 505,876. 


Projects involving an expenditure of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 are under 
way or in contemplation in Buffalo. These include: 


$1,000,000 for street improvements. 

1,500,000 for a 23-acre waterfront park and boulevard. 
5,000,000 to $10,000,000 for a memorial br‘dge. 
1,500,000 for water system development. 

6,000,000 for extension of educational facilities. 


At the November, 1920, election it was voted by a large majority of the people 
to create a civic center, and term‘nal plans and many large private projects are 
under consideration for early accomplishment. 
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Milwaukee, Wis. Population, 457,147. 


An ordinance providing for the acquisition of land for a civic center has 
been approved and a $1,000,000 bond issue has been authorized for a necessary 
street widening in connect’on with the same. Construction of three bridges 
across the Milwaukee river at a cost of $1,550,000 has been approved, a compre- 
hensive plan for a mammoth harbor has been submitted to the Harbor Com- 
mission, and plans for a system of arterial highways are being worked out. 


Cincinnati, Ohio. Population, 401,158. 


Work representing an outlay of nearly ten million dollars is under way in 
Cincinnati. This includes street improvements, docks, sewers, and transportation 
facilities. 


New Orleans, La. Population, 387,408. 


New Orleans has already spent $69,000,000 for harbor development, and is 
carrying out a sewer and water system development involving $30,000,000. 


Minneapolis, Minn. Population, 380,498. 


Plans for 1921 include twenty miles of street paving, school buildings, a 
memorial drive, new sewers, municipal buildings, bridges and waterworks develop- 
ment, involving an expend‘ture of approximately $9,500,000. 


Kansas City, Mo. Population, 324,410. 


Approximately $42,000,000 worth of public improvements are under way at the 
present time in Kansas City, or are in contemplation. These include:

The West Side passenger and freight terminal plans, including various 
street, viaduct and bridge 1mprovements.

All these projects, with the exception of the entire electrification of 
the Illinois Central and the extension of the lake front park plans 
south of Thirty-ninth street, are expected to be completed within the 
next five years. 

It is estimated that values in the immediate zone of the Michigan 
avenue improvement have already increased $35,000,000, with the im- 
provement unfinished; and that due to the improvement $100,000,000 
of buildings are under construction or planned in this zone. 

The Roosevelt road frontage, land and buildings, although the im- 
provement is incomplete, has increased $2,500,000. 

From the increases to be caused by these two improvements above, 
the city will annually receive a revenue of $3,575,000 if assessed 
on above basis. Both the property values and the revenue will con- 
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tinue to increase with the completion of the improvements and their 
ultimate intensive development. 

Among the problems of import yet unsolved are mentioned zoning, 
housing, civic centers and excess condemnation legislation, together 
with various street widenings, openings and improvements.

Philadelphia has had for years a Bureau of Surveys, and a Compre- 
hensive City Planning Committee was appointed some years ago, but 
a new city charter has superseded it. Many of the municipal projects 
under way are being developed in accordance with the main features 
of a plan in many respects comprehensive, which was) prepared in 
1911. 

In the past five years Philadelphia has voted $147,000,000 of public 
bonds for city plan improvements. Of this amount $33,000,000 was 
voted in November, 1920.

Philadelphia claims that its Fairmount Parkway is the greatest 
municipal accomplishment of the twentieth century. It was cut 
diagonally through solid blocks of houses, a thousand in number, and 
varies from 140 feet to 250 feet in width. It is 14 miles in length and 
up to the present time represents an expenditure by the city of about 
$17,000,000. The project is not as yet complete; plans for its develop- 
ment, by M. Jacques Greber of Paris, are now under consideration. 

A total of $3,500,000 has been appropriated for the construction of 
the art museum, already under way. A total of $4,750,000 has been 
appropriated for the construction of the public library, plans for which 
have been approved, and preliminary work upon the sub-structure is 
now being advertised. 

A total of $1,900,000 has been appropriated for the construction of 
a building for the municipal courts, plans for which have been prepared. 

A loan of $1,000,000 has been authorized towards the acquisition of 
property for and construction of a city hall annex. 

Delaware avenue, a commercial roadway along the waterfront, is 
being extended and widened from 50 feet to from 150 to 250 feet in 
width. About two and one-half miles are already constructed. It is 
proposed to place upon this widened thoroughfare a belt line, perhaps 
six tracks in width. The expenditures to date in connection with this 
widening and extension have been $2,368,000. To complete the same, 
it is estimated that $1,667,000 will be required, making a total amount 
of $4,035,000. In addition to the various appropriations for the widen- 
ing and extension of the street itself, $3,500,000 has been appropriated 
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for the construction of wharves and docks, and $500,000 for the acquisi- 
tion of certain additional properties. 

Chestnut, Walnut and Arch streets are being widened under ordi- 
nances passed about 1883, which provided that when any building was 
altered it should be set back to permit of the proposed widening. 

The acquisition of 1,100 acres of ground as an extension to one of 
the existing park reservations has been authorized. An agreement has 
been entered into by which the city and the railroads are to expend 
a total in excess of $18,000,000. This involves the relocation of several 
railroads, the elimination of three grade crossings, ete. 

Pennsylvania and Philadelphia, together with New Jersey and Cam- 
den, are about to undertake the construction of the Delaware River 
Bridge, a project which will cost from $80,000,000 to $40,000,000 or 
more. 

It is estimated that the sewage disposal project of the city involves 
from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 while a loan of $3,105,000 has been 
authorized for water purposes.

The City Plan Commission of Detroit has prepared a comprehensive 
street and radial thoroughfare plan, in conformity with which improve- 
ments are being carried on. During the past year the common council 
approved ninety of these street widenings and openings, totaling ap- 
proximately eighty-six miles of improvements. 

The city council has recently approved the purchase of seven new 
park sites, nineteen playground sites, and five playfield sites, having a 
total area of approximately 2,000 acres. Prior to this, approximately 
2,325 acres were devoted to park and playground purposes. This has 
been made possible through a $10,000,000 park and recreation bond issue 
approved in 1919. 

In addition a large sewer project is now under construction; money 
has been appropriated for a filtration plant; a $15,000,000 bond issue 
‘has been authorized for street railways, and a $3,000,000 bond issue 
for bridge construction. 

A study is being made for a complete system of boulevards within 
the city limits with the intention of linking together the park areas 
and existing boulevards. 

Plans are in preparation for a 150-foot encircling park driveway, 
approximately forty-six miles in length, within and about the present 
city limits. Portions of this outer drive have been already dedicated. 

A survey of conditions along the Detroit river has been made by 
the commission, and will be embodied, together with drawings, recom- 
mendations and exhibits, in a general report on the possibilities of a 
“Port of Detroit,’ to be presented to the mayor and common council.

Dear Sir,—I have the pleasure in submitting to you herewith a state- 
ment of municipal projects under way, or proposed in the City of Boston 
at the present time. 

The Street Laying-Out Department has under preparation plans for 
two rather important highway improvements. 

One is the laying out and construction of an extension of Stuart street 
from Ehot street to Huntington avenue for the purpose of opening up 
a territory of about fifty acres to retail business. Much of this territory 
which is within a short distance of the present retail district is an old 
residential section now very much in decay. What were once very 
good single dwelling houses are now mostly lodging houses. An appro- 
priation of $2,500,000 has been allowed for this improvement. 

The other is the widening of Cambridge and Court streets, which is 
planned not only to revive a depreciated business district but to give 
a better traffic highway to Cambridge and other cities and towns 
northwest of Boston, and to belt the city with a teaming way between 
the north and south freight terminals. In connection with this pro- 
posed widening, it is also planned to extend Causeway street, on which 
the North Union passenger station is located, across the West End of 
the city to Cambridge street. It is estimated that this may well cost 
about $2,000,000, but the appropriation has not as yet been made. 

A study is being made of a teaming tunnel to and from East Boston 
under the harbor. A report on this project will be submitted to the 
Legislature, but the plan has not as yet been made public. If adopted 
we understand it will mean an expenditure of about $18,000,000.

During the next two years it is planned to begin construction on a 
number of new school buildings and additions in various sections of 
the city at a total estimated cost of nearly $10,000,000. This includes a 
new public Latin School to be erected at a cost of $1,350,000, of which 
amount $750,000 has been provided by a special bond issue. The 
cost of the proposed school construction will be defrayed out of the 
tax levy. 

With regard to public buildings, a contract has been let for the 
addition of a hospital’ to the Charles Street Jail for the sum of $248,000. 
A contract has also been let for the erection of a municipal building 
in the Hyde Park district at a cost of $253,556. Plans and specifications 
are being prepared for a municipal building to be located between Shaw- 
mut avenue and East Brookline street. This building will contain the 
usual features such as an assembly hall, gymnasium, running track and 
a branch library. Plans and specifications are also being prepared for a 
building for the accommodation of Police Division 8, and Fireboat 31, 
to be located on city property on Commercial street. There has also 
been considerable agitation in regard to the site for Police Station 2. 
The present building is inadequate, but at the present time the loca- 
tion of a new building is in dispute. 

Public Works—At the present time the City of Boston is building, 
by contract, two steel ferryboats at a cost of $750,000; is completing 
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the rebuilding of a sea wall on the Roxbury Canal at a cost of 
$350,000; the reconstruction of the Muddy river conduit surface sewer- 
age connection to the Charles River Basin at a cost of $300,000; the 
installation of two high pressure pumping stations for the protection 
of the fire hazard district is in progress at a cost of $400,000; the exten- 
sion of the covered channel of Stony brook at a cost of $100,000. It 
is proposed within the next year to rebuild the Chelsea South Bridge 
at an estimated cost of $1,000,000. Bills have been submitted to the 
Legislature providing for the construction of four bridges, between the 
City of Boston and the City of Cambridge.

While no city plan has been officially adopted, improvements of a 
more or less comprehensive character are being carried out along cer- 
tain definite lines. These include the location of municipal buildings 
in a civic center and the construction of new boulevards and traffic 
routes, while the sewer system of the city has been virtually 
reconstructed. 


Among the street improvement projects under way or contemplated 
are the following:

During the past year $720,625.40 has been expended for the con- 
struction of new streets and $250,000 for the widening of existing 


streets. 
The creation of an aquatic park is under way with a first expenditure 


of $200,000. 

Land and buildings for civic center represents an investment of 
nearly $12,000,000, while a state building is now being constructed 
for branch offices of different state departments. 


SuRVEY oF COMMERCIAL, INDUSTRIAL, AND MARITIME 
DEVELOPMENT REPORTS. 


Pursuant to an order passed by the City Council Janu- 
ary 3, 1921, requesting the City Planning Board to fur- 
nish a list and synopsis of the various investigations and 
reports which have been made in the past twenty or 
thirty years in connection with the commercial, maritime, 
and industrial development of Boston, a statement of 
progress and explanation was submitted under date of 
January 28, 1922. 
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This statement was to the effect that, while the work 
was being carried forward as rapidly as circumstances 
_ permitted, the number of investigations and reports was 
almost unlimited, and it had been found impossible, with 
the time and staff available, to prepare a complete synop- 
sis of each one. The statement was accompanied by a 
list of some of the more important of these reports in- 
dicating at the same tume the ones from which abstracts 
had been made. 

The City Council ordered this statement and the ac- 
companying list printed as a public document, and it ac- 
cordingly is available as Document No. 109, 1921. 


BILLBOARDS. 


Various hearings before the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works with regard to billboard rules and regulations 
have been attended. Protests against the adoption or 
enforcement of certain measures have been entered at 
different times by the billboard interests as well as re- 
quests for more stringent regulations from a number of 
municipalities. The members of the City Planning 
Board have taken the ground that this was a matter 
which should be considered in connection with zoning 
regulations, and that little would be gained from piece- 
meal recommendations until the larger problem was also 
well in hand. 


A ZoninGc Pian. 


There 1s no one subject to which the City Planning 
Board has devoted more consideration during the past 
year, and perhaps none which it considers of more im- 
mediate importance, than that of zoning, with regard to 
which repeated recommendations have been made. The 
Board believes that a zoning plan, based upon the pro- 
visions of Chapter 601 of the Acts of 1920, recognizing 
not only present conditions and future tendencies, but 
affording opportunity and actual encouragement for de- 
velopment along orderly, progressive lines, should be 
prepared for the City of Boston. It also believes that 
such a project should be studied in a most thorough and 
painstaking spirit, with the benefit of expert advice and 
assistance. 

The following recommendation was accordingly sub- 
sie to his Honor the Mayor under date of March 28, 
1921: 
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_The City Planning Board begs leave to call to your Honor’s atten- 
tion at this time the numerous possibilities for advantageous municipal 
development afforded by Article LX of the Constitutional Amendments: 


The General Court shall have power to limit buildings according to their use 
or construction to specified districts of cities or towns. 


This article was submitted to the voters on November 5, 1918, and 
so far as the City of Boston is concerned it was accepted by a vote of 
34,953 to 8,673. 

Since that time the movement has passed through various phases 
of legislative procedure. House Bill No. 635 was introduced in the 
year 1919, being “An Act to authorize cities and towns to limit build- 
ings according to their use or construction.” It was favorably reported 
into the Senate, and was then referred to the attorney-general for an 
opinion on its constitutionality. The attorney-general ruled that the 
bill was merely a complete delegation to each of the cities and towns: 
within the Commonwealth of the entire power granted to the General 
Court by Article LX of the Constitutional Amendments, and that the 
principles of law applicable to the determination of such a question 
were set forth in a decision by the Supreme Judicial Court to the 
effect that the Legislature cannot delegate the general power to make 
laws, conferred upon it by a constitution like that of Massachusetts, 
and that accordingly, in his judgment, House Bill No. 635 would be 
unconstitutional if enacted into law. 

The matter was again submitted to the Legislature in 1920 in the 
form of House Bill No. 1660, being “An Act to authorize cities and 
towns to limit buildings according to their use or construction to speci- 
fied districts.” The Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court were re- 
quested to inform the Legislature whether the provisions of the bill, 
if enacted into law, would be legal and constitutional. Their opinion 
was that manifestly the amendment could not be carried into effect 
by general laws, and that they were able to perceive in the proposed 
act nothing contrary to the fundamental law of the Commonwealth 
or to any of the provisions of the Federal Constitution or its amend- 
ments. Numerous legal decisions were quoted and the opinion handed 
down that, in their judgment, the proposed act if enacted into law, 
would be constitutional; thus reversing the opinion of the attorney- 
general. The bill was accordingly accepted June 4, 1920, and appears: 
on the statute books as chapter 601 of the Acts of 1920. 

Zoning, or districting, in the general acceptation of the term, is 
action by the state, or by the city under the authority of the state, 
to control the heights to which buildings may be erected; the area of 
lots that must be left unbuilt upon, and the uses to which buildings 
may be put. 

Regulations governing the heights to which buildings may be erected 
in the City of Boston have been in existence since 1904 and have met 
with practically no opposition. The area of lots that must be left 
unbuilt upon is also covered to a certain extent by the building law; 
thus leaving the uses to which buildings may be put the most im- 
portant feature of a comprehensive zoning plan unprovided for. 

Without attempting to set before you at this time all the benefits 
which would accrue from the adoption of a comprehensive zoning plan, 
we would mention briefly that it would stabilize property values, pro- 
tect residential districts from the encroachment of business and com- 
mercial interests; relieve industrial districts of hampering residential 
requirements, and in other ways tend to promote and encourage the 
development of the city along orderly, progressive lines. 

Newton, Cambridge, Brockton, Holyoke and other Massachusetts 
cities are already at work upon comprehensive zoning plans, while 
similar plans have been adopted or are under consideration by New 
York, St. Louis, Milwaukee, Cleveland, Detroit, Newark, Minneapolis, 
Niagara Falls, Yonkers, White Plains, and other communities. A vast 
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-amount of material with regard to the zoning plans under way in 
these different localities has been accumulated by the City Planning 
Board. 

The City Planning Board is convinced that similar plans for the 
City of Boston would result advantageously and in order that the 
matter may be approached upon the _ broadest possible basis, we 
suggest that a committee be appointed comprised of city officials 
whose executive positions would bring them into contact with the 
administration of a zoning ordinance, together with representative 
citizens qualified to take a broad view of the general problem. We 
would suggest specifically that, in addition to the City Planning Board, 
the Assessing Department, Building Department, Fire Department, 
Health Department, Street Laying-Out Department, and Park Depart- 
ment be represented on such a committee. We would also suggest 
that the City Council be requested to designate one or more mem- 
bers of the committee, and that there be also representatives from the 
Central Labor Union, Boston Chamber of Commerce, and the Real 
Estate Exchanges. Other interests might well be represented, if not 
by actual membership on the committee, then at least in a consulting 
capacity, such as the Boston Society of Architects, Boston Society of 
Landscape Architects, Boston Society of Civil Engineers, and other 
organizations. The committee itself should not be so large as to be- 
come unweildy, in any event not to exceed fifteen (15) members. 

¥t would be the duty of this committee to study the various phases 
of the zoning question in their application to the City of Boston, and 
to make such specific recommendations as were prompted by the re- 
sult of their investigations. Boston is so congested, and its interests 
are so complicated, that the matter should be studied in the lght 
of the fullest possible publicity, to the end that a zoning plan, if 
adopted, should protect and promote the interests of all its citizens. 


Information was later received to the effect that a 
zoning plan and ordinance for the City of Boston had 
been prepared by the Street Laying-Out Department in 
consultation with the Building Department and the Law 
Department. Opportunity being given for an examina- 
tion of this plan and an analysis of the ordinance a fur- 
ther recommendation was submitted under date of June 
2, 1921: 


The City Planning Board has examined carefully the zoning map 
prepared by the Street Laying-Out Department, together with the draft 
of a zoning ordinance also prepared by that department in consulta- 
tion with the Building Commissioner and the Law Department. The 
Board appreciates the opportunity which has been afforded it of study- 
ing these proposed measures and after the most careful consideration, 
keeping in mind at all times the varying needs of the purpose to be 
served, it desires to offer the following suggestions and recommendations: 

The City Planning Board feels that the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment should be commended for the very careful study and comprehen- 
sive presentation already made. It submits, however, that the matter 
should have still further detailed study and the benefit of expert advice 
and assistance before being launched as a definite plan. That is to say, 
the City Planning Board believes that the ultimate success or failure 
of the zoning movement in Boston depends upon the merit of its 
initial presentation. 

The zoning movement throughout the country has attained such im- 
portance that it has commanded the attention of men trained in 
various phases of civic development, who have focused their ability 
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and their energy, together with their experience in other cities, upon 
the subject of zoning, and who have come to be known as experts in 
the zoning field. 

At the present time about thirty cities throughout the United States 
have adopted zoning plans and fully as many more have the matter 
under consideration. In every single instance, so far as the City 
Planning Board is able to ascertain, the work is being carried on with 
the assistance of expert advice and opinion. In every single instance 
also, so far as the City Planning Board is able to ascertain, the work 
is being done under the direction of a zoning commission, working 
pe directly or indirectly in conjunction with the City Planning 

oard. 

New York, the first city in the United States to adopt a compre- 
hensive zoning law, did so after an intensive study extending over a 
period of three and one half years on the part of the most efficient 
zoning authorities in the country. The wisdom of this preliminary 
study is shown in the fact that, after a lapse of five years, its provisions 
have been almost universally upheld by court decisions, and a majority 
of the petitions received today for amending the zoning ordinance 
and maps are to stiffen rather than to let down on the present ordi- 
nance. Seattle, Wash., has appropriated $10,000 for the preparation 
of maps and plans under the direction of a zoning commission who are 
working in consultation with a zoning expert. Wichita, Kans., a com- 
munity of about 80,000 inhabitants, has recently raised by public sub- 
scription the sum of $10,000 for the employment of expert assistance 
in the working out of a zoning plan. An act authorizing the creation 
of a zoning commission for the District of Columbia was passed in 
March, 1920, and an ordinance and maps have been accordingly prepared. 
A plan recently worked out by a zoning expert for East Orange, N. J., 
has been unanimously adopted by the city council of that city with 
only eight citizens appearing against it at the final hearing and these 
eight were unimproved property owners who wished to erect apart- 
ment houses in the midst of open residential districts. A similar pro- 
test in the case of Cliffside Park, N. J., was taken to the Supreme 
Court, which handed down an opinion upholding the provision of the 
zoning ordinance. St. Louis has had a zoning ordinance and plans, 
based upon nearly two years’ intensive study, in effect for several 
years. Cleveland reports, “Zoning the city into residential, commercial 
and industrial areas is to be one of the first concerns of the City 
Planning Board for 1921.” Preliminary work extending over a period of 
two years has already been devoted to the subject. In Chicago the 
appointment of a zoning commission by the mayor has been authorized. 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and Pittsburgh, all have zoning ordinances 
and maps under consideration. Detroit has plans prepared but is seek- 
ing legislative authority. Philadelphia has had a zoning commission 
at work for some months. In Baltimore an ordinance prepared by the 
zoning commission is before the city council for consideration, maps, 
surveys and so forth being prepared by the City Planning Board. The 
preparation of ordinance and maps recently adopted by the City of 
Milwaukee extended over a period of several years. In our own state, 
Newton, Brookline, Cambridge, Brockton, Holyoke, Fall River and 
other cities, all have zoning maps and ordinances in preparation, with 
the advices and assistance of recognized zoning experts. 

The City Planning Board firmly believes, therefore, without in the 
least underestimating the value of the work already done in the matter 
by the Street Laying-Out Department that a zoning commission should 
be appointed as suggested in a previous communication from the Board, 
that at the proper time a special appropriation should be made for 
the employment of expert assistance, and that a plan and ordinance 
recognizing not only present conditions and future tendencies, but 
offering opportunity and actual encouragement for development along 
advantageous lines should be eventually submitted to the citizens for 
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their acceptance. The City Planning Board feels that a zoning plan, 
conceived in any less thorough and painstaking a spirit, will but defeat 
its own ends. The Board earnestly hopes, therefore, that your Honor 
may see your way clear to adopt the recommendations contained in 
its letter of March 28, 1921, and, as the first step, appomt a zoning 
commission who will act as sponsors for a zoning measure if’ found 
justified by their own investigations. 

The members of the City Planning Board would be glad to talk 
this matter over with you in detail any time at your convenience 
if you so desire, but having failed in its several attempts to secure an 
appointment with you for that purpose it submits this letter to you 
based upon a careful study of the entire situation, and begs that you 
will give the matter your serious consideration. The Board reiterates 
that, in its opinion, the first step in the matter will spell the ultimate 
failure or success of the zoning movement in Boston. 


The opinion expressed in this report having been con- 
firmed by expert advice, a still further protest was sub- 
mitted under date of January 12, 1922, reiterating the 
opinion that the ordinance as drafted had been prepared 
without giving the matter the thorough and careful study 
which it deserved, and without an adequate survey of 
the future conditions and needs of the city. It was urged 
that, in the opinion of this Board, it would be a mistake 
to present the ordinance to the City Council at that time, 
and that no steps should be taken either in the drafting 
of, or the passage of a zoning ordinance until the matter 
had been given further detailed and serious study by 
experts especially qualified to advise on this particular 
subject. 

His Honor the Mayor expressed the opinion that the 
ordinance could be perfected only by having it brought 
to the attention of the public through City Council hear- 
ings, and “An Ordinance to Limit Buildings According to 
their Use or Construction to Specified Districts of the 
City” was accordingly submitted to the City Council 
under date of January 16, 1922, and was referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


A COMPREHENSIVE Ciry PLAN INCLUDING ZONING. 


The members of the City Planning Board feel very 
strongly that definite steps should be taken toward the 
preparation of a comprehensive plan for the City of 
Boston, to include a major street plan, taking into ac- 
count the necessity for reasonable parking privileges in 
the downtown district; a zoning plan, establishing resi- 
dential, commercial and industrial districts, and providing 
for the restriction of public garages and the regulation of 
billboards; the development of harbor, port and railroad 
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facilities; the location of municipally owned buildings; 
recreational facilities; a regional plan, and a topographic 
survey. 

The following recommendation was accordingly sub- 
mitted to his Honor the Mayor under date of October 
28, 1921: 


The City Planning Board has now been in existence between seven 
and eight years, during which time it has had opportunity to study 
in detail practically every phase of municipal development, existing 
and proposed. It has in that time had the privilege of making various 
recommendations based upon comprehensive surveys, a gratifying num- 
ber of which have been adopted, leaving others still open for future con- 
sideration. 

In this work, while its appropriation has been and is exceedingly 
limited, it has been able ta enlist from time to time the voluntary 
assistance of organizations and individuals whose services have con- 
stituted a very material contribution to the solution of the particular 
problem in hand. 

During the slightly less than the decade of years which have elapsed 
since the creation of the City Planning Board, it has seen the popula- 
tion figures of Boston show a far from normal increase; it has seen the 
volume of foreign traffic clearing through New England ports decline 
steadily from year to year; it has seen the State of Massachusetts fall 
from fourth to fifth place among the states in the value of its manu- 
factured products, in spite of the fact that the total for the nation was 
three times as great in 1920 as it was in 1910; and it has seen New Eng- 
land overlooked in a conference conducted in New York by the 
United States Shipping Board for the formulation of a “sound con- 
structive policy” upon maritime subjects of great importance to which 
now much attention necessarily is given. 

At the same time, it finds that in the last twenty-five years there have 
been more than an equal number of thoughtful, and in the main 
scientific, investigations of municipal problems. Some of the best 
minds in New England have given these matters serious consideration, 
their conclusions being embodied in printed reports. Formal investi- 
gations have been made by state and city departments, special commis- 
sions and committees have been appointed, and independent studies 
have been made by business and civic organizations and by individuals, 
all involving an expense of probably more than half a million dollars. 

A study of this mass of accumulated material_much of it very 
valuable,—together with the fact that Boston at the best is not living 
up to its potential opportunities, if it is indeed holding its own, has 
confirmed the City Planning Board in its belief that Boston has been, 
and is, suffering greatly from a lack of co-ordination of facilities and 
efforts. To offset this condition, the City Planning Board recommends 
the preparation of a comprehensive city plan, not with the idea that 
its adoption will prove a panacea for all existent troubles, but with 
the conviction that it will lend emphasis and direction to future efforts. 

Such a city plan would include, among other features, a 


1. Major Street Plan.—The criticism has been made repeatedly that Boston 
has not yet had a really thorough, painstaking, and far-sighted study of its 
street problems in the big way such as other ec’ties have approached the vital 
part of traffic reform. It is generally conceded that conditions attendant upon 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic are almost intolerable and yet the fact remains 
that, aside from certain street widenings which have acted merely as pallia- 
tives and in no sense as correctives, the first fundamental step in the adoption 
of a comprehensive street plan, designed to encourage and to stimulate the growth 
and development of the city, is to be found in the recently authorized widening 
and extension of Stuart street. 

The joint report submitted to the City Council, through your Honor, dated 
October 19, 1921, outlining the advantages of a broad highway paralleling Wash- 
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ington street on the east, between Adams square and Stuart street, together 
with the widening of Cambridge and Court streets, and the extension of Cause- 
way street, as compared with the suggested arcading of Washington street, 
might also be considered as connecting links in a comprehensive street plan. 

Among other plans suggested at different times are various extensions of 
the one-way street system, a bridge or traffic tunnel to East Boston, a tunnel 
or ferry between East Boston and South Boston: A tunnel under Boston Com- 
mon, a highway over the Boston & Albany Railroad tracks from the South 
Station to Cottage Farm Bridge, and an extension of Dorchester Rapid Transit 
facilities. Millions of dollars are involved in these major improvements, irrespec- 
tive of the requirements of local thoroughfares. 

(a) Parking Facilities—Such a street plan would take into account the 
necessity for reasonable parking privileges in the downtown district. Auto- 
mobiles, although the‘’r rapid increase in numbers is appalling under present 
conditions, are a legitimate means of conveyance,—in many cases an actual busi- 
ness asset,—and the owners of them are entitled to convenience and protection. 

2. Zoning.—In its generally accepted sense, zoning means the adoption of 
height, area, and use limitations as applied to certain districts. Boston has had 
in existence since 1904 comprehensive regulations governing the height of build- 
ings. It also has regulations governing to a certain extent the area of occu- 
pancy; leaving the use or development of property entirely without regulation 
or control, outside the police power which is usually an unpleasant influence to 
invoke. To provide for this feature, the Massachusetts Legislature in 1920 passed 
an act, Chapter 601, based upon Article LX of the Constitutional, Amendments, 
authorizing cities and towns to limit buildings according to their use or con- 
struction to specified districts. 

Zoning plans are in effect today, or are in preparation, in more than one 
hundred cities throughout the United States. These include New York, Phila- 
delphia, Detroit, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Washington, Los 
Angeles and Baltimore. Here in Massahusetts might be mentioned Brockton, 
Cambridge, Fall River, Newton, Brookline, Natick, Attleboro and Springfield. 

Some of the arguments which might be advanced in favor of the adoption 
of a zoning plan are that it: 

I. Stabilizes and protects property values and investments. 

II. Affords a safe district in which industries may be located without fear 
of protest and with every facility to do business. 

III. Insures permanence of character of districts when once established, per- 
mitting and encouraging orderly enlargement of business centers and industrial 
zones, while preventing the scatterings and intrusion of any inappropriate and 
destructive uses of buildings which deteriorate and decrease property values. 

IV. Renders possible great economies in installation of public improvements, 
such as streets, sidewalks and fire, water, and sewer facilities. 

(a) Residential, Commercial, and Industrial Districts—The adoption of a 
zoning plan for the City of Boston would mean the division of the city into 
residential, commercial and industr‘al districts, each district being protected 
by regulation from outside encroachments. It would necessitate a block by 
block survey of the entire city in order that its results might be permissive 
rather than restrictive. 

(b) Garages.—The adoption of a zoning plan makes possible the restriction 
of public garages to areas or zones where their erection will not interfere with 
the rights or safety of the residents of the immediate neighborhood. This is 
perhaps the most imperative phase of the zoning situation in Boston today. 
Garages constitute a component factor in an important industry, and their 
right to existence should be recognized and encouraged in the proper places. 
Zoning assures protection to property owner and garage builder alike. 

(c) Billboards.—Ancther feature which might be provided for in a zoning 
plan would be the regulation of billboards and other forms of outdoor adver- 
tising. 

3. Development of Harbor, Port, and Railroad Facilities—The total ex- 
penditures for Boston Harbor, made by the Federal Government, have been 
more than $12,000,000, while the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, in the 
sixty-year period ending in 1919, expended more than $18,000,000 in its develop- 
ment and improvement; yet the statement has been recently made that, while 
port facilities at New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore were crowded, Boston 
was using only about 30 or 40 per cent of what was available on its magnificent 
waterfront and harbor. 

The railroads of the country are in a state of transition today and definite 
suggest’ons looking toward their relief have been made to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. A city plan such as proposed would include a study of the 
effect of the consolidation outlined upon local business, as well as definite 
suggestions for co-operation. It should also include a study of the local rail- 
road situation, so far as the location of terminals and the proper distribution 
of both passengers and freight are concerned. 

4. Municipally Owned Buildings—The comprehensive plan recently prepared 
by this Board at the request of your Honor, showing the location of municipally 
owned buildings throughout the city, demonstrates the necessity of a carefully 
thought out plan for future needs. 

5. Recreational Facilities—Boston’s park and playground system doubtless 
compares favorably with that of any other city in the country, yet certain 
of its potentialities are far from fully developed, and provision for future growth 
should be made. 


6. Regional Plan.—A city plan such as proposed would of necessity be 
studied in the light of Boston’s relations with adjoining municipalities. This 
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might mean that a solution could be found for many of the problems hitherto 
encountered in any attempt at a consolidation or federalizat'on of metropolitan 
communities. 

7. Topographic Survey.—In all probability a topographic survey of the city 
would be recognized as essential to a city plan. This is a feature which the 
City Planning Board has recommended on several occasions should be provided 
for. 


The adoption of the city plan is by no means an inno- 
vation in municipal life. 


The most striking illustration in this country today is found in the City of 
Washington, D. C., where at the request of George Washington in 1791, Major 
Pierre Charles L’ Enfant, a young French enigneer, made a comprehensive plan 
for the development of the Nationai Capitol. A zoning ordinance was accepted 
August 30, 1920. 

Chicago’s city plan, prepared in 1909, was introduced into the public schools 
as a part of the regularly accredited eighth grade curriculum, and is being 
studied by over 30,000 school children. Projects totaling nearly $250,000,000 in 
public and private improvements covered in this plan are either actually being 
constructed or are passing through the stages of legal formalities for early 
accomplishment. A zoning commission was appointed in July, 1921, and plans 
are now in preparation. 

New York has a comprehensive city plan in accordance with which improve- 
ments under way or in contemplation are being developed. The zoning resolu- 
tion adopted in 1916 has met with a very general popular approval and the 
opinion has been expressed that no one thing has done more to promote orderly 
city development. 

Philadelphia has an unofficial city plan, prepared in 1911 in accordance with 
which streets, parks, bridges, railroad agreements, ete., are being carried out. 
In five years the city has voted $147,000,000 of public bonds for city plan im- 
provements. A zoning ordinance has been prepared and is now under econ- 
sideration. 

Detroit has a comprehensive street and radial thoroughfare plan in conformity 
with which improvements are being carried out. In one year approximately 
eighty-six miles of street improvements were put through. A comprehensive 
zoning ordinance and maps have been prepared. 

A comprehensive city plan fer Cleveland js now in course of preparation and 
a tentative zoning ordinance and plans have been prepared. 

A comprehensive pian for St. Louis is in preparation and many details in 
connection with it have already been worked out. A zoning plan was adopted 
in May, 1918. 

Baltimore also has a comprehensive plan and a zoning ordinance. 

The City Planning Board of Springfield, Mass., has recently been granted 
a special appropriation of $20,000 to provide for the services of experts in the 
preparation of a comprehensive city plan and a zoning ordinance. 


-The City Planning Board of Boston believes, therefore, that the time 
has come to take a definite step in the same direction, and to that 
end requests that a special appropriation be authorized, to be expended 
under its direction, for the employments of expert consultants who will 
bring to the work a wider knowledge, based upon actual experience, 
than has been available heretofore. It has no hesitancy in saying that, 
in its opinion, it is a work which merits the attention of the best city 
planning mind in the country. 

It would be the duty of this expert consultant to correlate the in- 
formation already assembled, and with the assistance and co-operation 
of local public bodies, private organizations and individuals, work out 
a general plan which shall be definite, comprehensive, and progressive. 

In making this recommendation the City Planning Board believes 
that it is merely voicing a sentiment which is practically general 
throughout the community and that once the work is under way, under 
competent and efficient leadership, a vast amount of voluntary assist- 
ance will be available from public spirited citizens. The City Plan- 
ning Board firmly believes, however, that the initiative must, and very 
properly should, come from the municipality. 

The total cost of such a plan would be difficult to estimate at 
this time. However, in order that the work may be gotten imme- 
diately under way, the Board recommends that an appropriation of 
$10,000 be authorized, to be expended under its direction for the 
employment of expert assistance in the preparation of a comprehensive 
city plan as outlined above. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


BRIGHTON-ALLSTON MUNICIPAL BUILDING. 


The following report was submitted to his Honor the 
Mayor under date of July 29, 1921: 


Pursuant to the request made by your Honor personally on Tuesday, 
July 26, we beg leave to submit herewith a statement of the findings 
of the City Planning Board with regard to the location of a municipal 
building in the Brighton section of the city. 

This is not a new subject in the considerations of this Board. In 
November, 1919, an order was passed by the City Council, introduced 
by Councilman McLaughlin, calling upon the City Planning Board 
for an investigation and report as to the available sites for and the 
estimated expense of a municipal building in the Brighton-Allston 
district. Considerable preliminary work was done in the way of in- 
vestigating conditions at that time, but owing to a combination of 
circumstances, including the end of the fiscal year and the reorganiza- 
tion of the City Council, the prohibition with regard to unnecessary 
public building, and the compelling demands of the housing shortage 
situation, no formal report was submitted. From the material as- 
sembled at that time, however, combined with later observations, 
and present conditions, the following conclusions have been reached. 

The Brighton district, or as it is commonly referred to, the Brighton- 
Allston district covers an area of a little over 4.4 square miles. Its 
average length is a little over three miles, while varying from one 
to nearly two miles in width. The accompanying photograph shows 
not only the outline of the district itself, but the location of existing 
streets, playgrounds, cemeteries, schools, libraries,. police stations, fire 
stations, and the old town hall. 

The population according to the 1915 Stute Census was 34,782. The 
blueprint accompanying this report shows the distribution of popula- 
tion throughout the district at that time, each dot representing twenty 
persons. According to the United States Census of 1920, the total 
number of people living in the district had been increased to 42,104. 

The district itself is in effect composed of two separate communities, 
Brighton and Allston, with little in common except the High School and 
the Police Station which are made to serve the requirements of both 
sections. Each has its own playground system, its elementary school 
system, its branch library and its fire station. In the case of Brighton, 
a still further division is made and a branch library and a fire station 
are located in the Faneuil section. Not only are these public services 
separately maintained, but the general character of occupancy of the 
two districts is different. 

In view of these conditions, and the further fact that the popula- 
tion figures quoted above show an increase of over 20 per cent in five 
years, which rate of increase will doubtless be maintained as long as 
circumstances permit, the conclusion has been reached by the City 
Planning Board that the interests of the Brighton-Allston district 
cannot be properly served by a single municipal building. It is the 
opinion of this Board that a site should be chosen at this time which 
will serve the present and future needs of the Brighton and Faneuil 
sections, leaving the Allston district a matter for separate consideration. 

With regard to a specific location in the Brighton section, the City 
Planning Board is of the opinion that the area now occupied by the 
Holton Library Building could be best adapted for the purpose. The 
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schools, fire and police stations, and the old town hall already located 
in the immediate vicinity of the library building, constitute a partially 
developed civic center which can be improved and perfected as further 
buildings are erected. The entire Brighton and Faneuil districts are 
within a radius of approximately one mile from this location, as is also 
the Union square section of Allston. 

The Holton Library property, located on Academy Hill road, con- 
sists of 48,105 square feet of land assessed for $9,600, with brick and 
freestone library building thereon, assessed for $25,000, a total assessed 
value of $34,600. The property is the result of a bequest left by Mr. 
James Holton in 1863 for a public town library, the provisions of which 
were fulfilled in 1864 by the election of trustees and the organization 
of the Holton Public Library. When Brighton was annexed to the 
City of Boston, in 1874, the library building, begun by the town, was 
completed by the city at a cost of $70,000, and was dedicated October 
29, 1875, as a branch of the Public Library of Boston. (Justin Win- 
sor’s Memorial History of Boston.) According to the latest published 
report of the Library Department, there were in the building at the 
end of the year 1920, 19,759 volumes available for public use. 

It is the opinion of the City Planning Board, therefore, that if a 
municipal building is to be constructed in the Brighton section, the in- 
terests of the district will be best served by the demolition of the 
present Holton Library building, which has been in use for practically 
half a century, and the erection of a building at this location which 
shall combine library facilities with an assembly hall, a gymnasium, 
and such other features as may be warranted by the needs of the 
district. There is ample room for the location of such a building at 
this point, and as the land is already owned by the City of Boston, it 
would mean a considerable saving in the total expense usually attend- 
ing such a development. The demolition of the present library build- 
ing could certainly be accomplished at least without expense. From 
the standpoints of economy, accessibility, and expediency, therefore, 
the City Planning Board urges the selection of this site, as indicated 
on Fig. I., for the location of a municipal building to serve the needs 
of the residents of the Brighton and Faneuil sections of the district. 


MUNICIPALLY OWNED BUILDINGS. 


By request of his Honor the Mayor, a map was pre- 
pared for the use of the Commission on the Extended 
Use of Public Buildings, showing the location of the va- 
rious municipally owned buildings in the City of Boston. 
In connection therewith the following report was sub- 
mitted under date of August 30, 1921: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith, in response to your 
Honor’s recent request, photograph of a map (see Fig. II.) showing 
the locations of the various municipally owned buildings in the City 
of Boston. This includes buildings under the jurisdiction of the Fire 
Department, Health Department, Hospital Department, Institutions De- 
partment, Library Department, Market Department, Park Depart- 
ment, Police Department, Public Buildings Department, Public Wel- 
fare Department, Schoolhouse Department, School Committee and 
County of Suffolk. Each group has been assigned a distinctive symbol 
as shown by the legend. 

The map is accompanied by a set of charts showing the distribution 
of such buildings throughout the different city districts. These charts 
also indicate certain instances where conflict of jurisdiction, occupancy, 
or maintenance exist. 
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In determining the location of some of these buildings, it was at 
times necessary to establish arbitrary boundaries in connection with the 
various districts, since the boundary lines originally established and 
adhered to as a matter of record have, either through convenience or 
necessity, become relocated in the public mind. 

So far as buildings under the jurisdiction of the Park Department 
are concerned, no attempt has been made to show the location of 
sanitaries and other structures devoted exclusively to the maintenance 
of park or playground privileges. A complete list of such buildings 
has been furnished by the Park Department, however, and is on file 
in this office. The more important park buildings, possessing a wider 
or more general use, have been properly noted. 

As the map used as a basis for this survey does not include the 
islands in Boston Harbor, it was impossible to show the location of 
the buildings under the control of the Institutions Department. These 
include buildings on Deer Island, Long Island and Rainsford Island, 
complete plans and descriptions of which are also on file in this office. 


By later request, the information with regard to the 
location of schools and municipal buildings was trans- 
ferred to large scale base maps, prepared by this depart- 
ment, of the nine city districts, and blueprints furnished 
the commission for detailed study. 
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PLAYGROUNDS AND OPEN SPACES. 


BALDWIN .PLAce EXTENSION AND COMMUNITY 
PLAYGROUND. 


The following communication was submitted to his 
Honor the Mayor under date of June 21, 1921: 


The City Planning Board has been advised that a certain parcel of 
property assessed for $56,600, located in block No. 30, in the North End 
section of the city, has been offered for sale by the present owners, 
the Congregation Beth Israel. The property comprises 12,577 square 
feet of land, assessed for $34,600, and a brick building, which has been 
used at different times as a meeting house, a home for little wanderers, 
and recently as a synagogue, assessed for $22,000. 

Blueprint No. 1, accompanying this report, shows conditions as they 
exist at the present time. The block in question is bounded by Prince, 
Salem, Cooper, North Margin and Thacher streets. The interior of 
the block is penetrated by Baldwin place, which comes to a dead end 
at the boundary line of the property in question: Noyes place and 
Jerusalem place, all leading from Salem street; and a narrow alley 
leading from Prince street, between numbers 86 and 88, to the Vermont 
Building property. All of these are narrow private ways, and all of 
them are without outlet on any other street. 

In the study and comprehensive survey of the North End made 
by the City Planning Board (Document No. 40, 1919) a map of “Back 
Land Areas” was prepared, showing in black all back lands more than 
60 feet distant from a street of reasonable width. Block No. 30, now 
under consideration, was found to be one of the most seriously con- 
gested by reason of this rear lot development as shown on the accom- 
panying photograph, “A.” This rear lot development and its resultant 
congestion, both in the houses and on the land, was found to be the 
most serious difficulty underlying the whole North End problem. 

Blueprint No. 2 shows the distribution of population according to 
the 1915 decennial census, each dot representing ten persons. The 
total population of the block, comprising as it does an area of 24 acres, 
is 1,239, or approximately 500 persons to an acre. Conditions are very 
much the same as in the Morton street block which comprised about 
14 acres with a population of 1,005 persons. While the density of 
population in block No. 30 would appear to be less pronounced, the 
facts are that a number of the buildings in this block are used for other 
than residential purposes, thus leaving a congestion equally as great 
if not greater than in the Morton street area. 

Blueprint No. 3 (Fig. III.) shows a development of this area which 
would be possible if the city should acquire title to the Congregation 
Beth Israel property which is available for purchase at this time. It 
would permit of the extension of Baldwin place through to North 
Margin street, and at the same time would provide space for the 
establishment of a community playground which would serve the needs 
of the smaller children in the nearby houses. While the Morton 
street area now known as the Vincent Cutillo Playground is but two 
blocks away, there are many small children in the district who are 
incapable of traveling even this distance, and whose only outing place 
is confined to the narrow street or alley at the entrance to their homes. 
For these children and their mothers, therefore, a community space 
such as indicated would add much to their general health and well-being. 
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The need for additional open spaces in the North End seciion of 
the city is not a debatable question. In the opinion of the City Plan- 
ning Board, therefore, the exceptional opportunity afforded in the 
present instance should not be ignored. 

Further arguments in favor of the acquisition by the City of Boston 
of this parcel of property for street and playground purposes are that 
in so doing no property would be withdrawn from taxation, and no 
home owners would be dispossessed of their present accommodations. 

Another important feature of this improvement in the opinion of 
the City Planning Board would be the opportunity for a continuation 
of the alley leading off Prince street, between Nos. 86 and 88, to the 
Vermont Building property. If this alley was extended through the 
Vermont Building property to the Congregation Beth Israel land, it 
would afford a direct entrance from Prince street. The only building 
in the part of this improvement is a low one-story shed belonging 
to the Vermont Building. 

If this extension was made it would connect with Noyes place lead- 
ing from Salem street, thereby opening up another dead-end passage- 
way. 

The improvement as thus outlined would serve to open up the 
heart of a block which is now almost entirely given over to interior 
lot development. In addition to the light and air and recreational 
facilities afforded through the establishment of the community play- 
ground, the congestion on the land would be relieved, and with the 
street extensions indicated there would be a free circulation of traffic 
through, in and about the block. 

This carrying through of Baldwin place would also permit the pas- 
sage of the apparatus through the heart of the block in case of fire, 
although the width of Baldwin place and the sharp turn at the entrance 
from Salem street would practically preclude the use of the thorough- 
fare for this purpose except in case of emergency, and for the pro- 
tection of the block itself. 

In preparing this plan, the City Planning Board has not attempted 
to achieve an ideal development. To do this would necessitate the 
taking of additional properties for playground purposes. The taking 
over by the City of Boston of Baldwin place, Noyes place and the 
alley leading from Prince street, together with the widening of the two 
latter passageways, and the maintenance of all three as public thorough- 
fares, was recommended in the North End survey referred to (Docu- 
ment No. 40, 1919), and this reeommendation the City Planning Board 
still adheres to. The plan submitted herewith, however, provides for 
an immediate development infinitely better than present conditions, 
and at a minimum expense, leaving the question of street acceptances 
and widenings to be taken up when circumstances permit. 

Furthermore, in the event of this property being taken over by 
private interests, a permanent development might take place which 
would, in all probability, cover more area than the present structure, 
and would detract still further from the limited amount of light and 
air now available in the heart of the block. 

And still further, the type of permanent building erected to replace 
the present Congregation Beth Israel structure might be of a nature 
particularly objectionable to the residents of the block, and detrimental 
to their health and comfort. This might mean a garage, a bakery, 
a factory building, or a variety of other uses which tend to subtract 
from rather than add to the desirability of a neighborhood for resi- 
dential purposes. 

Blueprint No. 4. The comprehensive survey of the North End be- 
fore referred to (Document No. 40, 1919) was based upon an intensive 
study, extending over a period of three years, of conditions in that 
section of the city. This included housing and transportation facilities, 
recreation grounds and open spaces, distribution of population, districts 
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or zones and area of occupancy, vital conditions, land and building 
valuations, and various other features entering into the life of the 
community. 

Of the specific recommendations contained in the report the major 
improvement is that of a proposed main thoroughfare directly con- 
necting the wholesale market and cold storage warehouses with the 
Charlestown bridge. At the present time produce teams coming and 
going to the northern part of the city and the districts beyond become 
delayed and congested on the narrow streets through which they now 
have to pass. From every point of view this proposed main thor- 
cughfare follows the line of least resistance. The route lies along the 
line of easiest grades, and falls almost exactly in the line of demarca- 
tion between high and low property values in the district. Other 
possible routes to the northeast and to the southwest were discussed, 
and were rejected in favor of the plan proposed. To the northeast, 
steeper grades would be encounterd for a portion of the way, and there 
would be interference with the present grouping of playground, schools, 
and gymnasium, as well as various traffic complications. To the south- 
west, property valuations are much higher, and the cost of construction 
would be increased, as the distance over such a route would be longer. 
Also, the proposed street line includes streets that already exist, such 
as Parmenter, Richmond and Endicott streets, so that for the greater 
part of the way, it means no more than the widening of streets al- 
ready determined. 

Blueprint No. 4, therefore, shows the relativity of this proposed 
main thoroughfare and extensions to block No. 30 containing 
the Congregation Beth Israel property now under consideration. 
The erection of a permanent building at this point would block the line 
of the proposed street, and practically prohibit its construction at any 
future time. On the other hand, the plan for the creation of community 
playground as indicated on blueprint No. 3 would lend itself to the 
ultimate construction of such a street. In that event, Baldwin place, 
Noyes place, and the alley leading off Prince street would then be pro- 
vided with outlets on the new thoroughfare as originally recommended, 
instead of leading into the community playground, as would be the case 
in the immediate treatment now proposed. 

The City Planning Board, therefore, reeommends,— 

1. That immediate steps be taken by the City of Boston to acquire the Con- 
gregation Beth Israel property containing 12,577 square feet of land with the 
buildings thereon, assessed for $56,600. 

2. That the present structure be removed, that Baldwin place be extended 
through to North Margin street, and that the area remaining be converted into 
a community playground, substantially as shown on blueprint No. 3. 

8. That the one-story shed owned by the Vermont Building be acquired by 
the City of Boston in order that the alley now leading off Prince street, between 


Nos. 86 and 88, may be extended through to the proposed community playground, 
intersecting with Noyes place, also as shown on blueprint No. 3. 


The importance of this matter was stressed in a second 
communication under date of July 15, 1921, as follows: 


The City Planning Board, under date of June 21, 1921, submitted 
to your honor a report and recommendations with regard to the de- 
velopment of block No. 30, North End. Briefly, this provided for the 
acquisition by the City of Boston of the Congregation Beth Israel 
property, now offered for sale; the extension of Baldwin place, at pres- 
ent dead-ended by the Congregation Beth Israel property, through to 
North Margin street; and the utilization of the remaining space as a 
community playground. 

Although no acknowledgment of this report has been received, the 
Board hopes it has not escaped your Honor’s attention. Since the 
recommendation was submitted to you, the matter has been discussed 
with various people living or interested in the North End and the 
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opinion has been unanimous that the improvement suggested would be 
of inestimable benefit to that section of the city. 

The problem of the smaller children is perhaps greater in the North 
End than in any other part of Boston. With no back yards of their 
own for play space, and no grass plots in front, too young to journey 
to established playgrounds unattended, and with mothers prohibited 
by household or other cares from accompanying them, their only 
alternatives are the street and sidewalk adjoining their homes where 
they are not only in constant danger from traffic, but where they are 
deprived of the privileges which should be theirs by virtue of their 
potential citizenship. 

Not only the children but the entire population of the block would 
be benefited by this proposed improvement since it would result in 
light and air being admitted into the different homes. 

It would also provide a street through the heart of the block instead 
of the present dead-end passageway. This fact in itself should be 
sufficient to warrant the outlay since it would not only permit a free 
circulation of traffic in and about the center of the block but it would 
materially lessen the fire risk by rendering the area accessible in case 
of a conflagration. 

While this proposed improvement would not by any means solve 
the whole North End problem, it would at least constitute a second 
definite step in the right direction, following as it would upon the 
Morton street improvement which has so amply justified its existence. 
The expense in the present instance is small in comparison with the 
benefits which would accrue. No property would be removed from 
taxation, and no families would be dispossessed of their homes. 

Other arguments in favor of this proposed improvement have been 
advanced, all of which have served to strengthen the Board in its belief 
that the opportunity offered at this time is an exceptional one. It 
is therefore called to your Honor’s attention once more as a matter 
which merits your most serious and immediate consideration. 


The area was personally visited by his Honor, the 
recommendations acknowledged, and the matter prom- 
ised consideration. 


OLtp FAIRMOUNT RESERVOIR PROPERTY. 


The following report was submitted to his Honor the 
Mayor under date of October 19, 1921: 


The City Planning Board is in receipt of a communication from your 
office, dated October 1, 1921, with regard to a report made by this 
Board under date of July 12, 1918*, in reference to the old Fairmount 
Reservoir property in Hyde Park, and the desire of Mr. J. W. Rollins 
to purchase the same. 

The opinion expressed in that report was that the City of Boston 
should retain its ownership in the property; that the area should be 
resurveyed and the records corrected accordingly; that, upon comple- 
tion by the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board of the duplicate 
pipe line under the Neponset river, the tank be sold and removed; 
and that the old fence around the reservoir be removed, and the prop- 
erty fenced in to make it available as a city reservation. 

The letter from your office states that, having withdrawn his offer 
three years ago owing to circumstances, Mr. Rollins has now renewed 
the same on the ground that the property as it stands is a menace to 
his own, and that he would accordingly like to reopen the matter. In

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reply to your Honor’s request for an expression of opinion from this 
Board on Mr. Rollins’s present offer, the following is submitted: 

The property under consideration consists of approximately 203,120 
square feet of land, or about five acres, crossed almost diagonally by 
the boundary line between Hyde Park and Milton, as shown on the 
accompanying blueprint. 

Of this total area, according to the 1921 assessment books, 144,314 
square feet of land, with an assessed valuation of $5,800, lie within 
the limits of the City of Boston. On this land are located a steel stand- 
pipe, with a capacity of 500,000 gallons, and a small dilapidated brick 
structure, apparently formerly used for regulating the intake and out- 
let of the water. These buildings are valued at $15,000 according to 
the 1921 assessment. 

The reservoir itself, lying partly in Boston and partly in Milton, has 
no assessed value. 

Of the entire property, 58,806 square feet are located in Milton, and 
have an assessed valuation of $2,500. 

Thus the total valuation of the entire property is:

The investigations by the City Planning Board at the present time 
confirm it in its belief that the city should retain its ownership in the 
property. As stated in its prevous report: 


The location is unusual. being the highest point of Jand in that section of 
the city, over two hundred feet above sea level, and with an unobstructed view 
in all directions, embracing the city proper, Boston Harbor, the State House, 
the Custom House tower, Mt. Bellevue, the range of the Blue Hills, Sharon Hills 
and Mt. Wachusett, as well as many other distant points. 


It is also a fact that there is no established playground in Hyde Park 
on the southeast side of the Neponset river, in that section known as 
the Fairmount district. Most of this area is subdivided into small 
properties so that baseball, coasting and similar sports are by necessity 
confined for the most part te the streets. Although this reservoir 
property is not centrally located, it is nevertheless the only large open 
tract belonging to the City of Boston in that section of Hyde Park. 

Furthermore, the area in question has been visited repeatedly dur- 
ing the last few weeks, and on every occasion it was being used as a play- 
ground by children, not only from the Weld and Fairmount Schools, 
both of which are within a radius of practically one quarter of a mile 
of the property, but also by students from the High School, that por- 
tion north of the standpipe being used for baseball and football. 

In the meantime the population of the distsrict has increased from 
22,615, according to the State Census in 1915, to 23,849, according to 
the Federal Census in 1920, or a total of 1,234 persons in five years. 

The withdrawal of this reservoir area from recreational use, there- 
fore, would really necessitate the establishment of a substitute play- 
ground which, in addition to being difficult to locate in the first place, 
would undoubtedly involve very much greater expense to acquire than 
would be offset by the sale of this land now held by the City of Boston. 

Certain corrections have apparently been made in the assessment 
figures since the previous report of this Board, but there still remains 
a small parcel of land adjoining the reservoir property, containing 3,468 
square feet, extending from the end of Milton avenue to the Milton 
line, as indicated on the accompanying blueprint, which is not assessed 
for the reason that the exact ownership is in doubt. 
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Milton avenue has been laid out as a private way from Summit 
street to the southeast boundary line of the reservoir property. At 
the present time the fence surrounding the reservoir extends over into 
this private way, and its final acceptance and construction to a width of 
45 feet, a plan and a petition for which are on file in the office of the 
Board of Street Commissioners, would necessitate to a considerable 
taking from the reservoir property. This property, therefore, should 
not be diverted to any other use, until definite street lines shall have 
been laid out and accepted. 

These two facts emphasize the necessity for a resurvey of the entire 
area, and a verification of titles to adjoining lands in order that the 
records may be accurate and complete. 

The Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board reported in 1918, with 
reference to the reservoir property, that: 


Upon looking over the records in this office it appears that in 1915 it was put 
into service by the Boston Water Department for about a week while this Board 
was repairing a leak in the single 12-inch southern extra high service pipe line 
under the Neponset river and considerable benefit was derived from its use at 
that time. A contract has recently been made by this Board for a supply of 
12-inch flexible jointed pipe for a duplicate pipe line under the Neponset river 
and it is expected that same will be laid the coming fall. After this additional 
pipe line has been completed the situation which existed in 1915, referred to 
above, will not obtain. 


The Commissioner of Public Works reports under date of October 19, 
1921: 


I find that the laying of the water main across the Neponset river at West 
street, by the Metropolitan District Commission, is now in progress. It is ex- 
pected that two months will be required for the completion of this work, 


While the delay in the anticipated completion of the work is not 
accounted for, the fact remains that no steps should be taken to remove 
the standpipe until the laying of this duplicate pipe line shall have been 
definitely and finally completetd. 

It cannot be denied that the property as it stands at the present 
time is a menace to the adjoining neighborhood and should not be al- 
lowed to continue in its present condition. Aside from the evils aris- 
ing through lack of supervision and regulation, the tower leading to the 
pavilion on top of the standpipe is in bad repair, doors and windows 
are broken, the first flight of the staircase has been removed, and the 
floor ripped up so that entrance can be obtained into the lower part 
of the standpipe. The fence surrounding the open reservoir is down 
in many places, and is in general bad repair. In addition some of the 
big stones from the riprap have rolled down to the bottom of the reser- 
voir, while doors and windows of the brick gate-house have been broken. 

But these exterior conditions in no wise affect the fundamental 
value of the area itself for recreational purposes. The City Planning 
Board firmly believes that the interest of the city will be best served 
by the retention of this particular parcel of land, but it is equally firm 
in its belief that present conditions should not be allowed to continue. 

As stated in its previous report, the proceeds from the sale of the 
standpipe should make ample provision for refencing, and for the re- 
pair of the dismantled portions of the reservoir. While no attempt 
has been made to work out a definite plan for the adaptation of the 
area to recreational uses, such possibilities as the development of the 
reservoir aS an open swimming hole in summer and a skating place 
in winter, suggest themselves, while the banks would afford an ex- 
ceptionally good opportunity for toboggan slides and coasting. 

The City Planning Board therefore repeats in effect the recommenda- 
tions contained in its report of July 12, 1918, 7. e.: 


(a) That the City of Boston retain its present ownership in the old Fair- 
mount Reservoir property. 
(b) That the area be resurveyed and records corrected accordingly. 
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(c) That upon completion of the duplicate pipe line under the Neponset 
river by the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board, the tank be sold and re- 
moved. 

(d) That the old fence around the reservoir be removed, and the whole prop- 
erty fenced in to make it available as a city reservation. 


Boston CoMMoN FENCE. 


The following communication was addressed to his 
Honor the Mayor under date of October 5, 1921: 


Now that the widening of certain streets about Boston Common 
has become an accomplished fact, there remains one feature in con- 
nection with the project which, in the opinion of the City Planning 
Board, should be carried out in order that the fullest measure of good 
may be derived from the improvement and possible undesirable features 
eliminated. 

When the plan was adopted which provided for the taking of ap- 
proximately 17,500 square feet of land from the area of the Common 
in order to afford a roadway 438 feet in width along the adjoining por- 
tions of both Boylston and Tremont streets, it was quite generally 
understood, although perhaps not definitely stated, that the fence along 
Tremont street would be restored. This matter has been agitated from 
time to time, and it has the approval of the City Planning Board if 
the expense involved in connection with the same can be met from the 
Parkman Fund. ; 

It is the opinion of the City Planning Board that a fence along 
Tremont street, from Park street to Boylston street, substantially in 
accordance with the design of the existing fence along Park, Beacon 
and Charles streets, although perhaps not so high, set back a short 
distance (possibly three feet) from the new curb in order to facilitate 
the letting off or taking on of automobile passengers, with openings 
only at those points which might be designated by the Park Department 
or Police Department or such other municipal body as might be 
directly effected by the project, would be a very desirable improvement. 

Such a fence, with openings where considered desirable and necessary, 
would assist in the correction of pedestrian movements by affording 
the traffic police a practical means of controlling the throngs of foot 
passengers who swarm across Tremont street to the subway entrances 
and to the paths of the Common without regard to the street crossings; 
it would afford protection to the trees and grass plots adjoining the 
curb along Tremont street; and it would also have a tendency to pro- 
hibit further encroachments upon the area of the Common, and to 
insure a certain permanence to the new boundaries and to the con- 
tingent landscape design. 

While these same arguments are present, only in a lesser degree, 
with regard to Boylston street, between Tremont and Charles streets, 
the extension of such a fence as suggested along this side of the Com- 
mon would become practically necessary in order to complete the 
general scheme. 

If the expense involved in such an undertaking can be met from the 
Parkman Fund therefore, the City Planning Board recommends that 
steps be taken to carry out the improvement, particularly with regard 
to Tremont street between Park and Boylston streets, substantially as 
outlined above. 


The Mayor replied that the matter had been before the 
Park Department for some months, and that it had finally 
been decided that there was not sufficient money this year 
to proceed with the work. 
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REARRANGEMENT OF COPLEY SQUARE. 


A modification of a project first brought forward by 
Mr. C. Howard Walker, designed to effect the rearrange- 
ment of Copley square with the least inconvenience to 
traffic, and at the smallest expense, was prepared by the 
chairman, indorsed by the members of the Board, and 
transmitted to his Honor the Mayor. The plan provided 
for a maltese cross arrangement of the grass plots, with 
a large open circle in the center, and certain changes in 
the location of street car tracks. It was not felt that any 
of the various features of the plan involved any incon- 
venience to wheeled traffic, but rather an added con- 
venience in many ways, together with safer pedestrian 
conditions. Considerable opposition developed at hear- 
ings held by the Board of Street Commissioners on the 
ground that the plan proposed would complicate traffic 
conditions in and about Copley square. 
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STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION. 


STUART STREET EXTENSION. 


The final acceptance on September 9, 1921, of the 
Stuart street widening and extension plan, from Hunting- 
ton avenue to the junction of Tremont and Eliot streets, 
and the subsequent issuance of bonds to meet the cost of 
the improvement, marks the first step in plans prepared 
by this Board in 1917 for a “Western Artery to Boston 
Central District.” Considerable study has also been given 
to plans for the extension of this new thoroughfare 
from the corner of Tremont and Eliot streets to Phillips 
square. Property values have been assembled and tabu- 
lated and costs of construction figured. 


ARCADING WASHINGTON STREET. 


The following order was passed by the City Council 
at its meeting October 3, 1921: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board and the Board of Street Commissioners 
be requested, through his Honor the Mayor, to report to the City Council as 
to the advisability and feasibility of widening Washington street, from Adams 
square to Kneeland street, by eliminating the present sidewalks in said section, 
and arcading the area specified, so that it may be used by foot passengers. 


Pursuant to this order, the following report was pre- 
pared, and adopted, signed by the chairman of the City 
Planning Board and by the chairman of the Board of 
Street Commissioners, and submitted to his Honor the 
Mayor under date of October 19, 1921: 


To make a detailed study of this problem so as to give an accurate 
estimate of the cost would require many months’ time, a special 
force of engineers to make the necessary plans, the advice of a builder, 
and perhaps also of an architect, and a special appropriation to pay for 
such service. 

Without this study it is possible, however, to roughly estimate what 
this plan of arcading would cost. The distance suggested in the order 
of the City Council is approximately 3,400 feet in length. An arcade 
ought not to be less than twenty feet in width. This would mean land- 
takings of about 16,000 square feet. At an average value of $125 a 
square foot the cost of the land alone would be more than $17,000 000. 
About 160 buildings would be involved, and for alterations and damage 
to remainders a further sum of at least $5,500,000 would be needed, 
making a total of $22,500,000. 

In the opinion of the City Planning Board and the Board of Street 
Commissioners the plan of arcading is not feasible, because the cost 
is prohibitive, and because it would not give sufficient relief to traffic 
to justify such an expenditure. It would undoubtedly give some re- 
lief, which would be apparent for a few years, but if traffic is to con- 
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tinue to grow apace, as it has in the past ten years, some further costly 
expenditure would have to be made in another decade. 

That something drastic needs to be done to give relief to traffic 
in the downtown district is recognized by both the City Planning 
Board and the Board of Street Commisisoners, and it is recognized 
also what that something is. Traffic rules and regulations cannot do 
much more than they are doing now unless they be made to keep all 
but commercial vehicles out of the downtown streets during the 
crowded hours of the day. 

What the downtown business territory needs above all else is a broad 
highway paralleling Washington street, connecting the north side of the 
city with the wholesale territory which lies east of Washington street 
and which extends to Kneeland street. This parallel highway should 
begin at Adams square, with Exchange street widened so as to make 
it uniform in width with Congress street, and it should be carried far 
enough southerly so as to bring it into close relationship with the 
Stuart street opening which has been authorized. 

Much of the vehicular traffic troubles on Washington and Tremont 
streets are now due to the fact that commercial vehicles of all sorts, 
from small trucks to huge vans, are using these highways as cross- 
town ways, when they ought to be reserved for a. different class of 
traffic. 

How to divert these commercial vehicles is a problem impossible of 
solution unless a new way east of Washington street is provided for 
them. The natural way out of the market district to the south is across 
State street, and the natural way for the transportation of merchandise 
from the wholesale district to the north is also across State street. But 
the north side of State street is a barrier to the free movemnt of this 
kind of traffic because of the narrowness and the crowded condition 
of the streets intersecting State street on that side. The widening of 
Exchange street would in itself make it comparatively easy to move in 
and out of these districts, and drivers of commercial vehicles would 
then have no reason for entering such highways as Washington and 
Tremont streets during the busy hours as they are doing now. 

The great sum of money which would be required to arcade Washing- 
ton street would give far better results to the city as a whole if it could 
be had for other street widenings and extensions. It would give the 
relief suggested in the foregoing, and it would also permit of the widen- 
ing of Cambridge and Court streets, and the making of a new highway 
from the North Station through the West End to join with Cambridge 
street, near Charles street, if not also the widening of Cross street and 
its extension to Atlantic avenue through the market territory, giving 
this district a way in and out which it greatly needs. 


WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. 


The following communication was addressed to his 
Honor the Mayor under date of March 17, 1921, with 
regard to an offer which had been made by the Olympia 
Theatres, Ine., at a hearing before the Board of Street 
Commissioners, to donate to the City of Boston a four 
or five foot strip on the westerly side of Washington 
street, between School and Bromfield streets, for a dis- 
tance of 125 feet, on consideration that owners of other 
properties for the remaining length of the block, a dis- 
tance of 315 feet, should agree that the building line thus 
established should be uniform throughout. 
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The City Planning Board has noted with interest the several hear- 
ings held by the Board of Street Commissioners on the plan for a 
new building line on the westerly side of Washington street, between 
Bromfield street and School street, and desires to be recorded as in favor 
of the project. 

The present width of Washington street is generally recognized as 
being totally inadequate for the various interests which it serves and, 
in the opinion of the City Planning Board, any proposition which 
carries with it the ultimate widening of this important thoroughfare, 
even though it be only in part, should receive the most serious con- 
sideration. 

The City Planning Board has made several recommendations from 
time to time looking toward the widening of Washington street at 
various points, as it has been made economically possible through the 
demolition of old buildings and the erection of new, and as the proposi- 
tion now under consideration is directly in keeping with the policy of 
the Board, to effect such widening as opportunity permits, it begs to 
commend the matter to your Honor’s favorable consideration, and 
through your Honor, to the favorable consideration of the Board of 
Street Commissioners. 


Morton AND CANTERBURY STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


The following communication was addressed to his 
Honor the Mayor under date of April 5, 1921: 


The City Planning Board has noted with interest recent newspaper 
articles with regard to plans under consideration by the Park Depart- 
ment for the elimination of the dangerous curve at the junction of 
Forest Hills street, Morton street and the Arborway. The plan as out- 
lined provides for the continuation of the Arborway for a short distance 
across the westerly corner of Franklin Park, connecting with Morton 
street near the main entrance to Forest Hills Cemetery. 

In studying this particular section in January, 1920, in connection 
with its report and recommendation relative to a change in the site 
for the proposed West Roxbury Courthouse, the City Planning Board 
became convinced of the necessity for some improvement in traffic 
facilities at this point. The matter has since been discussed with the 
landscape consultant for the Park Department, and a treatment similar 
to that now proposed was favored. 

This improvement, if carried out, would divert practically all of 
the inward bound pleasure traffic from Morton street to the Arbor- 
way; that is, so far as that portion of Morton street lying between 
the proposed junction with the Arborway extended near the main en- 
trance to the Forest Hills Cemetery and Washington street, 1s con- 
cerned. This particular section of Morton street would doubtless still 
continue to be used by outward bound traffic as well as by inward 
bound commercial vehicles, but for such use its present width should 
be sufficient. 

While this proposed change will in itself constitute a very marked 
improvement, there are other features in connection with this locality 
which should have very careful consideration: 

1. East of the proposed junction of Morton street and the Arbor- 
way extended there still remains on Morton street a sharp and un- 
usually dangerous curve. Preliminary steps were taken some years ago 
to alleviate these bad conditions by setting back the wall along the 
edge of Franklin Park, adjacent to this curve, for a considerable dis- 
tance, but the work has not been completed, 

2. Morton street from its proposed junction with the Arborway 
extended to Canterbury street is too narrow for the constantly increas- 
ing volume of traffic passing over it. While the expense of widening 
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would be doubtless very great, and while it might also be complicated 
somewhat by the difficulties attending the acquisition of land once 
dedicated to park or cemetery purposes, the need is great and should 
be given serious consideration. 

3. The intersection of Morton and Canterbury streets, forms an 
obtuse angle on the land belonging to the Forest Hills Cemetery and 
constitutes a dangerous corner. The hazard at this point also would 
be materially minimized by the widening of Morton street to a width 
equal to that now proposed between Canterbury street and Blue 
Hill avenue. 

The City Planning Board therefore submits to your Honor the 
following: 


(a) That it approves the plan proposed by the Park Department for the 
continuation of the Arborway across the westerly corner of Franklin Park to 
Morton street, near the main entrance to the Forest Hills Cemetery. 

(b) That further steps should be taken to relieve the dangerous conditions 
constituted by the curve on Morton street, southeast of the main entrance to 
the cemetery. 

(c.) That Morton street, from the proposed junction with the Arborway ex- 
tended to Canterbury street, should be widened as soon as circumstances permit. 

(d) That steps should be taken to eliminate the exceedingly dangerous con- 
dition of affairs which obtains at the intersection of Canterbury and Morton 
streets, in advance of further street widening if necessary. 


These recommendations, if carried out, would serve to perfect the 
already established and overcrowded link between the Arborway and 
the important highways leading to the metropolitan reservation and the 
South Shore. 


In reply the chairman of the Street Laying-Out De- 
partment reported that his department was co-operating 
with the Commissioner of Public Works and the chair- 
man of the Park Commission to eliminate the dangerous 
traffic points referred to on Morton street. Later he re- 
ported receipt of the necessary authority to lay out a way 
through the corner of Franklin Park at Forest Hills and 
Morton street, thus accomplishing a portion of the im- 
provement recommended. 


East Boston TRAFFIC TUNNEL. 


The plan proposed by the Joint Board comprising the 
Division of Waterways and Public Lands of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, and the Transit Department of 
the City of Boston, providing for a trafic tunnel between 
Boston and East Boston has been considered in detail. 
The plan outlined provides for two tunnels with two road- 
ways each, enabling four lines of vehicles to proceed, two 
lines in each direction. The estimated total cost of both 
tubes is $16,150,000. Points under consideration have 
included the relation of existing streets or proposed streets 
to the proposed entrance and exit; their accessibility from 
the waterfront; their value and efficiency as compared 
with a perfected ferry service; their availability during 
severe storms when motor traffic might of necessity be 
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suspended; the possibility of securing adequate ventila- 
tion and fire protection; and the comparative benefit to 
be derived from the expenditure of the same sum of 
money in other improvements. The City Planning Board 
felt that while such a tunnel would doubtless greatly fa- 
cilitate traffic between the City Proper and East Boston, 
conditions along the waterfront would not be materially 
relieved and the operation of the ferry service would still 
be necessary; also, that the greatest efficiency of a tunnel 
could be realized only by an arrangement of the entrances 
and exits so as to conform to a carefully studied and 
adequate plan for a major street system. The measure 
was opposed by the Finance Commission and was re- 
ferred to the next annual session of the General Court. 


CAMBRIDGE AND CourRT STREET WIDENING. 


This measure, which the City Planning Board consid- 
ered one of the most necessary features in the develop- 
ment of the city, was revived in the Legislature during 
the past year in the form of House Bill No. 1057, pro- 
viding for the widening and construction of Cambridge 
street, from Charles street to Court street, and Court 
street from Cambridge street to the junction of Howard 
street and Court street, to a width not exceeding 80 feet. 
The bill was approved by the Corporation Counsel, by 
business interests, and by. property owners, but the 
Finance Commission argued that inasmuch as the work 
could not be accomplished during the current adminis- 
tration, 1t should be postponed until the advent of the 
new city government. The matter was accordingly re- 
ferred to the next annual session of the General Court. 


HovusiIna. 


Subsequent events have justified the opinion ex- 
pressed by the City Planning Board in its final report 
upon the housing situation dated January 7, 1921, to the 
effect that the settlement of the housing question must 
go hand in hand with the gradual adjustment of indus- 
trial, commercial and social conditions in a sane, orderly 
and co-ordinated manner. The work of this Board, 
therefore, during the past year has been confined for the 
most part to attempts to co-operate with, and to supple- 
ment the efforts being made by agencies directly con- 
cerned in the various phases of general living conditions. 
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In this connection the hearings held by the committee 
appointed by the Boston Chamber of Commerce to in- 
vestigate the housing situation with reference to the con- 
struction of buildings in Boston and vicinity were at- 
tended, and all information assembled by this Board was 
placed at the disposal of the committee. 

Every effort possible has also been made to co-operate 
with the work of the Boston Housing Association, par- 
ticularly with reference to plans under consideration by 
that organization for the rehabilitation of old buildings, 
or the development of entirely new areas. 

A statement of the housing situation in Boston was 
prepared by the secretary, upon request of the publish- 
ers, and appeared in the June, 1921, issue of “Housing 
Betterment,” the official organ of the National Housing 
Association. 

The Federal Government has come to the aid of the 
housing situation during the past year, with the result 
that there has been established in the United States De- 
partment of Commerce a bureau to be known as the Divi- 
sion of Building and Housing, with a special Advisory 
Committee on Zoning. The sentiment behind this action 
is that the whole trend in building construction is toward 
standardization, and that the Government is the only 
agency that can bring all interests together and thus pave 
the way to the adoption of standard rules which would 
make for great economy in housing work.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


WHOLESALE TERMINAL MARKET. 


Consideration was given to a report prepared under 
the direction of Prof. Thomas N. Carver of Harvard 
University for the Agricultural Bureau of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, dealing primarily with the prob- 
lem of securing adequate terminal facilities for handling 
the wholesale produce business in Boston. In this con- 
nection the area bounded by Atlantic avenue, Commer- 
cial street and State street, comprising approximately 
12.01 acres, was suggested as affording an excellent loca- 
tion for a terminal market site. The City Planning 
Board took the ground that it would hesitate to indorse 
any scheme providing for a terminal produce market as 
an extension of present facilities for the reason that trans- 
portation arrangements to this district are inadequate 
and the possibility of future improvement appears re- 
mote. It felt that until co-operation between the several 
railroads entering Boston is effected by which the present 
barrier of switching charges between roads is removed 
and freight from all roads is delivered on equal terms at 
any siding in the Boston terminal district, no solution of 
this market problem can be found which will adequately 
satisfy the public interest. Doubt was also expressed as 
to whether any solution of the wholesale market prob- 
lem of Boston ever would be reached if considered by it- 
self on the ground that any successful solution must con- 
sider the entire metropolitan district together, or at least 
must deal with Boston as one unit having direct relations 
with its outlying suburbs as separate dependent units. 


MEMORIAL BOULEVARD. 


A request was received from the Dorchester Board of 
Trade, indorsed by his Honor the Mayor, asking that 
studies be made of the widening of Adams street, from 
Eaton square, Dorchester, to the Milton line, the street 
to be laid out to a width of at least 100 feet, planted with 
trees, and in other ways developed as a memorial boule- 
vard in honor of the soldiers who lost their lives in the 
World War. In the meantime copies of the report of the 
Mayor’s Committtee on Proposed Memorial to Boston’s 
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Soldiers, Sailors and Marines, suggesting the construc- 
tion of an island of perhaps ten acres in the Charles 
river, with memorial building thereon, contiguous to at 
least the western side of Harvard Bridge, were made pub- 
lic, and the members of the City Planning Board felt, in 
view of this formal recommendation, that the plan sug- 
gested by the Dorchester Board of Trade was not appro- 
priate for further consideration. 


UTILIZATION OF OLD FERRYBOATS. 


Consideration was requested of a plan proposed by Mr. 
Charles 8. Kendrick of East Boston for the utilization of 
the ferryboats advertised for sale by the City of Boston 
in the establishment of a ferry service between South 
Boston and East Boston. The opinion was expressed 
that, on account of their extreme age, one of the boats 
having been built in 1879 and the other in 1887, they 
were beyond safe operating conditions so far as Boston 
Harbor was concerned; that their steam pressure was so 
low that they could only move very slowly and could 
not make the quick turns and quick starting and stopping 
essential to the safe operation of ferryboats in this vicin- 
ity; and that while the proposition itself, for the estab- 
lishing of such a ferry service, had merit, it would not be 
feasible on the basis of the toll rates now obtaining. 


CONFERENCES. 


The Board was represented by its secretary at the Thir- 
teenth Annual Meeting of the National Conference on 
City Planning, held in Pittsburgh, Penn., May 9, 10 and 
11, 1921. A detailed report upon the proceedings of the 
meeting was submitted to his Honor the Mayor under 
date of June 6, 1921. 

The Board was also represented by its secretary, its 
investigator, and its assistant investigator, at the Eighth 
Annual Conference of Massachusetts Planning Boards, 
held in Winchester on Wednesday, October 19, 1921. A 
detailed report upon the proceedings of the meeting was 
prepared and placed on file. 


PUBLICITY AND CO-OPERATION, 


Publishers of local papers in the different districts of 
the city are co-operating with the work of the Board by 
placing its name upon their complimentary mailing list. 
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Representatives of the department have been called 
upon repeatedly during the past year to address various 
groups in different sections of the city on the work of the 
Board. In addition, numerous lectures and informal con- 
ferences have been attended with the idea of stimulating 
and encouraging public interest. Also, several requests 
have been received for permission to use extracts from 
different reports in text books and reference works of 
various kinds. 

Every effort possible has been made to co-operate with 
the work of the Women’s Municipal League in the estab- 
lishment of its Training School for Public Service; also, 
with the Library Department of the city in its prepara- 
tion of an “Information File of Public Reports.” 

Probably no less than a score of duly accredited Japa- 
nese representatives, including architects, engineers and 
city planners, have called during the past year to secure 
information with regard to the work of the department. 
The same is true of men from all parts of the United 
States and Europe, while requests for copies of reports 
have been equally widespread in origin. European visi- 
tors included Monsieur Jacques Greber of Paris who spent 
considerable time in going over the work of the depart- 
ment, and at whose request a set of lantern slides of va- 
rious improvements proposed by the Board was prepared 
and furnished him for purposes of information and exhi- 
bition. , 

A collection of material comprising seventeen maps and 
plans of improvements proposed by this Board was ex- 
hibited at the Public Library in Malden in connection 
with the observance of Merchants’ Week in that city, 
May 15 to 21, 1921. 

In connection with a city plan being prepared for the 
city of Newton, conferences have been held with Mr. 
Arthur A. Shurtleff with regard to plans effecting main 
thoroughfares from Boston leading to and connecting 
with Newton highways—also with regard to Newton 
plans so far as they may influence Boston conditions. 

The following resolution was introduced by Mr. C. H. 
Blackall at a meeting of the Boston Society of Architects, 
March 19, 1921, as a part of the report of its Committee 
on Public Improvements. The resolution was immedi- 
ately passed by the society by a unanimous vote. 

This committee feels that the society could to advantage recognize, 


at least by vote of approval, the excellent work which is being done by 
the City Planning Board under the direction of Mr. Cram. The work 
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of this Board receives very little public notice, it is a thankless task in 
many cases, for its recommendations are very apt to be opposed to 
selfish and private interests; it gives its work absolutely without com- 
pensation; its recommendations, which are invariably inspired by the 
most sincere wish to improve the city, receive but scanty considera- 
ton from the city authorities, and yet this Board has persisted in con- 
sidering the very best interests of the city and has been indefatigable 
in its insistence on the proper treatment of the lines of transportation 
and the adornment of public squares. Your committee would recom- 
mend that the society should pass a vote approving the work of this 
very important Board, and urging that the city, as far as possible, 
should carry out its recommendations.

EXPENDITURES.

Hon. James M. CurRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 
of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


Registration opened at the Central Office on Septem- 
ber 6, and was continued each day (Sundays and holidays 
excepted) up to and including November 23. 

Registration in wards was held on October 27, 28 and 
29, November 17, 18, 19, 21, 22 and 23, from 10 a. m. 
to 10 p.m. continuously. Registration closed at 10 p.m., 
November 23 and all applicants who appeared and 
had the qualifications of voters were registered. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held December 14, 1920, the num- 
ber of male and female voters on the list was 203,666. 
The number of such voters on the first list published by 
the Board October 20, 1921, was 178,611. From that 
time to the close of registration for the city election there 
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were added the names of 28,979 voters. The number 
of voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of 
the city election held December 13, 1921, was 207,590, 
an increase of 3,924 over the number on the list at the 
preceding city election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 258 of the General 
Acts of the year 1918, entitled ‘‘An Act to provide for 
Supplementary Registration of Soldiers and Sailors,” 
two men in the military service availed themselves of the 
opportunity afforded by this act by registering as voters 
of this city during the period after the close of regis- 
tration up to the third day preceding the city election. 


PoLLING PLACES. 


The increase in the number of voting precincts, from 
221 to 274 in number added 53 new polling places which 
were located as follows: 149 in public schools, 51 in 
booths, 42 in church vestries, 19 in private buildings 
and schools, 13 in public buildings. Total, 274. 

In the matter of locating polling places in church 
vestries, private buildings and private schools, the 
public and election officers were well pleased with the 
accommodations, as the rooms were well lighted, heated 
and ventilated. Public schools were used for polling 
places where proper arrangements could be made and 
the Board has hope that a greater number of public 
schools may be used for such purpose in the future. 

A publication containing a list of the location of the 
polling places together with the precinct boundaries 
was issued by this department and seemed to meet with 
the approval of the voters. 


DELIvERY OF BALLoTs, BALLOT Boxss, Etc., ELECTION 
Days. 


The method employed formerly in the distribution of 
ballots, ballot boxes, etc., on the mornings of election 
was to havea police officer for each precinct in the city, 
274 in number, report at this office at 4 a. m., and be 
driven in carriage or auto to the precinct to which he 
had been assigned, two police officers being cared for 
in each auto or carriage. This same method was pur- 
sued at the close of the polls in the collection of the 
registering ballot boxes, unused ballots, ete. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT. ill 


At the city election held December 13, 1921, a motor 
truck was assigned to each ward of the city for the 
delivery of the ballots, ballot boxes, etc., which, while in 
transit, were in the custody of a police sergeant and an 
assistant registrar of voters of this department. The 
collection of registering ballot boxes, unused ballots, 
etc., at the close of the polls was made in the same 
manner. 

This change of method has resulted in the reduction 
of police officials engaged in this work from 274 to 26 
in number, and will be a saving in the expenses of this 
department. 


NOTIFICATION TO VOTERS OF LOCATION OF POLLING 
PLACES. 


Owing to the numerous changes in the location of 
polling places throughout the city, the Board notified 
each registered voter qualified to vote at the city election, 
by postal card, giving the ward and precinct and location 
of the polling place and the date of the election. 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM PETITIONS. 


During the year 1921 initiative and referendum peti- 
tions, for certification of the names of signers of such 
petitions, were filed at this office, as follows: 

1. Referendum petition asking for a referendum to 
the people, of chapter 368, of the Acts of the year 1921, 
namely: ‘“‘An Act providing for suits against certain 
voluntary associations.” 

2. Referendum petition asking for a referendum to 
the people, of chapter 438 of the Acts of the year 1921, 
namely: ‘‘An Act relative to the examination and 
licensing of motion picture films to be publicly exhibited 
and displayed in this Commonwealth.” 

3. Initiative petition for ‘‘An Act requiring savings 
banks to give depositors the rights and privileges now 
conferred upon members of such corporations.” 

4, Initiative petition for ‘‘An Act requiring savings 
banks, savings departments of trust companies and 
institutions for savings to pay interest on savings 
deposits monthly.” 


REORGANIZATION. 
Chapter 305 of the Acts of the year 1920, being 
‘“An Act to place certain of the employees of the Elec- 
tion Department of the City of Boston under the civil 
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service law,’ was passed by the City Council on 
December 28, 1921, and approved by the Mayor on 
January 138, 1922. The department as now organized 
consists of 4 commissioners, 1 chief assistant registrar, 1 
executive assistant registrar, 3 deputy chief assistant 
registrars, 35 assistant registrars, 1 foreman carpenter, 
2 carpenters and 1 janitor. 


REVISION OF VoTING LIST. 


The names of 1,645 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. There were no complaints of illegal 
registration. 


JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1921 contained 
the names of 9,134 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report 1,897 were drawn for jury service. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Jacob Wasserman, Hsq., expired March 
31, 1921, and he was reappointed for the term of four 
years ending March 31, 1925, and was approved by the 
Civil Service Commission. He immediately assumed ' 
the duties of his office. Melancthon W. Burlen was 
designated by the Mayor as chairman of the Board of 
Election Commissioners and Frederick A. Finigan 
member of the Listing Board. 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The expenses of the Election Department for the 
year ending January 31, 1922, amounted to $176,309.58.

Dear Srr,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 
3, Revised Ordinances of 1914, City of Boston, I have 
the honor to submit herewith the annual report of the 
Fire Department for the year ending January 31, 1922. 


FINANCES. 


The total expenditure for the department was 
$3,312,983.40. This amount includes the Wire Division 
appropriation and $22,000 from special appropriations 
spent in effecting alterations in the quarters of Engine 
Company 26-35, Mason street, and Engine Company 
28, Ladder Company 10, Centre street. 

The revenue of the department, including that of the 
Wire Division, was $50,602.29. 


FrirE Loss. 


During the year the department responded to 5,247 
alarms, of which 2,399 were box alarms. The total 
number of alarms was not as high as in some previous 
years, yet the resulting loss amounted to $4,010,201, the 
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_ greatest since 1918. While this loss seems excessive it 

should be borne in mind that the valuation of property 
and merchandise was at its peak during the past year, 
and this high valuation is naturally reflected in the fire 
loss. Furthermore the city was visited by four excep- 
tionally serious fires during the first half of the year, as 
follows: 


January 1. 87-93 Albanystreet,lossof .  . $113,136

The losses accounted for above contribute substantially 
to the total loss for the year. 


HicH PRESSURE. 


The most noteworthy achievement of the year was 
the placing in operation of the high pressure fire service. 
Pumping station No. 2, located at the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company’s power station on Atlantic ave- » 
nue near Pearl street, was completed, accepted by the 
city, and put into operation by the Fire Department at 
9 a. m., Monday, December 19, 1921. This date marks 
an epoch in the history of fire fighting in the City of 
Boston, for by the introduction of this system the city 
is provided with the latest type of fire fighting equip- 
ment, the efficiency of the Fire Department is cor- 
respondingly increased, and added protection is afforded 
the lives and property of our citizens. 

High pressure station No. 1, located at the Lincoln 
power station of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
at Commercial and Battery streets, was turned over to 
the Fire Department and put in service on January 23, 
1922. 

Each of the stations has a rated capacity of 9,000 
gallons per minute at 200 pounds pressure, and 6,000 
gallons per minute at 300 pounds pressure. Approx- 
imately twelve miles of pipe and 310 high pressure 
hydrants have been installed. 

The system is yet far from being completed. Accord- 
ing to the plans there is considerable work to be done 
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to extend the system over the territory it is proposed to 
protect. Miles of pipe are yet to be laid and another 
pumping station must be built and equipped before the 
system is complete. 


MoToRIZATION. 


The motorization of the department has progressed 
gradually and consistently. Today ninety-four pieces 
of fire fighting apparatus are motorized as compared with 
eighty-five a year ago. ‘These figures do not include 
chiefs’ cars, delivery or emergency trucks, or apparatus 
in reserve. In other words the apparatus of the depart- 
ment in actual service is approximately 76 per cent 
motorized, leaving thirty pieces of horse-drawn apparatus 
to be displaced. 


ASSIGNMENT CARDS. 


The addition of the high pressure system together with 
the large amount of motor apparatus in service made it 
necessary and possible to revise the running card of the 
department. ‘The system of response and covering of 
apparatus on multiple alarms was antiquated and 
obsolete, having been adapted for horse-drawn equip- 
ment. In order to follow the assignments outlined on 
the cards on multiple alarms an exceedingly large and 
unnecessary amount of apparatus movement resulted. 
The new system, completed after months of study, was 
put into effect December 19, 1921, coincident with the 
high pressure system, and by its adoption the movement 
of apparatus throughout the city is reduced to a mini- 
mum. | 


‘““‘CLEAN UP CAMPAIGN’ TROPHY. 


During the ‘‘Clean up Campaign” the Fire Depart- 
ment made a special effort to assist the committee and 
co-operate with the other city departments in carrying 
out the purposes of the campaign. Additional firemen 
were detailed to perform inspection work, and the 
department spared no effort to make the campaign a 
success. The City of Boston was awarded the trophy, 
a silver cup, for conducting the best clean up campaign 
in New England, and the committee in charge of the 
campaign testified that the work of the Fire Depart- 
ment was an essential factor in having the award come 
to Boston. 
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FirE PREVENTION. 


The Bureau of Fire Prevention has performed its 
duties in a satisfactory manner. ‘The work of the Bureau 
has increased greatly on account of the new billboard 
law, so-called, which requires an inspection and report 
on every old and new location of advertising sign. In- 
spections are made and reports submitted to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works, Division of 
Highways, with reference to the signs from a fire menace 
point of view. 

All complaints and reports forwarded to the Bureau, 
after action has been taken, are followed up until the 
hazard is corrected, and the number of hazards corrected 
during the year has substantially increased. There 
were approximately 97,000 inspections and reinspections 
during the year. 


ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


Co-operating with the Institutions Commissioner the 
Fire Department has developed definite plans for 
monthly inspections of the city institutions at Deer and 
Long Islands. At each visit an officer of the department 
makes a thorough inspection of the premises, equip- 
ment and fire appliances on the islands, and gives such 
instructions to the employees and attendants as he 
thinks proper. Any serious defects-are reported to the 
Fire Commissioner who, in turn, calls them to the 
attention of the Institutions Commissioner. 


WATER System Maps. 


Plans of the water system of the city have been dis- 
tributed to each of the various fire stations so that the 
officers and members may have an opportunity to 
familiarize themselves with the location of hydrants and 
sizes of water mains, etc., throughout the city. 


DEPARTMENT SCHOOLS. 


The Fire College, Drill School, Chauffeurs’ School, 
Engineers’ School, School for Instruction in the Care of 
Motor Apparatus have been successfully conducted dur- 
ing the year. It has been most gratifying to extend the 
courtesy of these schools to representatives of the fire 
departments of Beverly, Fall River, Lynn, Medford, 
Melrose, Quincy, Salem, and Lewiston, Maine. Not 
one, but repeated requests have been received from the 
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officials of these cities for permission to send representa- 
tives to our schools, and these requests reflect in a great 
measure the good work being conducted by the schools. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Hon. John R. Murphy resigned as Fire Commissioner 
on November 1, 1921, and on that date, at your Honor’s 
request, I assumed charge of the department as acting 
Fire Commissioner. I wish to record here the pleasure 
I have enjoyed in my present office. Not only have I 
received the co-operation and support of the heads of the 
various city departments, but the officials and employees 
of the Fire Department have offered every assistance 
possible to me in the administration of the affairs of the 
department. 

While my term in the office of Fire Commissioner has 
been short, yet I have made certain observations which 
in my opinion are worthy of serious consideration. The 
most essential of these are noted below. | 

1. The telephone system used in the department at 
the present time is antiquated and inadequate. It has 
been in use for many years, the circuits are overloaded, 
and the service it offers for a department of such size and 
importance as the Fire Department is most unsatis- 
factory. A more modern and up-to-date telephone sys- 
tem should be installed as soon as possible. 

2. The motorization of the department should be 
completed at as early a date as possible. Hnough money 
should be set aside next year to carry out this reeommen- 
dation. Provision should also be made for a sufficient 
amount of reserve equipment so that there will be in 
reserve an amount equal to 25 per cent of the apparatus 
in service. ‘This reserve apparatus should consist of 
first-class equipment equally as good as the apparatus in 
service, and ready for instantaneous service. 

3. The motorization of the department has brought 
about a condition in the Repair Shop which requires 
attention. Larger quarters are necessary. ‘The present 
shop is overcrowded, and some plan should be devised to 
relieve the condition which exists. More space is needed 
and should be obtained as soon as possible. ‘There is 
vacant land on Albany street, opposite the present shop, 
and fronting on Fort Point channel. An addition to 
the present shop in this location would centralize the 
repairing and storage of apparatus, and could be adapted 
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to take care of our fireboats, so that considerable repair 
work on these boats could be done by the Fire Depart- 
ment employees. 

4. The three fireboats are coal-burning vessels. Oil 
burners have proven a success in boats of similar type, 
and from the viewpoint of economy and efficiency con- 
sideration should be given to converting the fireboats 
into oil burners. 

5. <A substantial amount should be set aside each 
year to provide for the renovation of the fire stations of 
the department. Many of the houses were erected 
years ago when the department was on a ‘“‘eall”’ basis, 
and were never adapted for the housing of permanent 
companies of from twelve to fifteen men. As a result 
living conditions in these houses are not of the best, 
and some effort should be made to provide pleasant and 
adequate accommodations for the men who are obliged 
to live in the fire stations. 

Furthermore, the installation of motor apparatus 
requires certain changes in houses to eliminate the fire 
hazard which accompanies the storage of gasoline en- 
gines. Fireproofing the first floor is the most essential 
change, and other preventative measures should be 
adopted. Several houses require immediate attention, 
and a comprehensive plan to remedy these conditions 
should be adopted and followed.

The following is the report of the Chief of Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1922: 

During the calendar year the department responded 
to 5,247 alarms. ‘The fire loss was $4,008,132, with a 
marine loss of $2,069, making a total fire loss of 
$4,010,201. 


ADDITIONS AND CHANGES. 
Apparatus. 


September 16, 1921, Chemical Company 1 was dis- 
banded, the horses delivered to the Department Veteri- 
nary Hospital, apparatus placed in reserve and the 
members of the company reassigned. 

September 16, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven high pressure hose wagon was placed in service 
with Engine Company 4. This high pressure hose 
wagon is equipped with two Morse guns. ‘There are 
six inlets to each gun, with nozzle tips ranging from 14 
to 23 inchesin diameter. This wagon has a hose-carrying 
capacity of 2,000 feet. By this change the horse-drawn 
hose wagon and two horses were displaced. 

September 16, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination hose and chemical wagon was placed 
in service with Engine Company 6, replacing a horse- 
drawn hose wagon and two horses. 

October 18, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination pumping engine and hose wagon, 
750 gallons capacity, was installed in the quarters of 
Kngine Company 30, replacing the horse-drawn steam 
fire engine and the horse-drawn hose wagon. The 
replaced apparatus was put in reserve and the horses, 
five in number, delivered to the Department Veterinary 
Hospital. 

October 19, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination pumping engine and hose wagon, 
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750 gallons capacity, was installed in the quarters of 
Kngine Company 16, replacing the horse-drawn steam 
fire engine and a horse-drawn hose wagon and five 
horses. 

October 28, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination pumping engine and hose wagon, 
750 gallons capacity, was installed in the quarters of 
Engine Company 18, replacing a horse-drawn steam fire 
engine and a horse-drawn hose wagon and five horses. 

October 29, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination pumping engine and hose wagon was 
installed with Engine Company 20, replacing a horse- 
drawn steam fire engine and a horse-drawn hose wagon 
and five horses. 

October 31, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven four-wheel tractor attached to a Seagrave 85-foot 
aerial ladder truck was installed in the quar’'ers of 
Ladder Company 1, replacing an American-LaFrance 
motor-driven 75-foot aerial ladder truck. The replaced 
truck was placed in reserve. 

December 10, 1921, Chemical Company 11 was 
disbanded, the apparatus placed in reserve and the 
members of the company reassigned. 

December 10, 1921, Chemical Company 13 was 
disbanded, the apparatus placed in reserve and the 
members of the company reassigned. 

December 10, 1921, a new engine company, known as 
Kngine Company 52, was established in the quarters 
formerly occupied by Chemical Company 11 with an 
American-LaFrance motor-driven combination pumping 
engine and hose wagon, 750 gallons capacity. 

December 10, 1921, a new engine company, known 
as Engine Company 53, was established in the quarters 
formerly occupied by Chemical Company 13 with a 
Seagrave triple combination pumping engine, 750 gallons 
capacity. 

December 19, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination pumping engine and hose wagon, 
1,000 gallons capacity and an American-LaFrance 
motor-driven combination hose and chemical wagon 
were installed in the quarters of Engine Company 1, 
replacing a Seagrave motor-driven triple combination 
pumping engine, which was placed in reserve. 

December 19, 1921, a Seagrave motor-driven triple 
combination pumping engine was installed in the 
quarters of Engine Company 2. This engine has a 
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rated pump capacity of 750 gallons. By this change 
a horse-drawn steam fire engine and horse-drawn hose 
wagon and five horses were displaced. The displaced 
apparatus was put in reserve and the horses delivered 
to the Department Veterinary Hospital. 

December 19, 1921, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination pumping engine and hose wagon, 
750 gallons capacity and a Knox motor-driven combina- 
tion hose and chemical wagon were installed in the 
quarters of Engine Company 14, replacing a Seagrave 
motor-driven triple combination pumping engine and 
hose wagon. This triple combination pumping engine 
was installed with Engine Company 53. 


Chiefs’ Automobiles. 


During the year six new automobiles for the use of the 
chief officers were placed in service, displacing old ones. 


Tools and Appliances. 

The following new appliances were placed in service 
in the department as follows: 

Portalites were furnished the following companies, 
Ladders 1, 8, 18, 17. The portalite is a portable elec- 
tric spotlight with a nickel reflector and lamp which is 
attached to a three-cell, six-volt battery. This light 
is useful in illuminating dark alleys, areaways, etc. 

The engine companies responding to alarms in the 
high pressure zone were furnished with pressure gauges 
for use in connection with the high pressure hydrants. 
Engine Companies 4, 6, 7, 8, 15, 25, 26, 35, 39 being 
supplied. 

Fastman play-pipe holders for 3-inch hose were fur- 
nished the following companies which respond to 
alarms in the high pressure zone, Engine Companies 4, 
Die, Os cin rrsee cane 

The Ross Hydrant thawing device, an appliance for 
generating steam to thaw out hydrants, gates, etc., was 
placed in service with the following companies: Engines 
1, 5, 14, 18, 19, 26, 28, 30, 41, 46, 53. These companies 
are equipped with gasolene pumping engines and hereto- 
fore had no means of thawing frozen hydrants. 


BUILDINGS. 


During the year work of remodeling the quarters of 
Engine Companies 26-35, Mason street, was continued. 
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This work, which includes the addition of a third story, 
when finished, will adequately house these two impor- 
tant intown companies. 

The quarters of Engine Company 28 and Ladder 
Company 10, Centre street, Jamaica Plain, are now 
being remodeled, a third story being added, which, 
when completed, will bring this station up to the regu- 
lations. 

During the year considerable work has been done in 
painting the interior and exterior of the several depart- 
ment houses. As regards cleanliness the houses are 
kept in good condition. 

Many houses wherein motor apparatus are quartered 
should be altered to comply with the regulations. 


APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 


The annual inspection of apparatus and equipment, 
including hose, was made, and the necessary repairs 
made to bring same up to the proper standard of effi- 
ciency. 


BUILDING INSPECTION. 


Weekly building inspections were made by all the 
officers of the fire-fighting force. These inspections 
invariably resulted in correcting a considerable number 
of hazardous conditions by verbal notice. Where it 
appeared that verbal notice was not sufficient to cause 
the remedying of the hazardous conditions, complaint 
in writing was forwarded to headquarters, from whence 
copies were forwarded to the responsible parties. This 
action generally produced the desired results. 

Theaters and motion picture houses were inspected 
weekly and reports forwarded on their condition. 

All public buildings and schoolhouses were inspected 
monthly and conditions reported. 

The work of the Fire Prevention Bureau during the 
past year has been carried out in a very satisfactory 
manner. The work of the inspectors attached to this 
bureau, by the rigid inspections made, has, no doubt, 
tended materially to lessen the fire loss. 


Mutua. AID. 


The department responded to thirty-three (33) alarms 
of fire outside of the city. The usual fine spirit of co- 
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operation manifested by the cities and towns on our 
border or adjacent thereto was shown during the past 
year. 


SCHOOLS. 


Forty-two (42) recruits attended and passed the 
department drill school. 

Twenty-two (22) members received instructions in the 
engineer’s school. Five members of the Lynn Fire 
Department, and one from the Lewiston, Me., depart- 
ment also attended and passed this school. 

Two hundred twenty-seven (227) members received 
instruction in the use and operation of the new high 
pressure hydrants. 

Fourteen (14) members were instructed in the care and 
operation of the high pressure pumping stations. 

One hundred seventeen (117) members attended and 
passed the motor pump school. ‘This school was also 
attended by members of the fire departments of Lynn, 
Fall River and Beverly. 

One hundred ninety-two (192) members passed the 
chauffeurs’ school. ? 

Ten captains attended the school of instruction con- 
ducted by the Insurance Library Association of Boston. 

One hundred seventy-five (175) members attended the 
course of lectures at the fire college of our department. 
This course was also attended by officers representing 
the fire departments of Salem, Quincy, Medford, 
Melrose and Lynn. 


CoMPANY DRILLS. 


1. The annual company drills at Headquarters com- 
menced September 21, 1921, and finished November 
22, 1921. Accuracy in the performance of each evolu- 
tion was the outstanding feature in these drills, hence 
the increase in time of performance over that of pre- 
vious years. The drills were, on the whole, very satis- 
factorily performed, the evolutions being as follows: 


1. Connect two lines, 100 feet each, from engine to deluge 
set. 

2. Connect two lines, 100 feet each, from engine to Morse 
gun. 

3. Raise 50-foot ladder to fourth floor window and dog 
same. 
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4. Run 200 feet 23-inch line over 50-foot ladder, up stair- 
way and show pipe out fifth floor window. 

5. Raise 30-foot ladder to fire escape, carry 17-foot roof 
ladder over same to story above. Dog 30-foot ladder. 

6. Run 250 feet 23-inch line over 30-foot ladder, over fire 
escape to roof, 75 feet from ground. 

7. Take life line and haul 25-foot ladder to roof 75 feet 
from ground. 

8. Take life line, haul 200 feet 23-inch hose to roof. 

9. Run 100 feet 24-inch hose from engine, connect Morse 
gate and Bresnan nozzle. 

10. Connect chuck to hydrant (flexible suction) water to 
engine. 


2. The following pages show the result of the drill 
in which all companies participated, except the three 
fireboat crews. These tables show the list of com- 
panies drilling, the time consumed in each evolution, 
and time consumed by each company in completing 
all evolutions. 
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Fire PREVENTION WEEK. 


During the week ending October 8, 1921, in addition 
to the usual inspections by district and company officers, 
a member from each engine and ladder company, in its 
subdistrict, inspected the cellars and yards of stores, 
and the cellars, stairways and roofs of dwelling houses 
containing three or more families with a view of causing 
the removal of combustible rubbish, obstructions to 
egress, etc. 

The inspectors attached to the Fire Prevention Bureau 
also made an intensive drive throughout the ‘‘ High 
Value District”’ for the purpose of causing the removal 
of combustible rubbish, articles blocking egress and 
other simple but hazardous conditions tending to create 
a fire menace. 

Lectures on fire prevention were delivered by the 
officers of the department, also fire drills witnessed in 

the various public schools throughout the city. 
~ On Monday, October 10, 1921, Fire Prevention Day, 
at various intervals throughout the day, engine and 
ladder companies gave a short exhibition drill, after 
. which one of the officers addressed the gathering on the 
value of fire prevention. In the evening an exhibition 
of the flood lights used by the department at night fires 
and a demonstration of the Magnavox —a new am- 
plifying device — was given at fire headquarters.

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HicH PRESSURE SYSTEM. 


On December 19, 1921, the high pressure system was 
put in service, with one pumping station completed, 
1. €., station No. 2, located in the substation of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, Atlantic avenue, 
opposite Pearl street. 

On January 23, 1922, station No. 1, located in the 
Lincoln power station of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company at Commercial and Battery streets, was 
completed and put in service. 

High pressure station 1 is equipped with two Worth- 
ington 3-stage centrifugal pumps, each directly con- 
nected to a Westinghouse steam turbine, 1,165 revolu- 
tions per minute, 175 pounds steam pressure. Each 
pump has a capacity of 3,000 gallons per minute at 300 
pounds pressure and 4,500 gallons per minute at 200 
pounds pressure. 

High pressure station 2 is equipped with two Worth- 
ington 4-stage centrifugal pumps, each directly con- 
nected to a 750 horse power, 235-volt, 2,580-ampere, 
1,000 revolutions per minute, direct-current Westing- 
house motor. Pump capacity of 3,000 gallons per 
minute at 300 pounds pressure and 4,500 gallons per 
minute at 200 pounds pressure. j 

The stations are under the general supervision of the 
deputy chief in charge of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Repairs. The superintendent of repairs has direct 
charge of maintenance and operation. Operation is in 
three shifts, with an engineer and an assistant on duty 
in each station. 

The system now has about twelve miles of pipe with 
three hundred ten (310) hydrants in service in the ‘‘ High 
Value Section.”’ The hydrants connected to the system 
are of a specially designed post type, opening against 
the pressure, with 6%-inch valve opening and 8-inch 
gated connection to main. Hydrants have four 24- 
inch outlets with an independent gate on each. They 
are spaced on an average of 150 feet apart. 

Rules governing the operation of the system have been 
issued to the department in general orders; additional 
rules will be made as situations requiring them arise. 
Steam fire engines and motor pumpers respond to alarms 
from the high pressure district as formerly, but instruc- 
tions are for them not to approach within 300 feet of the 
building on fire if high pressure hydrants are available. 
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Three high pressure hose wagons respond to alarms in 
the district but do not go outside the zone. 

On the evening of December 9, 1921, after the comple- 
tion of the acceptance tests of the pumps, a trial run was 
conducted to demonstrate the speed with which streams 
from turret nozzles could be put in operation on the fire 
grounds, and the fact that the system was ready for fire 
service. Box 1257, Atlantic avenue and State street, 
was pulled at 9.02.30. Fifteen seconds later the alarm 
began to come in at the pumping stations, and on com- 
pletion of the first round, 20 seconds later, one of the 
pumps was started at station 2. A pressure of 125 
pounds was obtained at 9.04, and at. 9.05.45, three 
minutes and fifteen seconds after the box was pulled, 
water came from the turret nozzles on the wagons of 
Engine 8 and high pressure hose wagon of Fngine 25, 
which had responded with other apparatus: On receipt 
of orders, pressures at the station were successively 
raised to 150 and 175 pounds. 

With the installation of the high pressure system 
the fire protection in the congested value district has 
been very materially improved. 


RECOMMENDATIONS.

In addition to the above I would recommend that the 
quarters of Engine Company 4 be remodeled in antici- 
pation of motor apparatus being installed therein. At 
present the high pressure hose wagon — motor-driven — 
is quartered there, but the construction of the quarters 
is not up to the regulations. 


HicH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


I would recommend that the work of completing the 
high pressure system be carried on as rapidly as funds 
will permit. At the present time the system protects 
about 662 per cent of the congested value district. With 
the completion of the remaining 333 per cent of the high 
pressure service this section should be adequately pro- 
tected against the spread of fire. 

In conelusion, I wish to extend my thanks for the 
co-operation given me by the Boston Police Department, 
the Boston Protective Department, and to all other 
departments and corporations which rendered assistance 
at various times during the past year. 

To the members of the department I wish to express 
my appreciation for the loyal and efficient manner in 
which they performed their several duties.

CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


EXTERIOR WORK. 


Fifty-five thousand three hundred and _ fifty-five 
(55,355) feet of cable was hauled into underground ducts 
for extension of service and to make possible the removal 
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of overhead wires, and about thirty-six hundred (3,600) 
feet of cable was installed to replace defective cable. 

Thirty-three (83) new box posts; four (4) large cable 
test posts; two (2) small test posts and two (2) special 
combination posts for traffic bells and cable terminals 
were installed. 

Three (3) box posts were moved to new locations and 
thirteen (18) box posts and four (4) test posts were 
replaced with new posts. 

Seven thousand three hundred and forty-eight (7,348) 
feet of ducts were laid underground, and nine (9) man- 
holes and one (1) handhole were built. 

About eight (8) miles of new wire was run, principally 
to replace defective wire. Approximately eighteen (18) 
miles of old line wire was removed from poles. 

Twenty-one (21) new fire alarm boxes (additional) 
were installed, eighteen (18) of which are public boxes. 
All fire alarm boxes were painted. 


HicH PRESSURE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


A circuit connecting jack has been placed in each fire 
alarm box in the high pressure zone, and these jacks are 
connected into two special circuits running to the fire 
alarm office. Each chief officer in the department has 
been equipped with portable telephone and telegraph 
sets by which they may communicate with headquarters. 

A special signal circuit connects the two pumping 
stations to the fire alarm office. On these special 
circuits, visual and audible signals are transmitted and 
all signals are automatically recorded. 


INTERIOR CONSTRUCTION. 


One high pressure pumping station has been wired 
for light, heat and signals, and the other for lights and 
signals. Three department stations were re-wired com- 
pletely, and many changes and additions have been 
made to the wiring in other stations. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It is recommended that about the usual amount of 
underground construction be done this coming year. 
Many new fire alarm boxes are needed and should be 
installed. The red light system should be considerably 
extended — at least one hundred additional lights were 
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promised by the Public Works Department for 1921, but 
only a few of the promised number were installed. 

Consideration should be immediately given to the 
construction of a new fire alarm office. There is practi- 
cally no spare apparatus in the present office equipment 
for the extension of the system. Requirements of the 
National Board of Underwriters cannot be complied 
with because there is no room for expansion. 

Considerable time and care must be given to the study 
and investigation of such a project; the location and 
type of building; the kind of apparatus to be used; the 
method of new outside connections, ete., will require 
serious and earnest consideration, and preparations 
should be begun at the earliest possible moment to 
accomplish this object. 

I recommend that a new telephone system be installed 
to replace the present system. There is no question but 
that a new system would be considerably more efficient 
than the present one, and in addition to this fact, more 
than two hundred (200) miles of wire now used for tele- 
phone service would be available for fire alarm purposes. 

I believe that the use of wireless telephones would be 
of considerable benefit if apparatus were installed in the 
fire alarm office and on the fire boats. With this outfit 
the boats could always be communicated with irrespec- 
tive of their position.

Because of a serious fire in the Old State House the 
clock movement in that building had to be removed 
and thoroughly overhauled and a new dial installed.

The following presentation of the activities of the 
various branches connected with the Bureau of Supplies 
and Repairs for the fiscal year 1921-1922 is herewith 
submitted: 


Motor APPARATUS REPAIRS — BUREAU SHOPS. 


Number of jobs performed. eee 4,606

This work consisted of all character of repairs on all 
types of motor-driven apparatus in the department, in 
many cases the entire mechanism being renewed or 
completely overhauled. It is to be noted here that in 
the repair of motor apparatus possessed by this depart- 
ment, for the most part very complicated, our Bureau 
forces handled the same in a most capable manner. 


Motor APPARATUS REPAIRS — OUTSIDE CONCERNS.

Not possessing adequate facilities for the proper 
maintenance and repair of certain elements which go to 
make a motor vehicle, it was found necessary to resort 
to outside concerns for repairs, this work consisting of 
repairs to springs, fenders, windshields, wheels, magnetos, 
storage batteries, tires, innertubes, carburetors, electric 
horns, switches, ete. 

Notrre.— All of our motor-driven apparatus has been 
through our shops for repairs or general overhauling — 
in some instances more than once. 


EMERGENCY MororR SQuADS. 


We have assigned from our fire-fighting forces some 
ten members who render night and day service and are 
known as Squads No. 1 and No. 2. These men have 
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proven their ability to cope with most any condition 
which might exist in the operation and re-establishment 
of service in our motor-driven or horse-drawn apparatus. 
I know of no condition existing in the year 1921 in which 
they have failed to accomplish the task which they set 
out to perform. 


New Moror EQUIPMENT. 


The following new motor equipment were contracted 
for and received during the fiscal year 1921-1922:

To my mind, the major principle involved in obtaining 
maximum .efficiency for apparatus and equipment is 
standardization of type and class. 


Mortror PumMP SCHOOL. 


The establishment of a motor pump school in this 
department is, as far as I am aware, the first school of 
its type in the country. Many members of the depart- 
ment have already attended in small groups, as it was 
found that more practical training could be given, and 
more individual instruction given where the classes were 
not so large. In addition to our own men, we have had 
as observers many members of outside fire departments. 

Classes were conducted during the open weather, 
and will be resumed as soon as conditions warrant. 

The men trained in this art have proved their efficiency 
many times over in the operation of our motor pumps, 
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especially during the extremely cold weather, which, in 
itself, is a most severe test. This being an innovation, 
the men under instruction have grasped the most 
intricate details with astonishing ease, and it tends to 
give confidence to the timid, and develops poise in the 
operator. 

Information has been sought, on many occasions, by 
outside sources, who have come to realize the important 
part to be played by motor pumps in the extinguish- 
ment of fires. It is gratifying to know that, with this 
instruction we have developed a method by which a 
motor pump functions on all of its cylinders, rather 
than only a few, resulting in undeveloped operation. 


CHAUFFEURS’ SCHOOL. 


Under the direction of our Instructor of Motor Appar- 
atus about two hundred officers and men have been 
given a thorough course of training in the care and 
operation of motor vehicles. Completing their course 
with the instructor, the men are turned over to the 
Engineer of Motor Apparatus for final test and approval, 
thus checking up their qualifications. Ina vast majority 
of cases, excellent results have been obtained in the 
adoption of this practice. 


Motor VEHICLE INSPECTION. 


Periodic inspection of each piece of motor apparatus 
in service is conducted by our Engineer of Motor Appar- 
atus, he planning the time for inspection from the chauf- 
feurs’ reports which are received at this Bureau from 
time to time. Again, more frequent inspection is made 
of apparatus which have been subjected to exception- 
ally severe service. His findings are submitted to the 
First Deputy Chief, in charge of this bureau who, in 
turn forwards them to headquarters, from which source 
orders are issued for the correction of any defects which 
may exist. 

In connection with the inspection of motor apparatus, 
all drive chains and anti-skid chains were inspected by 
a man detailed from this bureau for that purpose. 

The Engineer of Motor Apparatus, in addition to his 
duties specified above, responds to multiple alarms of 
fire, at which time he notes particularly the workings 
of the various motor pumps in action. 
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TrestTING OF NEw APPARATUS BEFORE ACCEPTANCE. 


All of the apparatus purchased during the year was 
subjected to most severe tests in hill climbing, road 
work, turning radius and reverse movements. Cylinder 
compression tests by means of a gauge were made on 
all motors. Representatives of the makers, members 
of our department, and, in some instances, interested 
outside fire department officials have been present at 
these tests. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 


With a view towards eliminating unnecessary delay 
by our apparatus in response to alarms of fire, we sub- 
mitted sample of gasoline supplied this department under 
contract, to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where a comparative analysis was made with the latest 
specifications of the National Committee on Standardiza- 
tion of Petroleum Specifications, and needless to say, 
resulted favorably. 

In an experimental test we ascertained the relative 
superiority of the cord constructed pneumatic auto- 
mobile tire over that of the fabric constructed type. In 
order that we might arrive at a proper basis for compar- 
ison, we equipped six of our passenger type cars with 
cord tires of the most standard makes — five tires and 
innertubes for each car. A complete record of gasoline 
consumption, oil used, mileage made, and other data 
incidental to proper conclusions, were kept by the 
drivers. It is our desire to eliminate, so far as it is 
possible, the time lost in changing tires brought about 
through punctures, blowouts and imperfect construction. 

We also equipped one of our motor combination hose 
and chemical cars with cord pneumatic tires in order to 
establish a comparision in the maintenance between 
that type and the solid tire equipment.

Included in the above cost were the overhauling and 
repairing of steam fire engines, replacing of band brakes, 
repairing and replacing of springs, the renewal of channel 
irons and solid butt end tires, and repairs to service 
ladders. 
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Among the minor renewals and repairs coming within 
the scope of the above figures were the following: ladder 
rungs, axe handles, sledge hammer and rake handles, 
sharpening axes, repairs to harnesses, life belts, hose 
lines and fire hats.

The above expenditure covers the repair and renewal 
of shutoff nozzles, chucks, suctions, extinguishers, coup- 
lings, etc., due to the fact that our shop does not contain 
the proper facilities for handling the same. 

The upkeep of various department buildings was 
cared for by our corps of carpenters, painters, plumbers 
and steamfitters. Among other things, about two 
hundred twenty-seven lights of glass were reset, and worn 
sashes replaced with new ones. The necessary stock 
used in this work was obtained from reliable outside 
sources. 

The cost of the above work is indicated in the follow- 
ing:

PAINT SHOP. 


In order that we might guard against the rapid depre- 
ciation of our fire-fighting apparatus, we have inaugu- 
rated in our paint shop an ‘‘endless-chain” system of 
apparatus painting. By this method we are enabled at 
all times to display, aside from a rugged, workable piece 
of apparatus, an attractive piece of apparatus. 

Our house-painting forces have done much to prolong 
the life of our many department quarters, as it has been 
found more economical to apply an additional coat of 
paint here and there than to allow the property in 
question disintegrate to such a degree as to require 
complete rebuilding. In this manner a great saving 
has been effected. 
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CLOTHING DIVISION. 


In addition to the regular duties incumbent upon the 
members of the hose and harness shop of this Bureau, 
certain of these individuals are now engaged in the 
marking and distribution of uniform clothing which is 
furnished gratis to the members of this department. 

Uniform parts of clothing are carefully examined, and 
if the same are found to be completely worn, orders are 
issued to the manufacturer holding the contract to 
furnish new parts. In this manner the men always 
appear neat, as the clothing and parts must conform to 
the provisions of specifications laid down in General 
Orders, thus making all uniform standard. 

In due course the uniform overcoats are concentrated 
at District Headquarters, where they are examined 
preparatory to cold storage in accordance with a schedule 
established by the Committee on Clcthing, composed 
of officers of the department. 


STOREROOM. 


The installation of metal bins and compartments has 
done much to eliminate the loss of time in the selection 
of material located in the said bins. ‘This is particularly 
true in emergencies when goods must be obtained at a 
moment’s notice. Incidental to the installation of the 
said bins and compartments, much useless material has 
been disposed of and also much material has been sal- 
vaged for future use. 

In connection with the metal bins and compartments 
above mentioned, stock cards are attached to each bin, 
from which one may readily ascertain the contents of 
each bin, thus assuring us of an ample stock on hand at 
all times, and eliminating the possibility of a shortage 
of any one commodity. 


MACHINE. SHOP. 


The purchase of a Brown & Sharpe Universal Milling 
Machine, a bench drill and a motor-driven valve-grinding 
machine, has not alone reduced our operating costs to an 
appreciable extent, but has resulted in the turning out of 
a finer grade of work. With the use of the machines 
above mentioned, we have attained accuracy to the 
one-thousandth of an inch, which feature is so all- 
important when the high cost of our major fire-fighting 
apparatus is taken into consideration. 
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Furthermore, we are not compelled to resort to outside 
repair concerns for much of our emergency jobs, as our 
repair forces have adapted themselves most efficiently 
in the use of the machines mentioned previously. 


Toot Room. 


The establishment of a new tool room on the machine 
shop floor in charge of a competent individual has done 
much towards eliminating a good deal of carelessness on 
the part of our shop forces in the care of tools used by 
them in the repair of apparatus, etc. 

By means of a metal check system, each man who 
borrows an article from the tool room is held strictly 
responsible for its return. 


Main Foor. 


In order to accomplish repairs on apparatus in the least 
possible time, we have had erected on the main apparatus 
floor a number of wooden bins in which have been lo- 
cated standard sizes of bolts, nuts, screws, washers, etc. 
Thus it may be seen that these articles are readily 
accessible, and the men are not obliged to climb two 
flights of stairs to the stock room for material. 


CONCLUSION. 


Due to the systematic and efficient conduct of our 
repair shops, the present structure is gradually proving 
inadequate in so far as space is concerned. Looking into 
the future, it is my belief that means should be taken to 
provide for a larger shop, thus insuring more efficient 
maintenance which is necessary to care for the annual - 
growth of our department, brought on by increased 
motorization and additional quarters. 

What we lack in this department are proper storage 
facilities. Much of our material is distributed in differ- 
ent sections of the city, some times difficult of access, 
which means that we are using every available place 
under our jurisdiction to store material which must be 
used at a moment’s notice.

I herewith submit annual report of the Wire Division 
of the Fire Department for the year 1921-1922. 

The underground district for 1922 has been prescribed 
and advertised in accordance with the law, and is as 
follows: 

BRIGHTON. 

Washington street, from Commonwealth avenue to Corey 
road. 

Corey road, from Washington street to the Brookline line. 

Wallingford road, from Chestnut Hill avenue to Common- 
wealth avenue. 

East Boston. 
Border street, from the North Ferry to Condor street. 
Sumner street, from Maverick square to Border street. 


ROXBURY. 
Zeigler street, from Warren street to Dearborn street. 


DORCHESTER. 


Dorchester avenue, from Peabody square to Pierce square. 
Fuller street, from Dorchester avenue to Washington street. 
West Cottage street, from Dudley street to Blue Hill avenue. 


Back Bay. 


Brookline avenue, from Commonwealth avenue, a distance 
of 1,890 feet to a point 150 feet south of the south line of Fuller- 
ton street. 


Making a total distance of four miles of streets as 
provided by law. 

The above streets were prescribed in accordance with 
chapter 196 of the Acts of 1921, which reads as follows: 


[CHAPTER 196] 


AN Act To PRovIDE FOR REMOVING OR PLACING UNDER- 
GROUND CERTAIN WIRES AND ELECTRICAL APPLIANCES 
IN THE City oF BosToN. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. In the month of January, in the year 1922, 
and in said month of each year thereafter, to and including 
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the year 1926, the Fire Commissioner of the City of Boston 
shall prescribe and give public notice thereof in at least two 
daily newspapers in said city, by advertisement therein, twice 
a week for two weeks in succession, of not more than four 
miles of streets in any one year, from which poles shall be 
removed and the wires buried underground, except such poles 
and wires as are excepted in chapter 364 of the Acts of 1911. 

Sect. 2. The work for the years 1920 and 1921 heretofore 
prescribed under existing statutes need not be done, but any 
street or streets formerly included in the work prescribed 
for said years may be included by the Fire Commissioner in 
the future work to be done under this Act. The obligation to 
do any work prescribed under existing laws to be done in years 
before 1920, shall not be affected by anything in this Act 
contained. 

Sect. 3. The powers conferred and the duties imposed 
upon the officer mentioned in said chapter 364, and other 
acts mentioned in said chapter, are hereby extended and said 
powers shall be exercised and said duties performed by said 
Fire Commissioner in each of the years 1922 to 1926 inclusive. 

[Approved March 20, 1921. 


The following data gives the details of the work done 
by this division: 

During the year there were fifty-five fires and four 
manhole explesions due to electrical causes, the total 
loss being $744,725.60. Of this amount two car barn 
fires caused a loss of $669,514,82, and three other fires 
caused a loss of $71,835.30, leaving $3,375.48 for the 
other fifty fires. These fires have received the atten- 
tion of this division. 

All electrical construction which comes under the 
supervision of this Division has received attention. 

No violation of the law relating to electrical con- 
struction has necessitated court action during the year. 

The total income was $36,511.82. 

Owing to the fact that the force of the Interior Divi- 
sion has been increased during the year by the appoint- 
ment of three new inspectors, we have been able to 
detail two inspectors who will devote all their time to 
the inspection of old electrical installation in buildings, 
commencing with the work in the city proper. 

During the year a new edition of the Rules and 
Requirements of the Fire Commissioner (Wire Division) 
has been issued. 
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EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The underground district for the year 1921 as pre- 
scribed under authority of chapter 196 of the Special 
Acts of 1916, comprised the following main and side 
streets: —

Making a total distance of two miles as provided by 
law. 
The above streets were prescribed for underground 
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construction on January 18, 1921, but chapter 196 of 
the Legislative Acts of 1921 approved March 30, pro- 
vided that the underground work for the years 1920 and 
1921 heretofore prescribed need not be done. 

This gave the companies a chance to devote their 
energies to certain streets in the 1917, 1918, and 1919 
underground districts where underground work had not 
been completed and in which poles and overhead wires 
were still maintained. 

With a few exceptions, where work is now in progress, 
all streets in the 1917, 1918, and 1919 underground dis- 
tricts have been cleared of poles and overhead wires. 

In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various companies 
for the purpose of passing on such locations. All 
carrying poles standing in the streets are stencilled by 
this department for purpose of identification, and are 
plotted in atlases on file in our office. All poles standing 
in the city are inspected and tested yearly by the inspec- 
tors of this division and at the same time a general inspec- 
tion is made of all overhead construction. This work 
is in addition to the regular inspection work necessary 
on account of new construction. Poles found to be 
leaning or in process of decay are reported to companies 
owning same and where conditions warrant it poles are 
condemned. During the past year the inspectors of 
this division reported one hundred and seventy (170) 
poles decayed at base and thirty-nine (39) poles leaning, 
or a total of two hundred and nine (209) poles, which 
were replaced by new poles or reset by the various com- 
panies at the request of this department. 

Twenty-six (26) abandoned poles were also reported 
by our inspectors and were removed by the various 
companies at our request.

ANNUAL REPORT

HHALTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1921.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir,— Pursuant to section 24 of chapter 3 of the 
ordinances of the City of Boston, I have the honor to 
submit this report, being the fiftieth annual report 
of the Health Department, covering the work of the 
department for the calendar year 1921, and its receipts 
and expenditures for the fiscal period ending January 31, 
1922. 


PUBLIC HEALTH AND THE OPERATIONS OF 
THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT DURING THE 
CALENDAR YEAR 1921. 


This is a brief statement concerning the state of the 
public health in Boston during the year just ended, 
and the operations of the Health Department during 
that period. 

Mortality. Deaths among the total population, resi- 
dents and nonresidents, numbered 10,217, and the 
general death rate was 13.48 per thousand, the lowest 
death record in the history of Boston. What such 
figures mean in lives saved —or at least in deaths 
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postponed — can be best seen by considering the num- 
ber of deaths that would have occurred in 1921 had the 
death rate during that. year continued as high as during 
stated earlier periods. Had the death rate for 1921 
been as high as it was in 1920, deaths would have 
numbered 11,699, or 1,482 in excess of the number that 
did occur. Had the death rate continued as it was in 
1911, 12,941 deaths would have occurred, an excess of 
2,724. And had the death rate continued as it was at 
the beginning of the current century, in 1901, there 
would have been 15,054 deaths, representing a saving 
of 4,837 lives. 

Among the resident population alone 8,401 deaths 
occurred, the death rate being 11.09. 

The most striking feature of the mortality tables is 
the diminished death rate among children under five 
years of age; only 2,079 deaths occurred in 1921, 
whereas 2,773 occurred in 1920. Among children in 
the first year of life, 1,495 deaths occurred, equivalent 
to 77.22 per thousand live births. Many features con- 
tributed toward the decreased mortality in these groups, 
but one cause worthy of special note is the diminution 
in deaths among children under two years of age from 
diarrheal diseases, from 361 in 1920 to 208 in 1921. 

The decline in general mortality was the result of 
individual variations in the mortality from various 
diseases, some Operating to increase the death rate, 
others to diminish it. Diseases affecting the respiratory 
tract showed a strong downward movement. Compar- 
ing 1920 with 1921, deaths from tuberculosis fell from 
956 to 877; deaths from lobar pheumonia, from 672 to 
457; deaths from broncho-pneumonia, from 689 to 426; 
from influenza, from 479 to 22. Deaths from violence 
fell from 648 in 1920 to 639 in 1921. But an upward 
movement appeared in cancer, from 968 to 1,055; in 
appendicitis, from 116 to 155, and from alcoholism, 
from 31 to 69. 

A general synopsis of the vital statistics for Boston 
in 1921, with corresponding data for the preceding year, 
appears on pages 120 and 121. 

Communicable Diseases.— No serious outbreak of 
communicable disease occurred during the year. Usual 
activities looking toward the prevention of such diseases 
continued, but with increased effectiveness. The circu- 
lars and leaflets used by the Health Department in its 
operations against communicable diseases have very 
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generally been brought up to date and rewritten and an 
effort has been made to revise the report and record 
system in the medical division so as to encourage 
thoroughness and accuracy in work and to facilitate 
direction and supervision and statistical study and con- 
trol. 

Bubonic Plague Situation.— Plague has menaced the 
eastern seacoast throughout the year, because of its 
presence in Europe, South America and some of the 
islands of the Atlantic. To limit the danger of its 
introduction and spread through the port of Boston, 
the Health Department has had substantially to increase 
its rat control work. A regular force of trappers has 
been maintained, and the rats caught have been sys- 
tematically examined. The patrol of the waterfront, 
established last year, has been continued, to procure 
compliance with federal and local requirements looking 
toward the prevention of the escape of rats from vessels 
to the shore and to abate rat feeding and rat breeding 
places within the danger zone. In connection with the 
regular sanitary and food inspection service throughout 
the city, rats have been regarded as a nuisance dangerous 
to health, and wherever their presence has been manifest 
action has been taken to abate the nuisance. Realizing, 
however, that rat control work in Boston alone would 
not afford adequate protection to New England or to 
the country generally, and that Boston itself needed 
protection from the introduction of plague not only 
directly from abroad but also indirectly, through 
neighboring cities and towns and other seaports in 
New England, the Health Department actively 
co-operated with the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health in an effort made by that department, 
unfortunately only partly successful, to obtain an 
appropriation to stimulate such work generally through- 
out the state. On the initiative of the Boston Health 
Department, too, the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
called a conference to consider plague prevention, at 
which representatives were present from the United 
States Public Health Service, from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health and corresponding depart- 
ments of other New England states, from many New 
England cities and towns, and from various civic 
bodies. As a result of the conference last mentioned, a 
committee was appointed to inquire into the entire 
situation and to make appropriate recommendations. 
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The examination of trapped rats in connection with 
the plague preventive work of the Health Department 
has added considerably to the burden of the bacterio- 
logical laboratory. Enlarged operations in this field 
were begun in February, in connection with the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public Health: but since that 
time, because of the failure of the state appropriation, 
they have been carried on by the Boston Health 
Department alone. The total number of rats examined 
up to the end of the year was 6,177, and at the close 
of the year examinations were being made at the rate 
of 300 a week. Examinations up to the present time 
have proved negative. In order to facilitate the ex- 
amination of rats, no matter how extensive the need 
for such work may become, and to remove it from the 
laboratory in the City Hall Annex, work has been 
begun toward the establishment of a rat laboratory in 
the upper stories of the garage, at 20 North Grove 
street. A heating plant has already been installed, 
and arrangements made for the accommodation on the 
ground floor of the men employed in and about the 
garage and occupying the upper stories, so that the 
upper floors are now available for remodeling for the 
purposes of a laboratory. 

Typhus Fever.— During the year the public mind 
reached almost a state of panic at one time for fear of 
typhus fever, because of charges of inefficiency of the 
federal quarantine service brought by the health author- 
ities of one of the Atlantic seaports, and because of the 
diverting to the port of Boston of many thousands of 
immigrants from typhus-infected places who could not 
find entrance through that seaport. Facilities were 
installed for the delousing at the Detention Hospital 
of such persons as might have to be deloused should 
any case of typhus be found in Boston, and experts 
were employed by the Boston Health Department to 
facilitate diagnosis, but throughout the season of alarm 
no case was discovered. In December, however, a 
patient suffering from typhus fever, a resident of Maine, 
was found in one of the local hospitals, having presum- 
ably contracted the disease in the course of a journey 
to and from Florida, but the circumstances were such 
as hardly to cause comment and certainly to cause no 
panic. 

The utter inadequacy of the federal quarantine station 
on Gallop’s Island to serve the port of Boston in event 
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of the influx of any considerable number of immigrants, 
and its inadequacy in some respects to serve even pres- 
ent current needs, were brought forcibly to light in 
connection with the typhus situation. On that account, 
and with a view to the effective co-ordination of the 
activities of federal, state and city health authorities 
along the Atlantic seacoast, the Boston Health Depart- 
ment took the initiative in the calling of a conference 
of all such authorities. The conference was called in 
Washington by the Surgeon General of the United 
States Public Health Service, in February, 1921, and 
was of definite benefit in bringing about a better under- 
standing of the entire situation not only by the health 
authorities but by the public generally. The most con- 
crete result of the conference, however, was the making 
of considerable appropriations for the enlargement and 
improvement of certain federal quarantine stations, 
including an appropriation of $150,000 for the Boston 
station. 

Detention Hospital— Much time and thought and 
some money have been spent during the year in an effort 
to find some way in which to provide adequate isolating 
facilities at the Detention Hospital on Southampton 
street. The hospital itself is a disgrace to the City of 
Boston, and the maintenance of such isolating facili- 
ties as it affords is but little short of a crime. Not- 
withstanding that the hospital must certainly within 
a comparatively short time be replaced by a modern 
building, it was thought advisable to reconstruct the 
quarters used for the detention, pending diagnosis, of 
patients suffering from diseases of uncertain nature 
but strongly resembling quarantinable diseases, of 
‘patients suffering from leprosy, and of patients suffering 
from communicable diseases generally, when other 
hospitals cannot accommodate them. Plans were 
drawn, but it was found that available money would 
not permit the work to be done during 1921. If the 
necessary appropriation can be obtained, it is purposed 
to make the needed temporary improvements during 
the coming year. This will not, however, do away with 
the need for a new building, preferably on another site, 
and arrangements to that end should certainly be made 
without delay. 

Blossom Street Health Unit.— One of the most distinct 
advances in the health activities of the Health Depart- 
ment during the year has been the reorganization of the 
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Health Unit on Blossom street and the rehabilitation 
of the building in which it is housed. Through the 
generosity of the Metropolitan Chapter, American Red 
Cross, it was made possible to provide an experienced 
director for the work of the Unit and much of its in- - 
creased efficiency has resulted from that fact. There 
is a much better spirit of co-operation among the work- 
ers representing the several agencies operating from the 
Unit and serving the North and West Ends than ever 
before, resulting in part from the monthly conferences 
that have been established; and through the organiza- 
tion of a local committee of residents in the neighbor- 
hood to co-operate with the Health Department in the 
conduct of the Unit, it is being made to serve the people 
in a way never before possible. A new heating plant 
has been installed, the interior has been painted through- 
out, and partitions, plumbing and lighting have been 
arranged so as to provide convenient accommodations 
on the first floor for all of the activities of the Unit. 
The Health Department now provides nurses for the 
baby hygiene conferences held at the Unit, instead of 
depending upon the Baby Hygiene Association for such 
service, thus co-ordinating such work better with the 
activities of the department in that field. On the 
whole, the Health Unit has been started well on the 
way toward serving the people in the North and West 
Ends in a substantial and helpful way, and what it ac- 
complishes in the next year, if it be adequately sup- 
ported, should go far toward determining the advisa- 
bility or inadvisability of providing similar stations in 
other parts of the city. 

Use of the Bacteriological Laboratory.— An increasing 
recognition of the value of the service rendered by the 
bacteriological laboratory has been shown during the 
year by the use of it by a larger number of physicians. 
Fifty physicians availed themselves of it during the past 
year who had not done so during the year preceding, and 
approximately 90 per cent of the physicians of Boston 
used the laboratory during the past year in connection 
with their professional work. By reason of this fact and 
because of increasing recourse to the laboratory by 
physicians already accustomed to use it, the routine 
examinations in the laboratory increased from 45,729 
to 51,955. 

Pasteurization of Milk.— An exhaustive study of the 
pasteurizing plants in and about Boston, upon which the 
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city depends very largely for the safety of its milk supply, 
is about complete and should result in a more efficient 
control of pasteurization than has been heretofore 
possible. An examination is under way to determine 
the effectiveness with which milk bottles are washed and 
sterilized in milk distributing plants and the cleanliness 
with which milk caps are handled in the course of 
bottling. The very fact of such an examination being 
carried on has resulted in improved conditions. 

Swimming Pools.— The systematic examination of 
the swimming pools in Boston, public and private, 
begun last year, has been continued in so far as the avail- 
able working force in the laboratory has permitted. Its 
necessary interruption from time to time because of 
inadequate laboratory force has shown that however 
willing those who are responsible for the sanitary 
management of those pools: may be, yet as soon as 
official supervision ceases their interest slackens, and 
has demonstrated the necessity for such supervision if 
the patrons of the pools are to be protected. 

Uniformity of Bacteriological Examinations.— The in- 
vestigation initiated by the Health Commissioner in 
December, 1919, to determine the extent and causes of 
variations in the results reported by different bacterio- 
logical laboratories when examining the same or similar 
specimens is rapidly nearing completion. Through the 
courtesy of the late Prof. William T. Sedgwick, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, who undertook 
to supervise the work and to furnish much of the expert 
service, and more lately of his successor, Prof. Samuel C. 
Prescott, and through the courtesy of the Committee of 
the Permanent Charity Fund, Incorporated, who under- 
took to provide the money necessary to carry on the 
work, it has been found possible to obtain the sympathy, 
co-operation and support of from six to nine laboratories 
carrying on bacteriological work in and about metropoli- 
tan Boston, and by their joint effort it is.expected to 
establish uniformity of such results. If it be found 
practicable, as it is hoped, to arrange for some effective 
system of continuing comparison and checking up of 
results, everything possible will have been done that 
seems humanly possible toward eliminating the uncer- 
tainty of the human factor. The importance of stand- 
ardizing such work and of maintaining it at the highest 
possible standard of efficiency is best realized when one 
considers how disastrous may be the results of an er- 
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roneous laboratory report with respect to such diseases 
as diphtheria and tuberculosis, and above all with 
respect to syphilis and gonorrhea. 

Potency of Biologic Products.— To see that serums and 
other more or less perishable biologic agents used by 
physicians for diagnostic, preventive and curative pur- 
poses are kept in such a way as to prevent unnecessary 
deterioration and to insure their potency when sold, the 
Health Department has established a system of inspec- 
tion over such stores as carry such biologic products in 
stock, making sure that they are kept out of the light 
and in clean, cool, dry places. 

Distribution and Collection of Culture Outfits — Im- 
portant improvements have been made during the year 
in the operating equipment of the bacteriological labora- 
tory. Most important, perhaps, has been the establish- 
ing of a system whereby the laboratory now distributes 
and collects the outfits furnished by it for the use of 
physicians in connection with the work of the labora- 
tory. Formerly druggists maintaining stations for the 
distribution and deposit of such outfits had to send to the 
laboratory in the City Hall Annex to obtain and to de- 
liver them; now they merely telephone their needs and 
a motor vehicle from the laboratory delivers the neces- 
sary supplies and collects such as may have been de- 
posited for examination. In the laboratory itself an 
old-fashioned ice-cooled refrigerator has been replaced 
by a thoroughly modern, mechanical refrigerating plant. 
A new autoclave has been provided, and worn-out 
microscopes have been replaced by new ones. Inci- 
dentally, the general condition of the laboratory is much 
better than ever before, because of the present avail- 
ability of a cleaner who devotes her entire time to the 
bacteriological laboratory, replacing the casual service 
of a charwoman having no special fitness for laboratory 
work. 

Food Inspection.— The year 1921 was the busiest and 
possibly the most productive of results in the history of 
the Food Inspection Division. Its usual activities 
looking toward the condemnation of unsound or un- 
wholesome foodstuffs have been continued, and its work 
and responsibilities have been largely increased by the 
growth of the movement for better sanitation in the 
preparation, storage and distribution of foodstuffs. 
In the latter field the responsibilities and work of the 
Health Department have been very substantially in- 
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creased by the enactment of ‘“‘An Act to Regulate 
Bakeries and Bakery Products,’’ chapter 418 of the Acts 
of 1920, and ‘‘An Act Regulating the Manufacture or 
Bottling of Certain Non-Alcoholic Beverages,” chapter 
303, Acts of 1921, and by the regulations made by virtue 
of these acts. Fortunately, through the provision that 
was made in the budget for 1921-22 for additional food 
inspectors, the department has been able to keep abreast 
of its growing responsibilities, although there is still 
abundant opportunity for increased activities. 

Condemnations of foodstuffs were perhaps larger 
during the past year than ever before, possibly because 
of a movement to unload upon the public foodstuffs of 
various kinds that had been accumulated during the war 
and held for exorbitant prices, the owners of which, 
having abandoned hope, sought to unload it on the mar- 
ket for whatever could be obtained. In the warehouse 
of one concern, for instance, 110,000 pounds of fish were 
condemned. Ice cream cones numbering 274,200, hav- 
ing been improperly packed or cared for, were con- 
demned; 19,795 pounds of flour were condemned 
because of improper handling in transportation and of 
the presence of weevils; 20,000 cans of foodstuffs were 
seized and condemned because the cans were either 
swelled, leaking or rusty, and many condemnations of 
less importance were made. 

The Health Department does not point with pride to 
such condemnations as are enumerated above, nor to 
any other condemnations, nor to prosecutions instituted 
and fines collected under the food laws. If forbidden 
foodstuffs are offered for sale in the Boston market, the 
department is glad when it is able to locate them and 
force their withdrawal or destruction. The presence of 
such foodstuffs, however, is ordinarily evidence of 
ignorance, carelessness or dishonesty on the part of the 
owner. And inasmuch as the owner, to make a living 
out of his business, must charge the public with the cost 
of goods destroyed — whether by official condemnation 
or Otherwise — the extent to which condemnations are 
necessary affords a fair index to the price the public is 
compelled to pay for the ignorance, carelessness and 
dishonesty of food producers and distributers. The 
public pays, too, fines imposed upon food producers and 
distributers for the attempted sale or the sale of forbidden 
foodstuffs, inasmuch as the offender must add to the 
cost of his business the amount paid out in fines, and 
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charge the public accordingly. If losses through con- 
demnation and fines came out of the pockets of the pro- 
ducers and distributers of foodstuffs, the ignorant, care- 
less and dishonest producers and distributers would long 
since have been driven out of business. The only hope 
in the situation seems to be jail sentences for habitual 
offenders of this class; for jail sentences could not be 
passed on to the ultimate consumer as fines and losses 
through condemnation are. 

While enactment of the law providing specifically for 
the licensing of producers and distributers of nonal- 
coholic beverages and the law regulating bakeries have 
undoubtedly contributed largely toward an increased 
cleanliness and wholesomeness of the products put out 
by bottlers and bakers, yet the largest and most im- 
portant part of the gain in this respect has been due 
solely to the increased force at the command of the 
Health Department for food inspection work. ‘The 
inspection of bottling establishments and of bakeries 
has shown deplorable conditions in many cases, and in 
twelve instances it was found necessary to close bakeries 
before the proprietors could be led to see the need for 
better sanitation. On the whole, however, the co- 
operation of the bakers and bottlers throughout the city 
has been obtained, and conditions in these trades are 
now far better than ever before. 

One of the most effective pieces of work undertaken 
by the Health Department showed definite results dur- 
ing the year, when fruit brought into Boston from the 
Western Coast was found practically free from contami- 
nation by arsenic. In 1919 it was observed that much 
of the fruit brought into Boston from the Western Coast 
was unduly contaminated with arsenic, the result of 
having been sprayed too late, or too heavily, or in some 
inefficient manner. Large quantities of such fruit were 
condemned, and for a while a strenuous contest with the 
fruit growers of the Western Coast was threatened. An 
appeal was taken by the fruit growers to the United 
States Bureau of Chemistry, at Washington, in an effort 
to have that Bureau sanction the shipment and distribu- 
tion of such fruit as was condemned by the Boston Health 
Department, but the decision of the Health Department 
was sustained. Wiser councils then prevailed, however, 
and instead of undertaking to justify the shipment of 
such fruit the growers combined to work out methods 
whereby fruit might be shipped free from arsenic. Their 
efforts were at first more or less unsuccessful, and in 
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1920 condemnations were relatively large, although not 
so large as in 1919, and again some hard feeling was 
aroused against the Health Department. By 1921, 
however, fruit growers of the west had organized their 
forces and had put into operation methods that have 
resulted in the shipment into Boston this year of fruit 
substantially free from arsenic. This result has been 
accomplished largely through the co-operation of the 
state officers in the western states who have been charged 
with the promotion and the supervision of the production 
and shipment of fruit, and the co-operation of the growers 
themselves, and their agents in Boston. The work 
undertaken by the Boston Health Department has, of 
course, reacted to the benefit of the entire country inas- 
much as there is no reason to believe that the fruit now 
being shipped to Boston is in any way different from that 
distributed throughout the United States generally. 
Boston’s Milk Supply.— A personal inspection of 
many of the creameries and milk shipping stations 
through which milk and cream come from the farmer on 
their way to Boston-was made during the past summer 
by the Health Commissioner. Conditions at many of 
these establishments were far from satisfactory, but as 
a result of the inspection many substantial improvements 
have been made and more are under way. An effort 
has been made to accomplish such results rather by co- 
operation than by compulsion, and the results up to the 
present time justify the method. This is nowhere shown 
better than in the results that have been obtained in the 
cooling of milk, both on the farm and in transportation. 
Of a letter to farmers, prepared by the Health Depart- 
ment, urging the cooling of milk, approximately 25,000 
copies have been sent out by milk distributers doing 
business in Boston, covering the entire milk producing 
area, including all ‘of New England and parts of New 
York and Quebec. With a view to stimulating co-opera- 
tion between railroad managements and milk distri- 
buters, a conference was held on May 16, 1921, where 
the various aspects of the matter and the relative duties 
of consignors, transportation agents and consignees were 
discussed, and there seems to have resulted a better 
understanding among all parties and a substantial 
improvement in the service. Still another conference 
was held, this time with representatives of the large milk 
distributing agencies, and as a result a new form of 
application has been prepared for use by milk producers 
and distributers desiring to bring milk into Boston from 
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hitherto unapproved sources, which will not merely 
furnish the Health Department with a better knowledge 
of the sources of Boston’s milk supply, but will have a 
very definite educative effect on the farmers and dis- 
tributers who may be called upon to fill in the details 
called for by the application blank. 

That milk should be handled only by ‘‘suitable per- 
sons’’ has been recognized by law, since the enactment 
of chapter 548, Acts of 1909, which provides for the issue 
of licenses to such persons only. Up to the past year, 
however, no effort has been made to require would-be 
producers and distributers of milk to prove any definite 
knowledge or experience concerning their fitness to enter 
the business. The practice has now been established, 
however, of seeing that each new applicant is more or 
less acquainted with or experienced in the business in 
which he desires to enter and of limiting any permit or 
license that may be issued so as to keep the licensee 
from entering into the business beyond what his knowl- 
edge and experience will enable him to go with safety 
to the public. The licenses of two persons to distribute 
milk in Boston have been revoked during the current 
year, because of improper conduct or inadequate equip- 
ment. It is more important, however, to keep unfit ' 
persons from entering into the milk business than it is 
to get them out of it after they have entered upon it, and 
to that end the qualifications of would-be producers and 
distributers are to be scrutinized more closely than ever 
before. 

Housing.— Some progress has been made toward im- 
proving housing conditions. During the year 176 dark 
rooms have been provided with adequate light and ven- 
tilation; toilet accommodations have been improved 
in 624 instances, additional accommodations having been 
provided, old fixtures remodeled or replaced, and 
adequate lighting and ventilation required; in 125 
cases sinks have been removed from hallways to kitchens, 
and 55 new sinks have been installed; 32 hallways 
have been lighted and ventilated; and 25 yards have 
been paved and drained. The usual work of the Health 
Department has been carried on looking toward the 
suppression of nuisances and particular attention has 
been paid to the systematic inspection of stables, hen 
yards, massage parlors, vapor baths, day nurseries, pub- 
lic dumps, and so on, as potential sources of danger and 
as such required to be licensed. 

Mosquito Prevention. — Mosquito-breeding pools and 
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other accumulations of water have received special 
attention, a working force having been maintained for 
that purpose during the summer months. All such 
places, as they were located, were recorded on maps, a 
careful study and record were made of the finding of 
mosquito larve and mosquitoes in and about the pools, 
and the surface was systematically oiled, a record being 
kept of the dates of oiling and of the amount of oil used. 
Steps were taken to procure the permanent abatement 
of pools and swamps by drainage or filling wherever that 
course has been practicable. The work done and the 
records made during the summer of 1921 will afford a 
substantial basis for a systematic and more economical 
work in the future. 

Re-establishment of Comfort Station.— By a readjust- 
ment of the working forces it has been possible to open 
an additional public comfort station without expense to 
the city. The toilet accommodations for the public in 
the basement of the City Hall, which had been out of 
service for some time, were put into proper condition 
by the Superintendent of Public Buildings, and one of 
the caretakers on the Health Department pay roll 
assigned to look after them. All of the public comfort 
stations throughout the city have been thoroughly over- 
hauled and are now in excellent condition. Bulletin 
boards have been installed in each to facilitate the pub- 
heity work of the Health Department. A new agree- 
ment has been made for the use of coin locks in these 
stations, and a concession has been left for the installation 
of penny-in-the-slot scales, whereby the public will be 
accommodated and the city will derive an increased 
revenue. 

New Office Quarters.— Increased floor space provided 
for the Health Department in the City Hall Annex has 
permitted substantial improvement in arrangements for 
the work of officers and employees, for the keeping of files 
and records, and for transacting public business gen- 
erally. It has permitted, too, a beginning toward a 
much needed enlargement of the accommodations and 
equipment of the chemical laboratory, which it is hoped 
will within the next year be prepared to do for the public 
mucn needed work in the supervision and control of 
foods and drugs belonging to that group the purity of 
which can only be determined by chemical analyses. 
The nucleus of a working library has been installed 
and the books and magazines already belonging to 
the Health Department have been rearranged and 
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catalogued. Special attention has been paid to providing 
an adequate supply of technical and trade journals 
relating to the activities of the department and to 
making such journals available to all officers and em- 
ployees. To encourage the use of such sources of cur- 
rent information, a journal club has been organized, 
meeting once a month, when articles having any prac- 
tical bearing on the activities of the department are 
reported upon and discussed. To promote sympathy, 
understanding and co-operation among the responsible 
supervising officers of the Health Department, monthly 
conferences are held, at which the general activities of 
the department are discussed and plans made for over- 
coming difficulties and for increasing the efficiency of 
the department. On the whole it may be said that there 
has resulted from these measures an improved morale 
in the working force of the department.

Str,— I respectfully submit herewith a statement 
of the activities of the Secretary’s office during the 
calendar year 1921. | 

The table appended indicates the amount of money 
taken in during the fiscal year 1921-22 by the Secre- 
tary and deposited with the City Collector as city 
revenue, and also indicates the sources of this income. 
In connection with the issue of licenses, it may be well 
to state here that the General Court of Massachusetts 
passed on April 21, 1921, an act, entitled, ‘‘An Act 
Regulating the Manufacture or Bottling of Certain 
Nonaleoholic Beverages.” This was in amendment 
of chapter 94 of the General Laws, and was designated 
as chapter 303 of the Acts of 1921. This law provides 
for the inspection and subsequent licensing, if the pre- 
mises and equipment are suitable, by the local board 
of health, of certain nonalcoholic carbonated bever- 
age manufacturers or bottlers. It authorizes local 
boards of health to fix the fees for such licenses not to 
exceed $10 annually, and in accordance with this 
authority a fee of $10 was ordered to be charged, under 
date of September 20, 1921, for such licenses by the 
Health Commissioner. ‘Comment in this connection js 
made to indicate the fact that with the exception of 
the charge for pedlers’ ticense, $5 annually, and milk 
licenses, $0.50 annually, all license fees are $1. 

The total revenue for the fiscal year 1921-22 from 
all such licenses and permits amounted to $13,978.50. 
Total revenue from all sources was $16,187.77. 

Besides the granting of licenses and permits for 
which a fee is charged, there are also issued through 
the Secretary’s office certain certifications and authoriza- 
tions with respect to the operation of certain businesses 
over which the Health Department is empowered to 
co-operate with other civil authorities, or to exercise 
individual supervision, from the standpoint of public 
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health preservation. This type of activity within this 
office is indicated in the recapitulation noted below. 

The work performed by the Secretary is difficult to 
classify without explaining a great deal of administrative 
detail which would be uninteresting reading and prob- 
ably serve no good purpose. The Secretary assists the 
Health Commissioner in the preparation, promulgation 
and advertising of regulations adopted by the depart- 
ment; follows through the Legislature such bills and 
resolutions the subject matter of which is of interest to 
public health agencies; registers on official minutes all 
prosecutions ordered to be made for violation of health 
rules, regulations and laws, and public hearings held 
by the Health Comnissioner on matters upon which 
action may not be officially taken by him without such 
a preliminary public hearing, and such other hearings 
and conferences which are considered necessary for the 
prevention of nuisances and the preservation of the 
health of the community. 

During the past year the educational work of the 
department, including publication of the ‘‘ Monthly 
Bulletin ”’ of the department has been a function exercised 
jointly by the Secretary and the Health Commissioner. | 
The various activities of the Health Commissioner as 
department administrative executive have at times 
caused delay in the publication of this bulletin; the 
pressure of work upon the Commissioner naturally 
reflecting itself in similar increase upon the Secretary. 
A schedule of preparation, proofreading and _ final 
printing and distribution has been adopted, and while 
it is not always possible to follow this out strictly it is 
endeavored to adhere to the program as nearly as may 
be so that the bulletin for each month will appear in 
print by the middle of the month following the date of 
issue. 

The recording of information concerning all appli- 
cants for positions within the department, interviews 
with applicants, recommendations concerning the quali- 
fications of applicants, and other phases of employment 
of the personnel of the department is also one of the 
Secretary’s functions. As an indication of the amount 
of work done in this connection it may be noted that 
there were thirty-seven provisional appointments during 
the year, five of which were reappointed for a further 
provisional period prior to their having acquired a perma- 
nent status, and thirty temporary appointments, five of 
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which are still employed. There were also eight resig- 
nations during the year. When it is considered that 
from the lists of eligibles for appointment certified 
by the Department of Civil Service and Registration 
it may be necessary to interview from three to fifteen or 
twenty applicants before one is found willing to accept 
the position and suitable for appointment, it is readily 
understood that the acquisition of competent personnel 
occupies a considerable amount of time. 

In addition to some of the activities of the Secretary 
as noted above, all visitors. to the department naturally 
come to the Secretary’s office-seeking information of one 
kind or another. Especially is it necessary for the 
Secretary to have a thorough knowledge of the rules, regu- 
lations, ordinances and statutes concerning the public 
health, of the workings of the department, and of public 
health conditions in the city generally in order that he 
may be able to extend the utmost courtesy and dissem- 
inate the utmost possible information to health officials 
from other cities and towns throughout the state and 
country visiting public health centers to get data for 
purposes of comparison with their own community 
functions.

While, perhaps, the library of the Health Department, 
which is operated from the Secretary’s office, is not in 
such an elaborate state of easy accessibility as those 
libraries specially conducted by medical associations 
and research organizations, yet, considering the fact 
that it is operated in conjunction with other routine 
work performed by the clerk responsible for this work, 
it may be said that the accessibility of available infor- 
mation of value has now reached a point worthy of 
comment. The department has within the past few 
years subscribed to a number of good books on medical | 
and sanitary subjects, besides a considerable number of 
magazines and pamphlets which contain data of public 
health interest. In order that the system of recording, 
cataloguing and indexing might be as nearly modern 
as possible the department interested the Boston Medi- 
cal Library officials to the extent that one of their repre- 
sentatives spent a little time in going over the material 
available for library purposes here and made some very 
good suggestions. The outstanding feature of his 
observation was, however, that the system in opera- 
tion at the Boston Medical Library was adapted to fit 
its elaborate needs, as compared with the relatively 
small needs of the Boston Health Department. Acting 
upon his suggestion a system fundamentally based on 
such observation was adopted, so that with a minimum 
of time and effort subjects reference to which may at 
times be necessary are catalogued and properly indexed 
so as to be easily available. 

In 1915 the State Department of Public Health 
printed a codification of laws pertaining to public health 
in Massachusetts which up to that time was a very 
valuable digest. The enactments of subsequent years, 
however, and the more recent codification of laws 
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found on the statute books for the past twenty years 
has made it difficult to centralize a source of legal 
authority on health subjects. The compilation of 
laws of this nature requires a great deal of time and pa- 
tience, besides a knowledge of the workings of health 
departments generally, from a standpoint of statutory 
practices. The Health Commissioner has often sug- 
gested to the Secretary the advisability of a compilation 
for the use of the Health Department of Boston of 
laws, ordinances, rules and regulations now in force 
and operation. He has also endeavored to enlist the 
interest of the city Law Department in this respect, 
but undoubtedly on account of the pressure of other 
official business more important, and perhaps, too, be- 
cause of lack of suffictent personnel, no headway was 
made. The Secretary has kept the situation in mind, 
and has from time to time gotten together copies of all 
outstanding rules and regulations of the department, 
with the hope that during the coming year it may be 
found possible to devote sufficient time to this work to 
bring it towards completion. It must not be forgotten, 
however, that a research of this nature requires con- 
siderable time, as the work is tiresome and monotonous 
at best, but at the same time is of such importance that 
constant alertness is required to see that nothing is 
omitted which should be included, and to see that obso- 
lete practices are not carried forward as if in operation. 

Under the authority granted in General Laws, chapter 
111, section 30, the Secretary acts as agent for the Health 
Commissioner in case of emergency or if the Health 
Commissioner cannot be conveniently located when 
his presence is necessary for the transaction of official 
public business. 

The statistical clerk, appointed under civil service 
on September 15, 1922, has functioned under the direc- 
tion of the Health Commissioner and the Secretary in 
making unit cost analysis and graphic display of vital 
statistics and preparing statistical articles along health 
education lines for dissemination by publication in the 
“Bulletin” and the press. 

I. The more important cost analyses have included: 


(1.) Health Department telephone charges. 
(2.) Dairy inspections. 

(3.) Health units. 

(4.) Collection of cultures. 

(5,) Rat catching and examination. 
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II. Graphic charts for display of morbidity and 
mortality statistics have included: 


(1.) ‘Z”’ pin and string charts showing current 
weekly, moving ten-week totals and cumula- 
tive totals weekly for deaths, all causes; 
diseases, all reportable (measles, mumps, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tuberculosis, ‘varicella and lobar pneumonia). 

(2.) Morbidity by wards, 1921. 

(3.) Mortality by wards, 1921. 

(4.) Death rates, 1911-1921, for city from all causes, 
resident and nonresident; heart disease, 
diphtheria, measles, whooping cough, Bright’s 
disease, diarrhoea and enteritis under two; 
nephritis, lobar pneumonia, typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, pulmonary tuberculosis, etc. 


III. Special work: 


(1.) Statistical study of the decline in deaths from 
tuberculosis of the lungs in Boston, 1898 to 
1921, with specific attention to age groups. 

(2.) Establishment of weekly exchange of important 
morbidity and mortality statistics between 
the Boston Health Department and the 
boards of health of Arlington, Belmont, 
Brookline, Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, 
Lynn, Malden, Newton, Melrose, Quincy, 
Somerville and Watertown. 


ACTS AND ORDERS, ETc. 


Lying-In Hospitals — Twenty-one applications for 
lying-in hospitals were certified to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare; none were refused certification. 

Poultry Slaughtering HKstablishments.— Five applica- 
tions for such establishments were considered. One 
was approved conditionally; 1 was refused and 2 were 
withdrawn; 1 was finally approved. 

Legal N otices.— There were 4,653 legal notices ordered. 

Undertakers Licensed.— There were 150 undertakers 
licensed; 3 were refused licenses; 1 hearing was held on 
complaint, and 3 were given conditional licenses. 

Licenses Refused.— One massage license was refused, 
and 1 massage license was revoked. 

Fees from Licenses. — The fees received from licenses 
and other sources amounted to $16,187.77. 
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Cost of Operation.— The salary account of the Secre- 
tary’s office amounted to approximately $9,700. 

Stable Applications.— There were 7 stable hearings. 
Stable permits were issued as follows: Conditional, 10; 
final, 10; refused, none; revoked, 2; temporary, 2. 

Prosecutions.— There were 690 prosecutions recom- 
mended and approved by the Health Commissioner, 
210 of which were for violations of law pertaining to 
food and places where food is sold, 478 for violation of 
general acts, including insanitary conditions of premises, 
and 2 for failure to report a case of communicable disease 

Vacate Orders.— There were 2 orders to vacate issued. 

Lodging Houses.— Nine public lodging houses were 
certified to the Police Commissioner in accordance with 
section 4, chapter 242, of the Acts of 1904. 

Forcible Removals.— There were 6 forcible removals 
of cases of communicable diseases, as follows: Typhoid 
fever, 4; scarlet fever, 1; and diphtheria, 1. 

Personnel Changes.— Special activities undertaken by 
the Health Department during the year necessitating the 
addition temporarily of additional employees, and cer- 
tain regularly recurring need for the employment of 
additional temporary personnel to supplement the activ- 
ities of permanent employees make it almost imperative 
that record be made of changes incident thereto, and to 
record also changes in personnel caused by resignations, 
transfers or removals. For that reason a statistical 
summary is given below showing the different groupings 
into which the changes in department personnel may be 
placed. 

Appointments Made Permanent.—One assistant chem- 
ist; 2 caretakers; 1 bacteriologist; 1 investigator; 1 
collector of samples; 1 clerk; 4 food inspectors; 1 
chauffeur; and 2 nurses. 

Services Discontinued.— Two nurses; 1 rat catcher; 1 
hospital helper; 2 caretakers; 1 bacteriologist; 1 
assistant, oiling pond; 2 clerks. 

Resignations.—One director, Health Education Serv- 
ice; 1 statistical clerk; 1 investigator; 1 clerk: and 1 
rat catcher. | 

Leaves of Absence.— One medical inspector; 2 sanitary 
inspectors; and | sanitary inspector who was granted an 
extension of leave of absence three successive times. 

Transfers.— One to Police Department, and 1 from 
the Police Department. 
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Removals — One deputy commissioner. 

Salary Increases — One nurse; 4 clerks; and 3 food 
inspectors. 

Overiime Allowed.— One chauffeur. 

Legislative Enactments.— During 1921, the General 
Court of Massachusetts enacted the laws known as 
chapters 303, 333, and 358, of the Acts of 1921, and 
entitled as follows: 


[CHAPTER 303.] 


AN ACT REGULATING THE MANUFACTURE OR BOTTLING OF CERTAIN 
NON—ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Chapter ninety-four of the General Laws is hereby amended by inserting 
after section ten and under the heading, Non-Alcoholic Beverages, the five 
following sections :-— 

Section 10 A. Boards of health of cities and towns may annually grant 
permits to engage in the business of the manufacture or bottling of car- 
bonated non-alcoholic beverages, soda waters, mineral or spring waters and 
may fix fees for said permits not to exceed ten dollars. ‘The provisions of 
this section and the following four sections shall not apply to persons regis- 
tered under sections thirty-seven to forty, inclusive, of chapter one hundred 
and twelve. 

Section 10 B. The board of health shall, from time to time, examine the 
premises of any person granted a permit under the preceding section, and 
if such premises or the equipment used therein in connection with the 
business of such person is found to be in an unsanitary condition, the board 
may revoke such permit after a hearing, ten days’ notice of which shall be 
given such person. 

Section 10 C. All materials used in the manufacture of beverages speci- 
fied in section ten A shall be stored, handled, transported and kept in such a 
manner as to protect them from spoilage, contamination and unwhole- 
someness. No ingredient or material, including water, shall be used in the 
manufacture or bottling of any such beverage which is spoiled or contami- 
nated, or which may render the product unwholesome, unfit for food, or 
injurious to health. Persons granted permits under section ten A, shall 
comply avith sections one hundred and eighty-six to one hundred and 
ninety-six, inclusive. 

Section 10 D. The department of public health and local boards of health 
may make rules and regulations to carry out the three preceding sections. 

Section 10 E. Any person who engages in the business of the manufacture 
or bottling of carbonated non-alcoholic beverages, soda waters, mineral or 
spring waters without the permit provided for in section ten A or who 
violates any provision of sections ten A to ten D, inclusive, or of any rule 
or regulation made thereunder, shall be punished for a first offence by a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars and for a subsequent offence by 
a fine of not more than five hundred dollars. [Approved April 21, 1921. 


[CHAPTER 333, ACTS OF 1921.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE RETURN OF BURIAL AND CEMETERY PERMITS BY 
CEMETERY OR CREMATORY OFFICERS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Chapter one hundred and fourteen of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by striking out section_forty-seven and inserting in place thereof 
the following:— Section 47. No person having the care of a cemetery, 
burial ground or crematory shall permit the burial, removal or cremation 
of a human body until the permit for such burial, removal or cremation 
has been delivered to him, nor permit the ashes of a human body to be 
buried therein until there has been delivered to him a certificate that the 
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burial permit and the certificate of the medical examination prerequisite 
to the cremating of said body have been duly presented. 

Upon the burial or cremation of a body, the superintendent or other 
officer in charge of the cemetery or crematory shall endorse upon the 
coupon accompanying the permit the fact of such burial, removal or 
cremation, with the date thereof, shall make and preserve a record of the 
burial, removal or cremation and shall forthwith return the coupon to the 
office issuing the same; provided that if there is no officer in charge of the 
cemetery such duties shall be performed by the undertaker. 

[Approved April 30, 1921. 


CHAPTER 358, ACTS OF 1921. 


AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE REGISTRATION OF COLLECTORS OF GARBAGE, 
OFFAL, AND OTHER OFFENSIVE SUBSTANCES, 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

SecTIon 1. Chapter one hundred and eleven of the General Laws is 
hereby amended by inserting after section thirty-one the following new 
section: Section 381A. Any person may remove or transport garbage, 
offal or other offensive substances through the streets; provided that he 
shall first register with the local board of health, the fee for which regis- 
tration shall not exceed two dollars; and provided, further, that he shall 
remove and transport the material herein mentioned in accordance with 
such reasonable rules and regulations as may be established by said board. 

Sect. 2. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to impair 
the obligation of any existing contract for the removal or transportation 
of garbage, offal or other offensive substances. [Approved May 8, 1921.

From the above tables it would appear that there was 
a marked increase of diphtheria in the city in 1921 as 
compared with 1920, but this increase is more apparent 
than real, as is indicated by a comparison of the deaths 
in the city for the past two years. During the past 
year especial effort was made by the Medical Inspectors 
to secure the co-operation of the practising physicians in 
efforts to trace the sources of infection in cases of diph- 
theria. The result was, in part, the same which has 
always been produced when a similar effort to trace 
sources of infection in diphtheria has been made. Cul- 
turing the contacts of clinical cases of diphtheria led to 
an embarrassing number of reports of positive cultures 
in persons without clinical signs of diphtheria. As _ it 
seemed best to isolate and treat as potential sources of 
danger persons in whose cases the laboratory gave posi- 
tive reports, such cases, even though they afterwards 
were shown to be nonvirulent on virulence tests, never- 
theless still remain to swell the statistics for diphtheria 
for the year. Even though our efforts to prevent the 
spread of diphtheria led to a more unfavorable showing 
statistically than if nothing had been done at all, it is 
believed that our efforts served the practical purpose of 
diminishing the number of actual clinical cases in the 
city. Our efforts in this direction also tended to confirm 
the importance of children running about with nasal 
diphtheria in spreading the disease. 

In preparation of active measures on the part of the 
Health Department.in making Schick tests and immuniz- 
ing against diphtheria during the coming year, Medical 
Inspector John A. Ceconi was sent to New York to 
familiarize himself with the actual methods and practises 
of the New York Health Department in this matter.

Department, through its physicians, has made a begin- 
ning in the way of offering the Schick test and diphtheria 
immunization to pupils in public schools. Clinics for 
the same purpose have also been opened at the Boston 
City Hospital and the Massachusetts Homceopathic 
Hospital.

The number of cases of typhoid fever in Boston last 
year was practically the same as the average for many 
years past. A considerable proportion of these cases, 
20, during the past year were patients from other cities 
and towns, who were brought into Boston hospitals for 
treatment. In most instances, the Boston resident 
cases could be traced to infection outside the city. Every 
year, however, a small number of cases of typhoid fever 
occur in Boston, chiefly among Italian children. There 
is reason to believe that adult carriers or shell fish from 
polluted waters, handled and used both as food and fish 
bait, may be sources of infection in such cases.

SMALLPOX. 


Five cases of smallpox were discovered in Boston 
during the year. Of these, two, a mother and child, 
were reported by a local physician and on investigation 
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were found to have contracted the disease from the hus- 
band and father, who was infected while on a visit to 
the Island of Jamaica. In his case the disease, de- 
veloped after his return to Boston, was very mild in 
character and caused him to remain away from his 
place of employment for only two or three days. He was 
employed in a large local hotel and the number of persons 
- possibly exposed to infection from him would certainly 
be over one thousand, and include residents of all parts 
of the country. His fellow employees and other resi- 
dents of Boston, so far as they could be located by the 
Health Department, were examined and no one was 
found to have contracted the disease. 

One of the other cases also gave rise to an unusual 
number of possible exposures. His case was first brought 
to the attention of the Health Department as a possible 
case of syphilis and was found to be well in the pustular 
stage of a mild case of smallpox. The infection in his 
case was likewise traceable to Jamaica, he having prob- 
ably been in contact with a known case of smallpox in 
another part of the state which developed from an in- 
fection on the steamer from Jamaica to New York. The 
Boston case above referred to was taken sick in a board- 
ing house where he exposed a large number of people. 
He then went with a friend to an apartment house 
where he received visitors daily. One evening during 
Holy Week, when in the beginning papular stage of the 
disease, he made the rounds of seven different crowded 
churches and mingled with their congregations. So far 
as the Health Department was able to discover, however, 
no secondary cases developed as a result of the many 
exposures to this man. 

The occurrence of the above cases of smallpox and the 
discovery of a case of leprosy at the same time, and for 
whose care the Boston Health Department was likewise 
called upon to make provision, served to emphasize once 
more the deplorable absence in Boston of proper provi- 
sion for handling cases of contagious diseases. If noth- 
ing better is to be expected, the present detention 
hospital should be provided at once with rooms which 
would enable the city to handle more than one disease 
at a time at that hospital.

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ENCEPHALITIS LETHARGICA.

In connection with the special 
investigations on the part of the Health Department 
of reported cases of this disease and of anterior polio- 
myelitis, the conclusion seems justifiable that infections 
involving the central nervous system of obscure and 
indeterminable origin are more common than is generally 
believed.

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REPORT OF DEPUTY COMMISSIONER FOOD 
INSPECTION DIVISION. 


Boston, January 1, 1922. 
Dr. WiLLIAM C. WoopwaARD, 
Health Commissioner: 


Sir,— I herewith respectfully submit a report of the 
accomplishments of the Food Inspection Division for the 
year 1921. 

The past year has witnessed the busiest period, and 
one most productive of results, in the history of the 
division. This is in part due to the addition to the 
working force in the field of four inspectors, whose 
previous training and experience in their chosen work 
has made them a fortunate acquisition to the depart- 
ment. It may also be traced to the increased standards 
of efficiency on the part of the inspectors already in the 
division, which is a natural result of further systematiz- 
ing of the ordinary field of work. 


The route card system of inspection has been extended — 


so now all of South Boston, all of Roxbury lying east of 
Washington street and south of Northampton street, 
and all of Dorchester have been routed by this system. 
In othe’ words, every store in these districts producing 
or selling food of any kind has been inspected and clas- 
sified. <A list of sub-standard places has been made for 
stores requiring frequent and unannounced inspection. 

Inspection of Bakeries and those Places Selling Bakery 
Products.— All manufacturing bakeries must be in- 
spected twice a year and reports of insanitary condi- 
tions found furnished the fifteenth of each month to the 
Department of Public Health at the State House. 
Several of these manufacturing bakeries: have been 
inspected as often as once a week. Under the pro- 
visions of the bakery law eighteen hearings were given 
on the subject of improper sanitation. As a result 
twelve bakeries were ordered closed until put in satis- 
factory condition. The principal insanitary conditions 
noted were dirty apparatus, dirty surroundings, and 
failure to properly protect bakery products. In this 


connection I would state there is a wonderful improve- 


ment in protecting bread, cake, pies, etc., when displayed 


a ee 
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in windows or on shelves and counters. It is only in 
rare instances where we found these bakery products 
without suitable protection. This has been accom- 
plished by inclosing the windew displays by glass, and 
providing glass sliding doors between shelves. These 
arrangements have been put in the small stores as well 
as at the place where the product is manufactured. No 
permit for a new basement bakery has been granted. 

Carbonated Beverages.— Following out the provisions 
of law a systematic inspection was made of places man- 
ufacturing carbonated, non-alcoholic beverages. It was 
found that very few of such establishments in Boston 
were in such sanitary condition as would entitle them 
to a license. Some of these establishments were 
ordered closed, and failure to carry out the department 
order was the cause of severai prosecutions in court. 
In some of these establishments the lowest order of 
sanitation prevailed. One place was operated in the 
basement of a three family house. No hot water facil- 
ities were provided, and the bottled goods were stored 
in the back part of a barn where a horse was kept, exposed 
to the vilest contamination. No leense was issued 
except to places that had proper up-to-date syrup rooms 
with screens, proper soaking machines, adequate facil- 
ities and sanitary construction, so that the product 
could at all times be handled in a clean, sanita*y man- 
ner. Itis safe to say that these bottling establishments, 
in equipment and method of handling, will compare 
favorably with any in the country. The proprietors 
invite the public to inspect their plants. 

Sausage Houses.— Sausage manufacturing establish- 
ments are subject to monthly inspection. These places 
have uniformly been found in a satisfactory condition. 
The manufactured product of all these establishments 
was periodically taken for analysis for color and excess 
cereal. No color has been found, but excess cereal was 
found, in one instance considerably over the amount 
allowed by law. Samples have been taken at frequent 
intervals of musculature of hogs for the presence of 
trichine, but negative results have been received from 
the laboratory. . 

-Restaurants.— A systematic inspection has been made 
of all restaurants in this city, both as to the sanitary 
‘ conditions and proper handling of food products, and 
also as to the wholesomeness of the foodstuffs used. 
There has been a material improvement in this class of

food establishments. During the first week of Novem- 
ber a hearing was given to the proprietors of 150 of 
these restaurants and delicatessen stores regarding the 
subject of exposure of pies, cakes and other bakery 
products on. the counter in front of patrons. As a 
result of this conference, all these proprieto.s agreed to 
properly protect their bakery products, except in one 
instance. This case was referred to the courts, and an 
appeal is now pending in the Superior Court. 

Market and Terminals.— The market district is con- 
stantly patrolled and all the wholesale jobbing houses 
are visited every day. As a result of this inspection 
large amounts of unwholesome food have been seized 
and condemned. In one month 1,306 pounds of poultry 
were condemned. Another condemnation in the same 
month was 20,000 cans of foodstuffs. In another 
month 650 pounds of veal were condemned. In the 
same month 2,200 barrels of California ripe olives were 
condemned. At another time 330 pounds of bear meat, 
400 pounds of veal and 800 pounds of poultry were 
condemned. 

The railroad terminal at Charlestown has been visited 
every day. As a result of this daily inspection, in one. 
month 30,000 pounds of apples were condemned and 
destroyed, on account of being sprayed with a dangerous 
amount of arsenious oxide; 20,050 pounds of lettuce 
were condemned in another month. The following 
month 19,975 pounds of flour were seized and con- 
demned at the terminal. Another month 274,200 ice 
cream cones were condemned at the terminal. In 
another month 30,000 pounds of grapes were condemned 
and destroyed. } 

Ice Cream Cones.— During the month of July four 
ice cream cone manufacturers were closed on account 
of insanitary conditions, and 3,000,000 ice cream cones 
were seized and destroyed. These cones were con- 
demned for being rancid, dirty and unfit for food. The 
importance of this inspection is shown when it is noted 
that these cones are consumed by the public, and par- 
ticularly by small children. 

Lemon Pie Filling.— As a result of examination of 
certain lemon pie filling preparation, four of the firms 
manufacturing them were ordered to change their 
labels so that the public would know that they were 
imitations and not true lemon pie fillings. 

A seizure was made of a product manufactured by a 
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New York concern, widely advertised and sold as a cake 
coloring. This was used extensively by bakers in this 
city. On chemical examination the basis of the coloring 
was found to be Orange II, a prohibited coloring 
containing an appreciable amount of arsenious oxide. 
After a long and diligent search the agent was located; 
complaint made in court, and he was convicted and 
fined. All the cans of this cake coloring found in Boston 
were seized. 

It is very gratifying to report that pears arriving from 
the state of California at the Charlestown terminal 
showed no evidence of arsenical spray on them. This is 
the result of the determined effort of Commissioner 
Hecke of the California Department of Agriculture to 
compel the growers to ship only unsprayed fruit from 
California. In one instance a shipment of pears was 
noticed bearing a very faint spray in the consignment 
of one orchard. This fact was telegraphed to the Calli- 
fornia authorities, and upon their investigation and the 
finding of another consignment from this same orchard 
with evidence of spray, the owner was brought into the 
California courts and fined. This division wishes to 
express its appreciation to Commissioner Hecke and 
his assistants for their active co-operation in this matter. 

During the year 1921, new regulations were promul- 
gated concerning sterilization of glasses, knives, forks, 
spoons, ete. Also a new draft was made amending the 
former regulation concerning covering of food stuffs. 
This proposed regulation strove to protect food articles 
not only when outside the store, but when exposed for 
sale inside the store. A public hearing was given by 
the Health Commissioner on this regulation; it was 
approved by him and sent to the Department of Public 
Health for their approval. That department gave a 
public hearing and approved of the regulation, but the 
fact that an error was made in the time allowed for the 
published hearing notice, being insufficient by one day, 
the approval did not become effective. 

On the accompanying pages will be found the sta- 
tistical report of the activities of the division.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR. 


Boston, January 1, 1922. 
Dr. Witt1AM C. Woopwarp, 
Health Commissioner: 


Dear S1r,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1921: 

There was a marked decrease in the number of court 
actions, by comparison with 1920. In fact, the cases 
were materially less than normal. It is to be hoped 
that there will be a further dimunition of these issues 
in the future. The complaints for removal of cream 
from milk, and those for the addition of water to milk, 
numbered about the same as in 1920. The year’s 
record, however, indicates an improvement in the chem- 
ical quality of the milk supply. 

During the year, and previously, a few instances 
-were noted where retailers were advertising “filled 
milks,’’ compounds of evaporated,. skimmed and cocoa- 
nut fat, either in the newspapers or by signs in shop 
windows, in such manner as to lead the public to look 
upon these commodities as being made only from milk. 
This method of advertising was brought to the notice 
of the dealers in question, and the objectionable pub- 
licity was immediately stopped. Relative to this issue, 
the Bureau was unable to obtain any evidence that this 
advertising was intended to be deceptive; the prices 
were always lower than those charged for evaporated 
milk, and the co-operation with this office in correcting 
the unfair publicity was commendable. 

On two occasions it was found that watered evapo- 
rated milk was being served in place of milk in restau- 
rants. These specimens were heavily adulterated; one 
containing on the basis of milk, more than 50 per cent 
of added water. The owners of these restaurants were 
charged with adulteration of food; both were convicted 
and heavily fined. 

A hearing was held in May relative to the faults of the 
railroads in the transportation of milk and cream to this 
city. This was attended by representatives of the 
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railroads, and by prominent milk dealers. It was 
clearly demonstrated that much of the rolling stock 
used by New England railroads for hauling milk and 
cream was not suitable for this purpose, also that not 
all of the blame for the spoilage of milk and cream, from 
producer to dealer, could be rightly attributed to the 
railroads. As a result of this hearing, the Bureau 
arranged to receive complaints from dealers concerning 
lack of care of these commodities, on the part of rail- 
roads. This plan brought forth several important 
issues for adjustment, and this was accomplished satis- 
factorily to the conflicting agencies, in most instances. 
These investigations brought better care for the ship- 
ments of milk and cream to Boston; the handling of 
these issues by the Bureau should be continued. 

The subject of contamination of milk and cream, by 
contact with flies, was brought to the attention of milk 
dealers and creamery managers, by means of a circular 
letter urging the efficient screening of all milk and 
cream plants, in order that this danger might be reduced 
to a minimum. 

A feature of the work of each year involves the investi- 
gation and adjustment (where possible) of complaints 
made by citizens concerning commodities over which . 
the office has control. Some of these matters are of 
sufficient importance to warrant correction, but much 
of the fault finding lacks justification, and not infre- 
quently it is based on spite, or greed, or both. Where 
the facts indicate that the motives of the complainants 
are not honest, they are told to adjust their difficulties 
through their own efforts, or by means of the civil 
courts. Records are kept of all these issues, and those 
made from proper motives are investigated, with the 
result that, frequently, benefit to the general public 
follows. In 1921 these complaints, in conjunction with 
investigations instituted by the Bureau, and not men- 
tioned elsewhere, numbered 731.

License Law.— Collections for license fees last year 
amounted to $2,941, which exceeded the income from 
the same source in 1920 by $141. This represents 
5,882 licenses; at this time there are approximately 
5,548 licensees engaged in the sale of milk or oleo- 
margarine in this city. This means that about 334 of 
those who originally applied for permits are no longer in 
the business. 

Number of Milk Dealers and Quantity of Milk Handled 
Daily.— In 1920 there were 137 wagon dealers; for 
1921, 149 licenses were issued, and 4 applications are 
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pending at this time. The number of shops selling milk 
is larger than last year, as 4,984 store licenses were 
granted in 1921. This shows an increase from 1920 of 
576 licenses. Applications from shops are now pending 
to the number 255.

The amount of milk handled daily in this city was 
larger than in 1920 by 52,090 quarts. The amount dealt 
in each day approximated 494,870 quarts, and of this 
quantity 480,394 quarts arrived by railroad. The 
amount of milk consumed daily in Boston increased by 
about 23,715 quarts, In comparison with the approxi- 
mate daily consumption of 1920. Approximately 
382,568 quarts of milk were daily consumed in this city 
in 1921. Of this 368,177 quarts, or 96.23 per cent 
arrived by railroads; 11,919 quarts, or 3.12 per cent 
were transported by wagons, and 2,473 quarts, or 0.65 
per cent, were the product of the 291 cows kept within 
the city limits. ‘The number of cows reported in 1920 
was 307. On the daily basis the consumption of milk 
produced near the city has apparently decreased from 
1920 by 16.31 per cent, and there is a'so adecrease in 
the use of milk raised in this city of 3.62 per cent. 
Actually the amount of milk which is raised nearby is 
2,335 quarts less than in the previous year, and the 
quantity of milk produced in this city was 93 quarts 
less than in 1920. 

Certified, ‘‘Superior” and “Grade A” Milk.— The 
quantity of certified milk sold daily has decreased by 
about 72 quarts; the consumption of this product is 
now apparently 3,003, or 0.78 per cent of the daily 
supply. 

The types of milk designated as ‘‘Superior’’ and 
‘Grade A”’ are supervised only by the dealers who sell it, 
in so far as relates to excellence over the ordinary grade 
of milk. In other words, there is no authority at present, 
possessed by this department, for the exclusion of milk 
from a ‘‘Superior’’ or ‘‘Grade A”’ supply on account of 
either dairy or handling considerations, if the milk in 
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question is not of the represented high grade, and is 
salable as ordinary milk. If feasible to establish a work- 
ing basis by which the department could control these 
brands of milk, such methods of oversight might well be 
given attention. -Experience further demonstrates the 
necessity for this supervision. It was found recently 
that one dealer was processing his alleged high grade milk 
by the flash system. At the same time he was subjecting 
the ordinary product which he was selling, to the hold- 
ing process. When his attention was called to the mat- 
ter, he readily agreed to also properly pasteurize the 
product for which superiority was claimed. These 
extra quality milks are produced and handled under 
conditions which vary greatly. Some are what they 
are guaranteed to be, while others lack similar founda- 
tion for classification as excellent. 

Milk of the ‘‘Superior”’ type or of a high grade was 
supplied daily to the amount of 9,823 quarts. This 
indicates a decrease of 1,786 quarts daily as compared 
with the quantity in 1920. It represents 2.57 per cent 
of the daily supply. This is the second consecutive year 
in which a lessening of this variety of milk has been 
noted. 

The amount of ‘‘Grade A” milk sold daily has again 
shown a substantial increase. In 1920, 13,511 quarts 
were used daily, and in 1921 the amount was 15,184 
quarts, an increase of 1,673 quarts daily. This equals 
3.53 per cent of the milk consumed each day. 

Other dealers are becoming interested in the sale of 
“Grade A” milk, and it is likely that within the year 
there will be an increase in the number of those 
competing for this kind of business. <A chain store 
organization commenced advertising milk which it was 
selling as “‘Grade A in quality.”” The company had as 
much right to employ this characterization; as those who 
had used it previously, or who are now selling under that 
designation. This action on the part of the chain store 
concern may be the means of hastening a movement for 
placing the control of the business in these extra grade 
milks, where it should rest; namely, in the hands of 
Health Departments. 

Heated Milk.— The proportion of milk so treated was 
increased in 1921; the approximate quantity delivered 
each day being 354,799 quarts, which represents 92.73 
per cent of the supply. During 1920 the daily use of 
this type of milk was 323,237 quarts, representing 90.17 
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per cent of the daily consumption. In 1921 only a 
part of this milk representing 347,676 quarts, or 90.87 
per cent. of the amount used each day, was held at an 
elevated temperature for the period of time required by 
law, and was entitled to be consideréd as pasteurized. 
The remainder, 7,123 quarts, the equivalent of 1.86 per 
cent of the daily total, was heated by the flash system. 
Of this heated milk, (7. e., the pasteurized and that sub- 
jected to the flash method), 252,434 quarts or 71.15 per 
cent, was delivered in bottles, and 102,365 quarts, or 
28.85 per cent, in cans. 

Sale of Milk wn Bottles— During the year an effort 
was made, the price of milk being utilized as an excuse, 
to compel this department to rescind the regulation 
requiring milk to be sold in closed containers, and to 
again permit its sale in bulk. Fortunately this move- 
ment made no headway. It was projected and sup- 
ported by only one individual, who was without theo- 
retical or practical experience as to how the public 
could best be served in the sale of shop milk. The 
present policy should stand, as there is no good reason 
to substitute therefor the faulty and insanitary method 
of the past. 

Slow progress is being made in extending the sale of 
bottled milk in restaurants and hotels. It would be 
desirable to have all the milk served in these places 
handled in this manner, but many proprietors of these 
establishments view the subject from the price basis 
alone. They do not consider that by the bulk method 
the opportunities for increase in bacterial content are 
multiplied and that in many instances the cream is 
unevenly distributed by lazy or disobedient employees, 
so that it frequently happens that customers are served 
with skimmed milk instead of the normal product. The 
patrons of restaurants and hotels dealing in loose milk, 
may be further defrauded by the dishonesty of the owners 
or help in these establishments, through the wilful 
removal of cream and the serving of the resulting 
skimmed milk for milk. Under these circumstances 
consumers are not buying milk at a lower price because 
of its sale in bulk; they are being defrauded, and are 
paying more than the actual value of what is being 
served to them. The prosecutions for milk varying 
from the legal standards of fat or milk solids plainly 
indicate that as between the bottled milk in shops, hotels, 
and restaurants, and the bulk milk sold in hotels and 
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restaurants, the predominance of these actions is very 
largely on account of the bulk product. 

Economic conditions probably caused a _ decided 
increase in the number of dealers now charging shops for 
bottles. This idea has made a pronounced advance in 
the past two years, and will aid in placing the milk 
traffic on a firmer financial basis. As this charge is ~ 
passed on to customers by storekeepers, the milk bottle 
is thereby made an article of value to the consumer. 
Thus milk bottles are better conserved by the public, 
and more of them are annually returned to their owners. 
This statement is confirmed by the reduction in dump 
bottle collections for 1920, and also for 1921. In 1920 
the number of containers collected from the city dumps 
by the Milk Package Exchange was less than in 1919, 
by 31,560 bottles. For 1921, as compared with 1920 
the number of such bottles was further diminished by 
20,144. The collections for 1921 numbered 128,179. 
These bottles were worth approximately $8;972.50; the 
handling charge was about two cents per bottle. This 
cost is made an expense of conducting the milk business, 
and is eventually charged to the consumer. It thereby 
increases the cost of milk. This teaches the lesson that, 
these bottles should be promptly returned to milk 
dealers. 

As compared with former years there is pronounced 
advancement in the cleaning of milk and cream bottles 
by consumers, but there are many householders who 
continue the slovenly habit of not rinsing these con- 
tainers after emptying. The education of these latter 
with respect to this proposition is a difficult problem, 
as the people concerned are filthy in other matters, as 
well as with milk or cream bottles. This want of care 
with these bottles renders their subsequent cleaning 
difficult, and sometimes apparently impossible, by 
modern devices, so that particles of dried milk may 
adhere to the sides of the containers. Where these are 
later employed for the delivery of milk their appearance 
may result in complaints from other consumers. These 
are brought to the attention of the bureau and of the 
dealers. Thus the neglect of one individual may make 
trouble for many. There were no cases during the 
year for the placing of substances other than milk 
or milk products in milk containers. 

In the matter of milk cans, it has recently been found 
that in some restaurants, mostly owned by foreigners, 
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milk cans were employed for the heating of milk. This 
procedure renders their cleaning difficult, and is injurious 
to the containers. A canvas was made of these establish- 
ments and the proprietors were notified to discontinue 
the practice, which they have agreed to do.

Bacteriological Examination of Milk.— The results 
from the 7,860* examinations of milk specimens are 
contained in the accompanying table. 

The examinations of milk, cream and ice cream for 
bacterial content and of milk for pus organisms were 
made in the Bacteriological Laboratory. 

Where milk exceeded the bacterial standard of 500,000 
per cubic centimeter, or cream exceeded the limit of 
1,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, warnings were 
issued as follows:

Bacteriological Examinations of Botiles and Caps.— To 
test the efficiency of bottle washing by the different 
firms, examinations of containers were commenced to 
determine their bacterial content. In all 1,009 bottles 
were tested. They were considered and reported on a 
lot basis, so that each finding is the average of two or 
three bottles, depending upon the number of bottles 
collected from a dealer at one time. Figures were 
obtained representing 363 groups. On this group basis 
there were 180 returns on pint bottles and 182 on quart 
bottles. Detailed results are shown on next page:

Where groups were found to contain organisms in 
excess of 1,000, the subject was called to the attention 
of dealers. .As a result of these notices, greater interest 
is being displayed in the matter of cleaning containers. 
The investigations will be continued. 

Bottle caps were also tested on the same plan as that 
adopted for the bottles. In all 635 were examined and 
averaged, according to the dealers from whom they were 
obtained, on a basis of 109 groups. Some of the caps 
as collected, were protected from dirt and dust, and 
these have been designated as ‘‘covered;”’ the others 
were in open boxes or barrels and are classified as 
“uncovered.” The results of these examinations appear

These figures indicate that the average number of 
bacteria on ‘‘uncovered”’ caps is likely to be greater 
than where the caps are kept ‘‘covered.”’ The bottle 
and cap examinations were made by the Bacteriological 
Laboratory of this Department. 

Dirt in Milk.— Some cases were brought to the 
attention of the courts last year as a result of procuring 
samples of milk containing excessive amounts of dirt. 
These prosecutions have been favorable to the govern- 
ment. Notwithstanding this fact, the desired gains in 
the matter of clean milk is not being achieved. The 
gospel of straining the filth out, or of eliminating it by 
mechanical means, predominates. So long as _ this 
feature remains the chief issue, communities will be

without clean milk. What is most needed is an earnest 
effort on the part of officials, dealers and dairymen to 
keep the filth out of milk. This should be made so 
prominent as to lay a firm foundation for cleanliness 
for the milk supplies of the future. It has been argued 
that the amount of stable filth which finds its way into 
milk is small. Admitting this, the claim is untenable 
for no one wants to use dirty milk, even though the 
quantity of the contaminating substance is not large. 
The public wants milk clean; dealers and producers 
should keep it clean. They are paid for this service, 
even though other motives may be lacking. Excuses 
for filthy milk are not acceptable to the community. 

Efforts of Dealers to Improve Supplies.— The proper 
handling of milk requires constant supervision on the 
part of dealers. This involves frequent bacteriological 
and chemical examinations. All of the large concerns 
in this city make such tests a part of the regular routine, 
and a majority of the small firms are giving more atten- 
tion to the subject each year. In 1921 milkmen made 
165,505 bacteriological examinations. With the above 
samples, 66 or 0.036 per cent, showed the presence of 
pus, or pus and’ streptococci. One firm installed a 
laboratory last year for the better oversight of its out- 
put. These bacteriological tests have a_ beneficial 
influence in improving the quality of milk sold in this 
city. Bacteriological control by dealers is now an 
essential to a good milk supply for a large city. 

Laboratory oversight cannot be depended upon alone 
to fully cover the situation, and so dealers either per- 
sonally, or through agents, make frequent visits to the 
country to emphasize the importance of good produc- 
tion and handling methods. During the year much 
effort was put forth in aiding the Bureau in the matter 
of obtaining efficient refrigeration on the part of dairy- 
men. Better country sanitary conditions also resulted 
from the activities of milkmen. Several firms installed 
new equipment in their handling plants. This list 
includes heaters, holding devices, artificial refrigeration 
systems, ice houses and shipping stations. One con- 
cern made a feature of returning milk of high tempera- 
ture, or which was sour, to farmers. So far as relates 
to the dealers, it is believed that a foundation exists for 
having this community served with milk and cream 
produced and handled on a quality basis. 
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Low Temperature Essential to Good Milk Supplies.— 
There was further opportunity for proving the truth of 
the statement of the above heading by the weather 
conditions in the early months of 1921, in connection 
with the faulty methods of handling milk during that 
period. It was found that the collected samples of 
milk and cream indicated a high bacterial content. 
The weather for the time of year was comparatively 
mild. An investigation was commenced to ascertain 
the reason for the unsatisfactory condition of these 
products, and it was found that the railroads were not 
icing these commodities, and furthermore that they 
were not being properly cooled in the country. This 
neglect was subsequently attributed to its being the 
‘‘winter period”’ and that no thought was given to the 
fact that high temperatures, regardless of the season, 
have a detrimental influence upon dairy products, unless 
counteracted by artificial refrigeration. Steps were 
immediately taken to correct this situation, and with 
corresponding improvement to the supply. Early in 
March the necessity of artificial cooling was brought to 
the attention of the Bureau’s licensees by means of a 
circular letter. This notice emphasized the need for 
icing milk and cream in the country as well as during 
the subsequent handling and delivery stages. This 
was followed in August by the following communication: 


Dear Sir,— To prevent a recurrence of the financial losses 
which milk producers of New England have recently experi- 
enced through the souring of milk and cream, resulting from 
lack of necessary refrigeration, the Boston Health Department 
appeals to farmers supplying this market with these commod- 
ities, to take such steps that next season, and thereafter, there 
will be no repetition of the waste from lack of proper cooling, 
that has been noted this year. 

The plentiful use of ice is an essential to keeping milk and 
cream sweet. Ice must be so employed when there is warm 
weather regardless of the season. It is folly for farmers to 
produce these commodities for the market, and then allow 
them to spoil from lack of proper care. Consequently the 
Boston Health Department is bringing this subject to the 
attention of producers at this time to bespeak their active 
co-operation in a putting-up-ample-ice-campaign for the proper 
cooling of milk and cream for the high temperature periods of 
1922 and future years. 

Arrange now for the building of ice houses, or for the enlarg- 
ing of those already found to be too small. Later when ice is 
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obtainable cut and store it in abundance. Subsequently, use 
it generously in cooling milk and cream when the temperature 
is high, regardless of the calendar. 

The adoption of these hints will bring a lessing of troubles 
to those engaged in producing milk and cream, and end need- 
less financial out-go through souring, which is an intolerable 
and uneconomic feature of the business. 


This circular was placed in the hands of the Boston 
milkmen, and also sent to the managers of all of the 
creameries shipping milk or cream to this city. The 
recipients were informed that the bureau would provide 
as many additional copies as the dealers and creamery 
managers could use advantageously. This offer brought 
an immediate response, and in consequence 25,157 
copies were issued for country distribution. One dealer 
financed the printing of 2,000 copies of this notice in 
French, for circulation in Canada. Reports are being 
received from the country which indicate that more 
ice to be employed in cooling milk products, has 
been cut and stored in the country than formerly. 
While this is encouraging, the fact remains that many 
dairies have made no effort to provide ice, and therefore 
will not be equipped, in time of need, for the artificial 
cooling so essential for the production of milk or cream 
of good quality. It is to be hoped that the time is near 
when an abundant ice supply will be deemed a necessity 
at every milk farm. 

The bureau was required during the warm periods 
of the year to communicate with some of the railroads 
concerning their lack of care in properly icing milk and 
cream, while these commodities were under the control 
of the shipping concerns. It was possible to have cor- 
rections instituted in all instances; the co-operation on 
the part of the traffic managers of the railroads was 
praiseworthy. 

During the warm periods of the year the temperature 
was ascertained of all samples of milk and cream col- 
lected. In addition to this the temperature was noted 
throughout the year of all specimens for bacteriological 
examination. The temperature tests for the year 
totaled 14,077. Warnings are sent where the tempera- 
ture is over 50 degrees Fahrenheit. The same policy 
is pursued with milk and cream found on wagons or in 
shops. Altogether 716 notices were issued to such 
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dealers. This denoted a considerable increase from 
1920 when 511 warnings were sent out based on wagon 
and store samplings. 

Buttermilk.— The amount of buttermilk sold during 
1921 was about 1,059,731 quarts, of which 619,330 
quarts was “‘true”’ product. The average daily quan- 
tity approximated 2,903 quarts. The amount sold 
during 1920 was 921,776 quarts, and 353,349 quarts of 
this was “‘true”’ buttermilk. 

Cream.— The business depression of 1921 was the 
probable cause of a pronounced lessening in the con- 
sumption of cream. This condition was not however, 
confined to Boston as the amount of this product 
handled here for use outside the city also showed a 
marked decrease. A decline in the sales of cream was 
experienced by dealers in the latter part of 1920, and 
was mentioned in the report for last year. Undoubtedly, 
a revival of general trade conditions, will bring about 
increased use of this commodity, but the extent of 
cream sales which featured the war period, will not be 
duplicated for a long time. There was no shortage of 
cream during the year. 

All of the cream found to be deficient in fat was pro- 
cured from restaurants and lunch rooms. Milk dealers © 
have no difficulty in conforming to the 15 per cent 
standard. In a few of the restaurants and lunch room 
cases brought to the attention of the courts, the results 
indicated that a standard cream had been bought and 
that it was subsequently being served of low grade by 
reason of careless handling, in failing to mix the product 
before making sales. Commonly though, the reason for 
low grade cream being found in restaurants or lunch 
rooms, is because of additions of milk or skimmed milk. 
These diluted mixtures yield a greater profit, than 
where a standard product is sold. The number of 
cases for low grade cream was 41; this was 31 less than 
in 1920. 

A regulation of the Health Department establishes a 
standard for bacteria in cream of not more than 1,000,000 
per cubic centimeter. During the year 360 samples 
were tested. Of these 209 or 58.05 per cent conformed 
to this standard, and 151, or 41.95 per cent, exceeded 
this limit. 

The approximate amount of cream received in gallons, 
equivalent to 40 per cent fat and 15 per cent fat, and the 
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approximate quantity consumed, its employment for 
households or manufacturing purposes, and the kind 
of containers used in its distribution are shown in the 
following table:

Ice Cream.— There were 6 samples of ice cream out 
of the 189 specimens collected during the year that 
were so deficient in fat as to merit court actions. Con- 
victions resulted in all instances. These low grade 
specimens were all procured from small manufacturers, 
and their sales were largely made to children. In no 
instance was the law violated by the large makers of 
this product. The experience of the bureau has been 
that the majority of shopkeepers who prepare their 
own ice cream use more milk fat in its manufacture than 
the wholesale dealers. Furthermore, that where a 
small manufacturer decides to deal in any inferior com- 
modity, he prepares the article on the basis of a low 
fat content, with extreme efficiency. The maximum 
amount of fat found was 24.5 per cent; the minimum 
fat content was 3.2 per cent, and the average fat per 
cent was 11.70. 

There is no bacterial standard for ice cream in this 
city, but the plan has been followed of notifying dealers 
where the bacterial content exceeded 1,000,000 per cubic 
centimeter. The total number of tests was 645; of 
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these 325, or 50.39 per cent, contained over 1,000,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 

Butter— The cases brought to the attention of the 
courts, mentioned in the last revort, for selling butter 
containing excessive amounts of water ave still pending 
in the Superior Court. These were prosecuted under 
a standard established by the Department of Public 
Health through authority granted the department by 
the provisions of chapter 208, 1917.’ By a legalized 
compilation of the state laws and their subsequent 
readoption, the section of the law undec which the 
standard for water in butter was adopted was omitted. 
The Legislature of 1921 corrected this error, but no 
regulations have yet been adopted by the State Depart- 
ment of Health, for the reason that because of a recent 
decision of the Supreme Couct dealing with another 
commodity, it seemed advisable to refer the subject 
of the legality of regulations which might be adopted 
under this law, to the Attorney General. This official 
has not yet rendered an opinion. Meanwhile investiga- 
tions as to the water content of the butter sold here 
have been stopped. But the work of 1920 plainly 
indicated that some creameries were consistently and 
fraudulently selling butter with excessive amounts of 
wate", and that consumers needed protection against 
these adulte-ators. If it should follow that there is no 
law which provides this safeguard, new legislation should 
be enacted. 

Oleomargarine.—All indications point to the fact that 
the sales of this substance in 1921 were materially de- 
creased as compared with the output for the preceding 
year. The deciding factor in the matter of traffic in 
oleomargarine appears to be the price of butter fat. 
When consumers deem the price of this latter commod- 
ity excessive, business in oleomargarine is bound to 
increase, as during the war period; but in a falling 
butter market, such as existed last year, the sales of 
butter increase, and the use of oleomargarine is corres- 
pondingly checked. The number of oleomargarine 
registrations for 1921 was over 6 per cent less than in 
1920; the number issued totaled 749. Investigation 
indicated that retail sales in this city were about 17 
per cent smaller than in 1920, but this is not as low as 
the national average decrease, which was 35 per cent. 
On the basis of the figures just quoted, Bostonians are 
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more consistent consumers of oleomargarine, despite 
price conditions, than is the public in other sections of 
the country. The slight lessening in the number of 
registrants, mentioned above, is further proof of this 
fact. 

The law relating to this commodity was observed 
during the year, excepting with respect to its sale by 
unregistered dealers. These violations were brought 
to the attention of the courts and the defendants were 
convicted. 

Vinegar.— Considerable attention was devoted dur- 
ing the year to the detection of fraud, in connection 
with this commodity, with relation to its deviation from 
the standard of acidity. The violations although many 
were not as numerous as in 1920. The bulk of these 
cases were inexcusable, but the penalties imposed in 
most instances were nominal. Many of the courts fail 
to appreciate the extent of these impositions upon the 
public, and for this reason the fines are small. One of 
the cases under investigation involved a large shipment 
of vinegar to this city from an adjoining state. The 
product was heavily watered as found upon this market, 
but where or when the adulteration took place is un- 
known to this Bureau. After arrival here it was re- 
moved from the original packages, before distribution 
to retailers. The wholesalers claimed protection under 
the food law relating to out of state shipments, but in 
this they were unsuccessful as their sales were not made 
in unbroken packages. Another violator of this law 
confined his operations to the sale of bottled vinegar 
to retail shops. Every sample of his product which 
was examined, and these were procured from stores in 
different parts of the city, showed the addition of 
generous amounts of water. This distributor was 
finally brought before one of the local courts and given 
a substantial penalty. This action, together with the 
co-operation of retailers in stopping the sale of the 
vinegar, caused the wholesaler to abandon his business, 
close his store, and apparently leave the city. The 
regrettable feature connected with these fraud cases is 
that many innocent purchasers are penalized finan- 
cially for the benefit of the adulterator, while the latter, 
if detected and convicted, may escape with a penalty 
wholly inadequate, when measured by the extent of his 
operations and the amount of the money he has pro- 
cured from his victims.

Two thousand three thirty-two numbers were assigned 
to peddlers who recorded names and residences, with the 
Health Commissioner and were licensed to sell articles 
enumerated in section 17, chapter 101, of the General 
Laws. 

One thousand four hundred and thirty-three were 
licensed to sell fish, fruits and vegetables, and 899 to sell 
newspapers, books, ice, coal, provisions, etc. 

Vehicles inspected and numbers approved :— chapter 
40, section 21, Revised Ordinances, were in January, 
396; February, 390; March, 544; April, 499; May, 501; 
June, 639; July, 596; August, 667; September, 793; 
October, 753; November, 761; December, 706. 

Ninety-one licenses were granted to remove bones 
and grease, and the renewals were in January, 70; Febru- 
ary, 66; March, 90; April; 66; May, 72; June, 74; July, 
68; August, 66; September, 82; October, 70; November, 
75; December, 74. 

One thousand seven hundred and thirty-six certifi- 
cates were received from peddlers, showing their scales, 
weights and measures, had been properly sealed by the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures of the City of Boston. 

The large number of peddlers — 1,000 more being 
licensed this year — is due to unemployment. 

Vehicles and receptacles used by persons licensed by 
the Health Department are in good condition and are 
kept clean.

The length of time diphtheria cases are isolated is 
gradually shortening and it is safe to say that at least 
seventy-five per cent of the cases are released before the 
end of the second week. 

Early diagnosis and prompt treatment undoubtedly 
plays an important role in the reduction of the duration 
of the disease.

Notre.— By ‘‘premature negative”’ is meant a nega- 


tive culture succeeded by one or more positive cultures. 

The facts shown in Table VII. indicate that it would 
not be wise to lift the quarantine after but a single nega- 
tive release culture, as about twenty per cent of such 
patients are still carriers of diphtheria bacilli. When 
the agent of the department obtains a positive culture 
following a negative by the attending physician, the 
physician is notified and cultures must still be taken 
until two successive negatives are obtained. It is 
probable that a very small number of positive cultures 
might be found even after two negatives, but the 
number would be so small as to be practically negligible 
as a factor in the spread of disease.

When a patient is in isolation on account of positive 
cultures for an undue length of time, following recovery 
from the disease, if the physician requests it, the organ- 
isms are obtained in pure culture, and a virulence test 
is made by inoculating a guinea pig subcutaneously with 
a forty-eight hour growth in bullion, using one half of 
one per cent of the body weight of the pig as a dose.

LABORATORY STAFF. 


There has been no change in the permanent laboratory 
staff during the year. 

The inauguration of the rat campaign in this city 
caused us to employ a number of temporary men as 
follows: 

Mr. F. G. Edwards, appointed July 11, 1921, resigned 
September 10, 1921; Mr. R. B. Tewksbury, appointed 
September 26, 1921, to replace Mr. Edwards as labora- 
tory assistant. 

Rat catchers were appointed as follows: 

Mr. F. L. Donovan, appointed September 6, 1921; 
Mr. W. F. Johnson, appointed September 8, 1921; Mr. 
M. G. Goggin, appointed September 8, 1921; Mr. Z. H. 
Smellidge, appointed September 26, 1921; Mr. J. B. 
Magaldi, appointed July 11, 1921; Mr. G. J. Scott, 
appointed October 22, 1921; Mr. E. B. Fallon, appointed 
July 11, 1921, resigned December 21, 1921; Mr. M. A. 
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Moynahan, appointed August 21, 1921, resigned Novem- 
ber 18, 1921; Mr. J. P. Croke, appointed July 5, 1921, 
resigned September 1, 1921. 

The change in the method of culture collections neces- 
sitated the employment of an additional chauffeur, and 
Mr. MeNulty was appointed to this position, July 1, 
1921. 

It was also found advisable to have the charwoman, 
who was assigned to the laboratory by the Public Build- 
ings Department, responsible for her work to the 
laboratory head. This could not be accomplished except 
by replacing this employee by a new appointee, made 
by the Health Commissioner, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
O’Brien was appointed as laboratory helper. Her 
duties are not only to look after the cleanliness of the 
laboratory, but also to assist in the cleaning and prepara- 
tion of outfits. ‘The number of outfits used has increased 
to such a large extent, that the media men find it difficult 
to keep up with the demand, especially so, since one of the 
media men is now assigned to the rat laboratory every 
afternoon. 

The vacancy of bacteriologist which still exists ought 
not to be filled until such time as a physician with special 
training in bacteriology, competent to do independent 
work, can be obtained. The laboratory force as it is 
made up at present can well handle the routine work 
without any additional help. It is unfortunate that the 
standardization of salaries as outlined by me in last 
year’s budget has not materialized, as I felt then, and 
still feel, that under such a system much better work 
could be expected, as there would be a stimulus for it. 
This is not establishing a precedent, as all the sanitary, 
dairy and medical inspectors are practically serving on 
such a basis. 

Unit Cost of Examinations.— The total maintenance 
expense for the year 1921, excluding quarters, amounted 
to about $25,000, which is at a rate of less than fifty 
cents per examination. ‘The minimum charges by pri- 
vate laboratories for a similar number and type of speci- 
mens, would have been well over $150,000, and even on 
a yearly contract basis would have run over $100,000. 

Rat Examinations in Bacteriological Laboratory.— 
With the prevalence of bubonic plague in some of the 
gulf cities during the summer and fall of 1920 the Boston 
Health Department found it advisable to investigate 
the condition and then to inaugurate a rat survey on 
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a large scale. Up to 1921 the entire work was carried 
out by one man, naturally on a very small scale. 

The State Department of Public Health, failing to 
obtain a sufficient sum of money to carry on a state-wide 
campaign, co-operated with this city for three months by 
furnishing to the Health Department four rat catchers, 
a chauffeur, and laboratory aid to make the survey in 
this city more effective. 

The work of survey is carried out as follows: Each 
rat trapper, of which there are four, is supplied with 
about one hundred guillotine traps, sufficient bait, such 
as cheese, bacon, etc., a metal receptacle with a fairly 
tight cover, in which there is kerosene, perforated tags 
with wire so that they may be readily fastened onto the 
rat, a three-cornered file, wire brush and cleaning oil to 
keep the traps in good working condition. 

The trappers assemble each morning at 7 a. m. in the 
city garage where they are taken by automobile to their 
destinations on the waterfront. All the traps that have 
been baited the day before are examined, the trapped 
rats properly tagged, tag removed from stub, and the 
rat, with stub attached, immediately immersed in the 
kerosene oil so as to kill off any fleas that may be on the 
rat. The tag has a stub with a number similar to the 
number on the tag. The trapper notes the location, 
occupant and kind of business on the premises where the 
rat is caught, species of rat, and whether the rat is 
trapped or found dead, and the name of the rat trapper. 
On the other side of the tag is a space for the date, rat 
number, species, sex, laboratory finding and name of 
the examiner. ‘The trapped rats and the properly filled 
out tags are brought to the laboratory each day by the 
supervising rat catcher while the rat catchers are prepar- 
ing the traps for the following day’s catch. 

In the laboratory the rats are placed on a metal 
covered table. Each rat, with stubs attached, is tacked 
on a shingle, belly up, the tacks placed through the paws. 
A magnetic hammer aids considerably and is a great time 
saver. The rats are then dissected by first reflecting 
the skin over the entire ventral surface, thus exposing 
the inguinal axillary and cervical glands and internal 
abdominal wall. The abdominal wall blood vessels are 
examined to make certain that they are not infected and 
that the entire abdominal musculature is not discolored, 
except perhaps for a discoloration due to the blow from 
the trap. 
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Examination of the inguinal, axillary and cervical 
areas is carried out for buboes. The abdomen is then 
opened, the liver examined for granules and the spleen 
for granules, great enlargement and deep dark discol- 
oration. The chest is then opened and examined for 
pleural effusion. 

The great majority, if not all of the day’s catch of 
rats, is so typically negative that very little time has 
to be spent on the examination. Those that show any 
suspicious signs are more thoroughly examined, smears 
made from the suspicious organs, stained with carbol- 
thionin and examined microscopically for B  Pestes. 
The suspicious organ is then removed, placed in a 
sterile mortar, macerated with sterile salt solution, and 
macerated material inoculated into guinea pigs, cutane- 
ously or subcutaneously, using about one half cubic 
centimeter of the material. Those rats that are negative 
are grouped on the basis of the trappers, that is, each 
man’s catch is considered one group. Pieces of liver 
and spleen from each rat in the group are macerated 
with sterile salt solution, as mentioned above, and the 
guinea pigs inoculated subcutaneously. . 

This is called a mass inoculation of all the rats trapped, 
in group form. In order to decrease the mortality of 
our inoculated guinea pigs, those rats showing a decom- 
position of any kind, and which are unquestionably 
negative as far as bubonic plague is concerned, are not 
included in the mass inoculations. The inoculated pigs 
are placed in galvanized-iron receptacles, 24 inches in 
diameter and 24 inches high, the bottom of which is 
covered with sawdust. Within 1 inch from the top 
on the inside of the receptacle a layer of vaseline is 
smeared about 1 inch wide. This is to prevent any 
fleas that may get on the pigs from getting out of the 
receptacle. Any of the inoculated pigs that succumb, 
or show enlarged glands, are autopsied and examined 
for B Pestes, the same as with rats described above. 
Those surviving are kept separate for three weeks before 
they are returned to stock. Occasionally when a rat, 
or an inoculated pig which has succumbed, show very 
suspicious lesions, smears from such lesions are made 
on agar media, incubated at body temperature from 
twenty-four to seventy-two hours and examined, then 
transplanted on 3 per cent salt agar media, reincubated 
and examined for involution forms of B Pestes which 
grow profusely on this particular kind of media. 
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Unless a very suspicious rat is found, which is 
desired to be kept for further study or confirmation of 
findings, the rats are knocked off the shingles and incin- 
erated. 

The diagnosis of an infected rodent is made when 
one or more of the following signs are found micro- 
seopically: 


1. Injection of blood vessels and musculature, clearly visi- 
ble in the abdominal wall. 

2. Buboes in the inguinal, axillary and neck glands in- 
jected and caseous or semicaseous on section. 

3. Granular liver. 

4. Large dark spleen where the capsule is so tense that it 
seems entirely too small to hold the acutely inflamed spleenic 
substance, or transverse scar usually due to an old infection. 

5. Pleural effusion which is serous in character and copious 
in amount. 

6. The organisms for B Pestes found microscopically and 
findings confirmed by the representative of the State Health 
Department, Dr. R. P. Strong, and the representative of the 
federal government, Dr. George W. McCoy. This method of 
confirmation was agreed upon at a meeting of the representa- 
tives of the federal, state and city health departments. 


Swimming Pool Inspection and Examination.— With 
the resignation of Mr. R. N. Hoyt, who was assigned 
to the examination of swimming pools in December, 
1920, this work was temporarily discontinued until 
such time as a properly qualified person could be em- 
ployed and assigned to such work. In February, 1921, 
Mr. Fred Damren was appointed provisionally as 
bacteriologist. It took more than four months before 
I felt that he had had sufficient training in the routine 
work of the laboratory so as to be spared for a few hours 
a day on this special work. The condition of the 
swimming pools, as found by him, was certainly far 
from satisfactory and nowhere was the sanitary condi- 
tion as good as when under the constant supervision 
of the laboratory of the Health Department. 

The great majority of the swimming pool samples 
of water showed B Coli. The walls and floors were 
far from clean, and even the general supervision over 
the bathers became lax, so that on the first visit many 
patrons were noticed to plunge into the pools without 
the required soap and water shower, etc. The propri- 
etors were again asked to co-operate with the Health 
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Department in furnishing sanitary, clean pools for their 
patrons, and, happily, this was soon remedied, but it 
taught the lesson that it is absolutely essential to have 
proper sanitary supervision if clean, healthy swimming 
pools are desired. 

I also feel that certain rules and regulations should 
be adopted by this Health Department and the propri- 
etors of swimming pools first be urged and, if necessary, 
compelled to live up to them or their places considered 
public nuisances and closed until such time as they see 
fit to live up to such regulations. 

After considerable study of similar regulations of 
other cities, and after a conference with the proprietors 
of the various Boston swimming pools, the following 
rules and regulations have been drawn up and, in my 
opinion, should be adopted. 


PROPOSED REGULATIONS FOR SWIMMING POOLS. 


Rule 1. Safety of Pool Water. The standard for 
the number of bacteria shall be not over 500 per cubic 
centimeter at 37 degrees centigrade, and not more 
than one of two 5-cubic centimeter tests positively for 
B. Coli. 

(This is to be regulated by sample examinations made 
at least once in two weeks by the bacteriological lab- 
oratory of Health Department.) 

Rule 2. Clearness and Cleanliness of Pool Water.— 
Water in pool should be kept clean and so clear that 
large objects may be easily discerned even in the deepest 
part of the pool. It must also be free from any sus- 
pended or floating material. 

(This can readily be accomplished by a proper recir- 
culation of the water from pool at least once every ten 
hours, by the addition of the proper amount of alum 
and by the frequent use of a suction pump to remove 
sediment from bottom of tank.) 

Rule 8. Materials, Surfaces, etc.— Pool walls should 
be vertical and together with bottom and surrounding 
walks should be tiled with impervious material, prefer- 
ably white tile. The entire pool shall be surrounded 
by a raised concrete curb at least 2 inches high and 12 
inches wide to act as a check for walk drainage. The 
walks should slope away from this curb and lead to a 
drain channel. 
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Rule 4. Inlets and Outlets — At least one-sixth of 
pool capacity should be replaced by fresh water daily 
and preferably introduced by means of a pipe running 
around the entire contour of the pool having water 
outlets about 1 foot apart. This will insure a thorough 
distribution of the fresh water throughout the pool. 
The outlet shall be at one end and so regulated that 
the outlet will equalize the inlet thus assuring the 
proper amount of water in the pool at all times. 

Rule 6. Scum Gutter.— There shall be a scum gutter 
around the entire pool and so recessed that it will not 
be readily accessible to the fingers, toes or other parts 
of the body of the patrons of the pools. Good drainage 
for these scum gutters should be provided so that it 
may not be washed back into the swimming tank. 
The drainage should be considered as sewage and treated 
as such. 

Rule 6. Sand Beaches, Ktc.— No sand beaches, earthy 
walks or board walks should be permitted around pools. 
No spectators should be permitted on walks used by 
bathers nor should bathers be permitted to saunter 
outside of swimming pool room and then return to pool 
without taking a shower. 

Rule 7. Dressing Rooms, Htc.— All plunge rooms, 
dressing rooms, showers, toilets, shall be well lighted 
and ventilated and floors shall be made of impervious 
material. 

Rule 8. Showers.— There shall be provided at least 
one shower for every twenty patrons and these should 
be provided with plenty of soap and hot water. These 
showers should be located in close proximity to pools, 
so that there may not be any unnecessary dirt collected 
on feet while walking from shower to pool. 

Rule 9. Toilets and Urinals — There shall be at least 
one toilet for every twenty patrons and at least one 
urinal for every twenty male patrons. The urinals shall 
be so arranged that there may be no splashing of urine on 
the feet or body of the user nor on the floor in the 
proximity of the urinal. 

Rule 10. Sanitary Drinking Fountains.— Sanitary 
drinking fountains should be installed in each establish- 
ment and if placed in the room where the pool is located 
a foot pedal for the stream flow is advantageous. 

Rule 11. General Appearance.— All surfaces possible 
shall be painted with white or light colored paint; all 
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corners should be rounded, thus limiting the accumula- 
tion of dirt and the general appearance of the place 
should be that of cleanliness. 

Rules three to eleven, inclusive, could be easily car- 
ried out if a form of licensure be required for each 
establishment and such license granted only after ful- 
filling of the above rules. 

Rule 12. Life-Guard and Life-Saving Equipment.— 
There shall be at least one life-guard on duty at all 
times in each pool who should be thoroughly familiar 
with the manner of reviving apparently drowned persons. 
There shall also be proper accommodation for the carry- 
ing out of this work and the proper equipment, as hooks, 
rope, etc. 

Rule 13. Swits and Towels.— No private suits should 
be permitted to be used by patrons and all suits and 
towels issued by the establishment should be thoroughly 
cleaned and sterilized after each use. 

Rule 14. Daily Record.— The management of each 
pool should keep a daily record of attendance, the sani- 
tary condition of the pool and such bacteriological 
findings as furnished them by the Bacteriological Lab- . 
oratory from time to time on a uniform record sheet 
provided by the Health Department. These sheets to 
be forwarded to the laboratory once a month for per- 
manent filing. 

Rule 15.— The management shall keep posted in its 
office, in the dressing rooms, and in the swimming pool 
quarters, all regulations issued by the Health Depart- 
ment from time to time, and the following instructions 
to bathers. 


Instructions to Bathers. 


1. If you have any sores, boils, ulcers, inflamed eyes, dis- 
charging ears, cold, sore throats, diarrhoea, or other bodily 
ailment, keep out of the pool. You may aggravate your own 
trouble and you may spread your disease to others. 

2. ‘Take a thorough shower with plenty of soap and warm 
water before entering the pool. 

3. Scum troughs and spittoons are installed for spitting pur- 
poses. Spitting in any other place will be sufficient cause 
for ejection from pool. 

4. No private bathing suits or supporter shall be worn in 
the pool. If fig leaf is desired, same may be obtained from 
attendant after a thorough examination by him in the nude. 


It would also be advantageous to have a score card 
system established for swimming pools, similar to score 
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ecards for dairies and food-vending estalishments.

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Modification in the Staining of K. L. Bacillt.— One of 
the most difficult organisms to diagnose correctly is the 
Kk. L. bacillus, especially in the routine smears as they 
come into the laboratory. It is, therefore, essential to 
make it as fool proof as possible so that a technician, 
with a moderate amount of experience, could make a 
proper diagnosis. The substitution of the methylene 
blue stain by the modified Kinyon stain was a step in 
that direction, but even with this stain I found a con- 
siderable number of smears reported questionable on 
account of the poor straining of the granules. 

The publication of a description of a new stain for 
K. L., namely the Albert stain, impelled me to investi- 
gate it and, after a considerable amount of comparative 
work on thousands of K. L. cultures came to the conclu- 
sion that the Albert stain is much more accurate and 
will give more correct results, especially in the hands of 
one who is not expert in this line of work. The stain is 
prepared as follows:

The staining is carried out as follows: 

The slide, properly smeared, fixed by heat, and cooled, 
is flooded with solution No. 1, and stain kept on for one 
minute. The stain is drained off and slide flooded with 
solution No. 2 for one minute. The slide is then rinsed 
in water and dried at room temperature. Care should 
be taken not to apply the direct flame to the slide. The 
body of the bacillus will be stained a yellowish green 
while the granules will be almost black. The K. L. 
organisms stand out so prominently that much time is 
saved by a technician in making a proper diagnosis. It 
is hoped that in the next few months more laboratories 
will have an opportunity to try the stain and report 
their findings.

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REPORT OF SANITARY DIVISION. 





Boston, January 1, 1922.

DEAR Sir,—I herewith respectively submit the follow- 
ing report of the work of the Sanitary Division for the 
year ending December 31, 1921: 

The routine work in the abatement of nuisances has 
been carried forward systematically, with an increase 
(as indicated by the tables submitted herewith) over 
the ground covered the previous year. 

Tenement and Three-Family Houses.— As has been 
noted in former reports, the regular routine inspections 
of these houses, as required by law, cannot be effectively 
carried out with the small force at our command. It 
may be said, however, that while the figures relating 
to this class of work show a falling off, a much more 
thorough examination and report has been made on 
those tenement houses examined and more radical im- 
provements carried out than was the case in previous 
years. The hoped for increase in the inspection force 
which bids fair to become a realty will undoubtedly 
afford us the opportunity of complying more closely to 
the law in regard to the inspection of these houses. 

Housing Service.— The work of the Housing Service 
shows an increase over that done in 1920, although it 
became necessary to divert the already small force in 
other directions — in work along the waterfront in con- 
trolling the rat nuisance, in various special surveys 
(which will be touched upon later in this report), and 
other work which these inspectors were called upon to 
perform. 

Basement Rooms.— The number of basement rooms 
occupied illegally throughout the city has decreased to 
such a degree that only occasionally is it found neces- 
sary to order such rooms vacated. A certain number, 
however, have been noted and vacated during the year, 
and a constant watch is maintained to prevent the 
reoccupancy of the rooms. 

Dilapidated Buildings Mainly through the co-op- 
eration of the owners a number of old dilapidated 
buildings and parts’ of buildings have been removed 
during the year. 
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There is no question but this work is as valuable and 
worth while as any undertaken by the department, 
removing, as it does, a source of nuisance, a fire menace 
and a cause of injury and loss of value to surrounding 
property. 

It is hoped that much more of this work can be carried 
forward during the coming year. 

Halls and Theaters.— Public halls and theaters have 
been examined and reported on in connection with 
the issuance of the annual licenses by the Mayor’s 
office. A record is kept of these inspections on the form 
showing the number and location of the toilets, condi- 
tion of the premises, etc. 

Live Fowl.— The licensing and relicensing of prem- 
ises where live fowl are kept has been carried on as 
usual. The rule requiring the proper rat-proofing of 
henhouses has been strictly enforced, and these premises 
are in a generally good condition, very few complaints 
being received in regard to the same. It is felt, how- 
ever, a lessening of the number of places licensed would 
be an advantage, as all these places are potential rat 
breeders. 

Overcrowding.— Very few instances of overcrowding 
have been met with during the year. 

Car Inspections.— While these systematic inspections 
have been maintained, little cause for complaint has 
been found, the cars and terminals of the Elevated 
system being kept in good condition. Such exceptions 
as have been called to the attention of the trustees have 
been speedily remedied. 

Waterfront Inspection.— The regular waterfront in- 
spections, covering vessels from suspected ports, has 
been carried out during the year. Very little cause for 
complaint was found, the widespread campaign by 
national and state authorities being so well advertised 
that practically all ships arriving at this port were pre- 
pared to comply with the regulations regarding rat 
guards, etc. This work is carried on in co-operation 
with the United States Quarantine Station at Gallop’s 
Island, all violations being immediately called to the 
attention of the medical officer in charge. 

A large number of privies on the waterfront have been 
abolished and proper water-closets, connected with the 
sewer, provided. 

Mosquito Supression.— The motor-spraying outfit pur- 
chased last year has been used to advantage this year, 
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wet areas in practically every ward being sprayed, in 
most instances three times during the months of June, 
July and August. 

During the month of February, 1921, a special survey 
was made on Revere and Myrtle streets in the West End 
district, in regard to house refuse, more especially the 
separation of garbage from ashes and rubbish, and pro- 
viding proper receptacles for the same. A marked 
improvement was noted after this intensive work. 

Convenience Stattons.— During the year a new station 
was opened in the basement of the City Hall, under the 
control of this department. This was accomplished by 
a readjustment of the force and without additional 
expense to the city. 

All of the comfort stations throughout the city were 
put in good repair during the year. 

Bulletin boards were installed in all stations for use 
in connection with the publicity work of the department’ 

An improved coin-lock service was adopted and a con- 
cession let for the installation of penny-in-the-slot scales 
with increased revenue to the city. 

In December, 1921, following complaints as to con- 
ditions in and around the lodging houses in the arate 
End district, the men from the Housing Service made 
special complete examinations of these houses and caused 
to be remedied many violations of the building and 
health laws. 

This special examination was caused by reason of com- 
plaints as to the “‘light housekeeping” being carried on in 
these lodging houses, but, as a matter of fact, very few 
violations of this kind were noted. Several of the houses 
where it was found that changes had been made, convert- 
ing the houses into tenement houses by establishing 
kitchenettes, were gone over carefully and the owners and 
occupants notified of the changes necessary to comply 
with the tenement house law. 

Numerous requests have been received from the Rent 
and Housing Committee for examinations of premises 
complained of and every effort has been made to co- 
operate with the committee. 

The various premises occupied by rendering works, 
soap making, etc., including Spectacle Island and the 
Brighton Abbatoir have been kept under observation 
daily and reports filed covering such observations. With 
the exception of Spectacle Island, very little cause for 
complaint was found. 
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Supervision Over Licensees — The examination of 
premises requiring licenses for different purposes — 
lying-in hospitals, massage and manicure, undertakers’ 
establishments, stables, live fowl, day nurseries, etc., has 
been made consistently.

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REPORT OF THE DIVISION OF VITAL 
STATISTICS.

Srr,— I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Division of Vital Statistics Records and Accounts for 
the calendar year 1921. 

The year 1921 marked the banner year for Boston’s 
health records. No other year has made such a favor- 
able showing in public health statistical records as has 
the year just closed. While greatly pleased with the 
result, we cannot claim this condition as being a local 
one only, for low rates are general throughout the entire 
country for the year 1921. Following are a few features 
of this remarkable showing: 

Death Rates.— The total number of deaths for the 
year was 10,220, a decrease of 1,381 deaths when com- 
pared with the total in 1920, which was 11,601. The 
death rate for the year 1921 was 13.49 and if the non- 
resident deaths (1,815) be deducted, the death rate 
would be 11.09 for actual residents of Boston. Each 
of these rates is the lowest on record. 

The decrease in deaths may be attributed in no small 
part to the diminution noted in the respiratory group, 
influenza, pneumonia, etc. Apart from the new low 
mark established in the gross and corrected death rates, 
numerous other rates call for particular attention, as, 
for example, the low rate for tuberculosis, all forms, and 
influenza. 

Death Rates by Wards.— The highest ward rate was 
shown in Ward 13, Roxbury, rate 15.68; Ward 6 in the 
‘South End” was next with a rate of 13.86. Both of 
these are above the general rate for the city. The 
lowest ward rate was found in Ward 21, part of Dor- 
chester, rate 7.76; Ward 8, Back Bay, was next with a 
rate of 9.19. 

Birth Rates.— The total number of live births in 1921 
was 19,397. Compared with the total in 1920, this 
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shows a decrease of nearly a hundred live births. The 
birth rate in 1921 was 25.60 per 1,000 of the population, 
and for 1920 it was 25.94. Stillbirths were recorded in 
639 instances during 1921 as against 657 in the year 1920. 

Adding the live births and stillbirths together for the 
year 1921 shows a total of 20,036 births. The deaths 
of mothers from causes incident to pregnancy and 
parturition totaled 149, thus producing a death rate for 
mothers of 7.4 per 1,000 live and stillbirths together. 
This rate for the year 1920 was 7.8, showing a slight 
improvement during 1921. 

Birth Rates by Wards.— The highest birth rate was 
recorded in Ward 2, East Boston, 33.11 per 1,000 of the 
population; Ward 5, West End, North End and part of 
South End, was next with a rate of 31.82. The lowest 
birth rate was shown in Ward 8, where it was 10.80; 
Ward 7 was next with a low rate of 11.48. A study of 
the above rates, considering nationalities of the popula- 
tion in the wards mentioned, will enable one to visualize 
the component parts and character of Boston’s popula- 
tion of future years. 

Infant Mortality.— Deaths in infants (under one year 
of age) totaled 1,499, a distinct decrease as compared 
with a total of 1,966 for the year 1920, representing a 
saving of 467 infant lives. The infant mortality rate 
was 77.27 per 1,000 live births, again shattering all 
previous infant mortality rates for Boston. If the 
nonresident infant deaths and the nonresident live 
births be deducted, this would further reduce the death 
rate to 72.35 per 1,000 live births for actual residents of 
Boston. 

Infant Mortality by Wards.— The highest infant 
mortality rate was recorded in Ward 3, Charlestown, 
where the rate was 108.17 per 1,000 live births. Omit- 
ting Ward 17 (rate 93.44) because of the presence of an 
infant asylum within its borders, Ward 7 showed the 
next highest infant rate, 92.37. The lowest infant rate 
was found in Ward 8, 46.72; Ward 21 was next to the 
lowest with a rate of 48.50. The fluctuation in high and 
low infant rates by wards for the various years forms an 
interesting study and it is hoped this department may 
be able to attempt such a study with a view to ascertain- 
ing the underlying cause of such variations. 

The following table shows a few of the variations in 
the principal causes of death, using the years 1921 and 
1920 as a basis for comparison:

SUMMARY. 
The outstanding features for the year were as follows: 


Favorable: 

1. The low rates established in deaths (all causes) and in 
infant mortality. 

2. The continued decrease in the number of deaths from 
tuberculosis. 

3. The decrease in the total deaths from influenza and 
pneumonia (all forms), a saving of 925 lives during 
the year. 


Unfavorable. 
1. The considerable increase in the deaths reported to be 
due to cancer. 
2. The increase in deaths from diphtheria and typhoid 
fever. 
3. The decrease, though small, in the birth rate.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, February 6, 1922. 
Hon. James M. Curtey, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending January 31, 1922. 

This is the fifty-eighth annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the main hospital, the 
South Department for infectious diseases, the Hay- 
.-market Square Relief Station, the East Boston Relief 
Station and the Convalescent Home in Dorchester. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 2, 1921, 
by the election of Mr. Joseph P. Manning as president 
and Mr. Thomas A. Forsyth as secretary. 

In May Mr. Joseph P. Manning was reappointed to 
the Board of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1926. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital for maintenance during the fiscal year were 
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$1,232,171.61. Of the amount spent for maintenance, 
$773,726.81 was expended upon the hospital proper and 
its subdivisions; $88,866.72 on account of the Out-Patient 
Departments; $268,391.03 on account of the South De- 
partment; $58,718.64 on account of the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station; $28,013.22 on account of the Hast 
Boston Relief Station; $14,455.19 for the Convalescent 
Home. Of the total amount spent on the Laboratories 
$46,085.51, $30,877.29 is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures, $921.71 in the Out-Patient Department, 
$13,825.65 in the South Department and $460.86 in the 
Haymarket Square Relief Station expenditures. Of 
the total amount spent on the X-Ray Laboratory and 
Photographic Department, $32,437.02, $19,462.21 is 
charged to the hospital proper and $12,974.81 to the 
Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount spent 
on the Department of Physical Therapeutics, $10,- 
346.18, $2,586.54 is charged to the hospital proper and 
$7,759.64 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the total 
amount spent on the Department of Social Work, $9,- 
667.24, $5,800.34 is charged to the hospital proper and 
$3,866.90 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
total amount spent in ascertaining the settlement of 
patients, $1,152.34, $691.40 was spent on the hospital 
proper and $460.94 on the South Department. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures on the hospital 
proper and the South Department are combined under 
the title Main Hospital. 

The methods of obtaining the per capita costs in the 
various departments are shown in Tables No. 1 and No. 
2 of the superintendent’s report. From the total operat- 
ing expenses are deducted the increases in stock on hand 
at the end of the year over that at the beginning of the 
year (or the decreases are added, as the case may require) 
there is also deducted the cost of new construction 
(changing two wards into modern isolation wards, in- 
stallation of Sprinkler System, and alterations to Boiler 
House). This gives the amount properly chargeable to 
maintenance. This cost of maintenance is divided by 
the number of days’ board given ward patients or the 
number of visits of out-patients to obtain the per 
capita cost per patient. 

The per capita cost at the hospital proper was $3.03 
per day for ward patients, at the South Department, 
$3.28; but, taking the hospital proper and the South De- 
partment together, the per capita cost per ward patient 
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was $3.09. At the Convalescent Home the per capita 
cost per patient was $2.45 per day. The cost of out- 
patients, per visit, was 52 cents at the hospital proper, 
$2.36 at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, and 88 
cents at the East Boston Relief Station. The cost of 
uncooked food supplies for the hospital in all its depart- 
ments has been $2.55 per person per week, or 36 cents 
per day. 
PayING PATIENTS. 


During the year there has been collected for the care 
and treatment of patients of all classes the sum of 
$188,488.05, itemized as follows: There was received from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the board of 
patients at the hospital proper, $34,276.47; at the South 
Department, $2,583.50; from various cities and towns for 
hospital proper, $16,296.14; collected at the superin- 
tendent’s office, on account of private room, ward and 
Out-Patient Department paying patients, $85,459.23, 
of which $15,083.97 was from insurance cases; for board 
of paying patients at the South Department, $5,015.07; 
on account of ward and Out-Patient Department pay- 
ing patients at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, 
$3,441.27, of which $2,363.90 was from insurance cases; 
on account of ward and Out-Patient Department pay- 
ing patients at the Kast Boston Relief Station, $1,084.44, 
$725.67 of this being from insurance cases. There was 
also collected in all departments $3,692 on account of. 
insurance cases, $2,258 of this being for X-ray cases and 
$1,434 being for clinical record fees. 

There has also been collected for the hospital, by the 
Health Department, for the care of infectious cases at 
the South Department, and paid to the City Collector 
the additional sum of $36,639.93. 

Eighty one thousand two huadred twenty three 
dollars and four cents of the income from paying patients 
was collected by the Overseers of the Public Welfare. 
The revenue was increased $13,464.25 by X-ray charges. 
It was also increased $18,140.50 by removal of tonsils 
and adenoids, electro cardiograms, issuing of ex-officio 
statements, circumcision and payment of nurses’ board. 

A table showing the revenue received from paying 
patients, interest on trust funds, sale of old material and 
other sources, will be found on page 4 of the Superin- 
tendent’s report.

Ciry HosprraL IMPROVEMENTS. 


On April 16, 1921, a loan of $629,000 was authorized 
for much needed changes in hospital buildings, especially 
in the Out-Patient Department. On November 18, 
1921, bids were opened for alterations and additions to 
Out-Patient Department, under plans drawn by Coolidge 
& Shattuck. The contract was awarded the Evatt Con- 
struction Company for $486,000. They, however, failed 
to sign the contract, and forfeited their certified check of 
$2,000 deposited with the bids. This necessitated a re- 
advertisement and on December 20, 1921, bids were 
again opened and the contract was ‘awarded to John 
Bowen Company for $493,000. This was approved by 
the Mayor January 17, 1922.

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Tor THORNDIKE MEMORIAL. 


On April 16, 1921, a loan appropriation of $150,000 
was authorized to supplement the bequest of George L. 
Thorndike, as it had been found that the amount of the 
bequest was not sufficient for the erection of the proposed 
memorial building. Bids were opened in August 5, 1921, 
for erection of the Thorndike Memorial, under plans 
drawn by Maginnis & Walsh of Boston. The contract 
was awarded to John Bowen Company for $313,000, and 
was approved by the Mayor on September 21, 1921. 
The contractor agrees to finish his work on or before 
December 12, 1922.

SPRINKLER SysTEM AT Marin Hospirvatu. 


On December 7, 1921, there was transferred from 
South Department, New Buildings Appropriation, 
$4,190.83, and from Power and Heating Plant, Deer 
Istand Appropriation $20,809.17, to an appropriation to 
be known as Sprinkler System, Main Hospital; thus 
making $25,000 available for the purpose. 

At the South Department the measles ward has been 
altered into a modernisolation ward at a cost of $33,588, 
and at the Main Hospital, Ward I has also been changed 
in the same way, the cost of this being $17,465. 

The West Department is leased to the United States 
Government for five years beginning July 1, 1921, upon 
a rental based upon the tax valuation. Previously the 
Government paid $1 a year for the use of this department. 
The income from the same this year has been $29,836.94. 

On October 1, 1921, $15,989.07 was transferred from 
the appropriation, Hospital Department, West Depart- 
ment, to an appropriation, Recreation Building, West 
Department, the same to be expended by the Public 
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Buildings Department in erecting a building to replace 
one, the gift of the Red Cross, which was destroyed by 
fire. 


MeEpbicaAL DEPARTMENT. 


The services of the Medical Department have been 
carried on in the same manner asin previous years. The 
Blood Laboratory has been of much assistance in the 
diagnosis and treatment of a large number of cases. The 
Electrocardiograph has made it possible to have a 
broader and better understanding of heart disease. ‘The 
special work in nephritis, diabetes and metabolism has 
been of much value in care of patients ailing with those 
affections. The weekly medical visits and conferences 
between the various services have given an opportunity 
to those in attendance to observe a larger number of 
unusual cases, and it has been an assurance that those 
cases were receiving a most careful investigation. 

Medical instruction has been given by the various 
members of the staff to house officers, graduates and 
undergraduates in medicine, in the wards, in the Out- 
Patient Department and in the Amphitheater. 

Cordial co-operation and assistance have existed be- 
tween the various services both in the house and in the 
Out-Patient Department. 


SURGICAL DEPARTMENT—GENITO—URINARY DIVISION. 


The work of the section for treatment of genito- 
urinary diseases has been done by the same personnel as 
of the previous year. 

The Out-Patient Service has been efficiently conduc- 
ted. The clinic has maintained the adequate number of 
patients, and the work for students is well supervised. 


SURGICAL DEPARTMENT—GYNACOLOGICAL AND OB- 
STETRICAL SECTION. 
_ During the past year the Gynecological and Obstet- 
rical Section of the Fifth Surgical Service has had its 
facilities for the care of patients taxed to the utmost. 
Economie conditions have forced many to seek hospital 
treatment who would ordinarily have been cared for 
by private physicians, while in addition, there has 
been a very manifest appreciation of the painstaking 
obstetric care furnished in Ward S. The patients in 
Ward H and also in the other wards have been well 
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attended. Owing to the large number of admissions, 
it has been necessary to keep some patients in the 
casualty ward and Ward L, neither of which are suited 
to the class of cases with which the service deals. This 
wide dispersion makes treatment difficult and time- 
consuming and the unfavorable surroundings in these 
wards increase the liability of sepsis. 

Your attention is again respectfully invited to the 
conditions enumerated in the report of last year, and 
the remedy of these conditions is now more urgent than 
at the time that report was written. 

During the year 1920, there were 403 deliveries in 
Ward §; during 1921, 565. The number of out-patient 
visits has increased from 371 to 3,974 and the new 
admissions to the prenatal clinic from 366 to 450. 

The Visiting and House Staffs have faithfully per- 
formed their duties; have given 386 obstetric lectures 
to the nurses and instructed in delivery. In the house 
and QOut-Patient Department, eight clinics have been 
carried on every week during the greater part of the 
teaching year, and there has been some post-graduate 
teaching. 

During the past two years, Dr. Martin J. English 
has eared for the babies after birth and a similar arrange- 
ment will be made with the Pediatric Service.

In Ward § operating room 508 operations have been 
performed on 401 patients with 22 deaths. In Ward 
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H, 287 operations have been performed, with 2 deaths. 
Deaths of operative cases outside the obstetric ward 
number 24. The mortality of all operative cases is 
about 3 per cent. The abdominal cases have a mortality 
of nearly 6 per cent, but it is apparent that a large pro- 
portion of the fatalities were emergencies. In addition 
to the obstetric deaths in Ward 8S and the operative 
fatalities, there have been 31 other patients on the 
service who have died from various causes ; of these 
13 were babies and 18 adults.

OPHTHALMIC DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the Ophthalmic Department the past 
year has not been marked by any unusual features. 
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The transfer of the ophthalmic ward from the med- 
ical side of the hospital to the surgical side, with quarters 
better adapted to the work, has proved advantageous. 


NEUROLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the Neurological Department 
has been handicapped by lack of a sufficient number 
of the visiting staff to carry on the work of a good 
sized service in the wards as well as a larger Out-Patient 
Department, but the work has been accomplished by 
the cheerful co-operation of members of the staff. 
It has not been deemed wise to attempt resuming daily 
out-patient clinics — these having been reduced to three 
days a week during the war. 

When prohibition lessened the number of excited 
cases, the special ward containing arrangements for 
bath treatment was closed, and now provision for bath 
treatment is again urgent. There is also great need 
of increased number of beds for the service. During 
the past three years the service has seldom used less 
than forty beds and has often required more. 


PNEUMONIA SERVICE.

This total of 556 cases is slightly smaller than last 
year when the total was 569. 

Among the 315 cases of lobar pneumonia 70, or 22.2 
per cent were proved to be due to infection with type 1 
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pneumococecus. No case of influenza-pneumonia has 
been observed during the year, and there was only one 
case of influenza. 

Dr. Arthur B. Lyon continued his studies among 
the infants and children on this special service until 
June 1921 and has since published two papers embody- 
ing his results, viz:— 


“Pneumonia in Infants and Children: A Clinical

The research laboratory maintained by the Depart- 
ment of Hygiene of the Harvard Medical School under 
the supervision of Dr. William L. Morse was closed 
in the early summer of 1921. The work of this labora- 
tory was of the highest order and the cessation of the 
researches conducted by Dr. Morse and his associates 
has been a great loss both to the service and the hospital. 

Dr. Horace Binney has, as during last year, had 
charge of the surgical care of the empyema cases. 


PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


For the first time since pre-war days the filling of 
interneships in pathology. has become easy. The ones 
who apply are chiefly those who are going into surgery 
and feel the need of a first hand knowledge of surgical 
pathology. | 

At the present time very few men are going into 
. pathology as a life work because there are no promising 
financial prospects. They use pathology as a stepping 
stone to something more remunerative. For this reason 
the laboratory is trying the experiment of having as an 
assistant a medically-trained woman who desires to 
make pathology her profession. 

The number of autopsies obtained yearly still remains 
much below what is desirable or possible. A committee 
just appointed to take charge of the subject promises 
much hope. 

The facilities of the laboratory are open, as in the 
past, to a limited number of medical men interested in 
pathology. There is space available for four at a time. 
No fee is charged. We almost always have with us at 
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least one medical officer from the army and navy men 
stationed in or near Boston. 

Research work has been carried on actively throughout 
the year. 

Dr. Parker, who spent his summer vacation in the 
laboratory, has continued his work with the bacillus 
cultured by him from scarlet fever carriers. He has 
been able to obtain the toxin produced by it and also to 
prepare an antitoxin for it. Scarlet fever convalescent 
serum and his antitoxin both protect guinea pigs against 
fatal doses of the toxin, but the antitoxin tried on a few 
Sear fever patients has yielded only negative results 
so far.

CLINICAL LABORATORY DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the department is definitely divided into 
clinical and laboratory. 

Clinical. The department has supervision over a 
number of the cases of diabetes mellitus in the hospital, 
and a large number of the cases of nephritis. During 
the past year a male and female ward has been set aside 
for treatment of the cases mentioned above. It is now 
arule of the hospital that all cases of diabetes be admitted 
to the medical side; and that, whenever a case of 
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diabetes is discovered on the surgical side, a formal 
medical consultation be requested at once. The de- 
partment also has charge of a Diabetic and Nephritic 
Out-Patient Clinic and co-operates in the management 
and study of cases in the Thyroid Clinic. 

Laboratory.— The department supervises the routine 
clinical laboratory work done on cases from the medical 
and surgical services. In addition, special laboratory 
tests are done on such cases as nephritis, diabetes, and 
thyroid disease which are referred to the department for 
study. During the past year 245 cases of nephritis and 
183 cases of diabetes have been carefully studied in this 
department and, in addition, 496 basal metabolism tests 
have been done on 3822 cases referred through the | 
Thyroid Clinic. The department is actively engaged in 
the study of research problems in connection with these 
same diseases.

THYROID CLINIC. 


The Thyroid Clinic was established for the purpose of 
aiding in the diagnosis and treatment of possible thyroid 
disorders. Patients are referred to this clinic from the 
various medical and surgical departments. The problem 
of proper treatment has been one of deciding between 
surgical interference and X-ray treatment. Such cases 
as in the opinion of the clinic require surgical treatment 
have been referred to the surgical wards of the hospital, 
while such cases as in the opinion of the clinic require 
X-ray treatment have been referred to the X-Ray De- 
partment. 

For the purpose of proper diagnosis and proper check- 

ing up of treatment, basal metabolism tests have been of 
unquestionable value. During the past year 496 basal 
metabolism tests have been done on 322 cases. In 
addition, the cases have been studied for possible heart 
complications by a representative from the heart clinic. 
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The number of house cases treated during the past year 
has been 90, and the number of out-patients treated has 
been 232. All cases treated were referred to this de- 
partment from some other hospital clinic. 


GASTRO-INTESTINAL SERVICE. 


This work began with a vote of the medical staff on 
Januaryl19, 1921, that they request a member of this 
service to see gastro-intestinal cases on consultation in 
the wards. The object was to benefit the patients, to 
study them more intensively, to give some additional 
information to members of the staff and to provide an 
opportunity for some research work. On March 18, 
1921, a gastro-intestinal clinic was started on Fridays in 
the Out-Patient Department. The record of patients 
for the year was as follows: 

191 ward patients treated or seen in consultation. 

115 out-patients treated. 

255 visits of out-patients. 

Special blanks for history and physical examinations 
were introduced into the house and_ out-patient 
records. Also, a special set of diets for ulcer, ptosis, 
diarrhea, constipation, etc., were printed for use in the 
out-patient clinic, and modifications were made of the 
Lenhartz and post-operative diets for ward cases. 

Much more laboratory work was done in connection 
with the patients, such as analyses of gastric contents 
and feces, bile drainages, etc., and all laboratory work 
was better standardized. Desk space for one worker was 
given us in the blood laboratory, which was equipped 
for analysis of stemach contents and feces. All X-ray 
plates have been inspected and conferences held with 
members of the X-Ray Service in all doubtful cases. 

Patients have been followed up in the out-patient 
clinic after discharge from both medical and surgical 
wards. With more room, a large and valuable follow-up 
service of discharged house cases can be rapidly built up. 

The effort of this new service has been chiefly to 
develop better routine study of the gastro-intestinal 
cases, but there has been some opportunity to use this 
group of patients for post-graduate teaching, and new 
technique, such as bile drainages, has been demonstrated 
to members of other services, and considerable research 
work has been carried out. Biliary drainage by the 
Meltzer-Lyon method, using a duodenal tube, has been 
carried out in about sixty cases. 
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NUTRITION CLINIC. 


During the past year 46 children have been treated in 
the nutrition clinic, 30 of these having been referred to 
this clinic by some other out-patient department. 

These 46 children have made a total of 530 visits to 
the clinic; 67 of these visits being counted in some other 
out-patient department as well as in the nutrition clinic. 

As a result of the correction of diabetic and hygienic 
errors and removable physical defects (the more impor- 
tant of which are diseased tonsils, adenoids and carious 
teeth), these children made a total gain of 99 pounds 
4 ounces, as against an expected gain of 74 pounds. 

The work of the clinic has been greatly facilitated by 
the aid of the Boston Dietetic Bureau, and the co-opera- 
tion of the Social Service of this hospital, in making 
arrangements for tonsil and adenoid operations and den- 
tal work, and in obtaining means of relief in cases of 
inadequate incomes. 


CARDIAC CLINIC. 


The number of out-patients treated in the cardiac 
clinic during the year has been 208, about 99 per cent 
of these being referred to this clinic from another out- 
patient department. These 208 patients made approx- 
imately 1,000 visits for treatment, 792 of these visits 
being also counted in some other out-patient department. 


DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WORK. 


September, 1921, completed the seventh year since 
the department was first organized. 

During the year the number and distribution of our 
paid staff has remained approximately the same as 
shown in our last report. 

Largely through volunteer service from the Dietetic 
Bureau and other sources, we have been able to continue 
to help to carry on a nutrition class for a selected number 
of underweight out-patient children, and to help some of 
the physicians who are conducting special clinics for 
cardiacs, diabetics and other groups. 

Our library work for ward children was interrupted 
during the year through the withdrawal of our trained 
volunteer librarian. Experience having shown us that 
(1) hospital libraries cannot be maintained without the 
regular, annual expenditure of some money, and (2) that 
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the work calls for just as expert and continued organiza- 
tion as does, for example, providing special diets, the 
committee decided to offer, for a time at least, to pro- 
vide the salary of a trained librarian to give regular, 
paid service. February 1, 1922, Miss Elizabeth W. 
Reed entered upon her duties. For the present she will 
confine her work to children. 

Teaching for ward children has continued under the 
now regularly established hospital school with a teacher 
paid and appointed through the Boston School Com- 
mittee.

Table No. 6 is a statement of the 
revenue received from all sources during the year.

The hospital proper has six subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Department, Laboratories, 
X-Ray and Photographic Department, Department of 
Physical Therapeutics, Department of Social Work. 
The expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the East 
Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home are 
kept in separate tables. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital proper 
are combined with those of the South Department to 
form the main hospital. 

The average weekly expenditure per ward patient 
in the hospital proper was $21.22; at the South Depart- 
ment, $22.97; at the main hospital (hospital proper and, 
the South Department combined), $21.61. At the 
Convalescent Home the average weekly expenditure per 
patient was $17.18. 
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The expenditure per visit per out-patient at the 
hospital proper was 52 cents; at the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station, $2.36; at the East Boston Relief Station, 
88 cents. 

The expenditure per person for uncooked food supplies 
in all the hospital departments was $2.55 per week or 
36 cents per day. 

The total expenditures of the Hospital Department 
have been $1,232,171.61, but the net cost to the city 
for maintaining it was only $1,022,436.03. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 805, as against 728 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 571, in 
comparison with 453 for the previous year. ‘The daily 
average during the year was 678.3, and the average 
length of stay was 14.1 days. 

There have been treated in the various out-patient 
departments at the hospital proper 32,377 patients. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including the 
number of out-patients, number of their visits, rate of 
mortality, work of ambulances, census of days’ board 
for all persons, the nativity of patients admitted and 
physical condition of patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1921, 
to January 31, 1922, was 1,268. This does not include 
the statistics of the South Department, but only the 
main hospital.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (448) were 35 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,268). 

During the year 17,576 patients were treated in the 
wards of the main hospital, 32,377 as out-patients, 
260 at the Convalescent Home, 2,247 at the South 
Department; at the Haymarket Square Relief Station 
2,164 were treated in the wards and 22,330 as out- 
patients, and at the East Boston Relief Station 317 were 
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treated in the wards and 10,312 as out-patients, a total 
of 22,564 ward patients and 65,019 out-patients who 
have received the benefits of the hospital in all depart- 
ments. 

During the year 17,215 persons applied for admission 
at the main hospital. Of this number 16,873 were ad- 
mitted and 342 rejected. This number rejected was 2 
per cent of all persons applying, and the causes of rejec- 
tion appear in the table of applicants not admitted on 
page 35. 

There were 543 self-rejected or deferred. Of these, 
244 were admitted within three days and 127 admitted 
later. There were 149 denied admission because they 
had a state settlement, but of these 50 were admitted 
within three days and 24 later. Nuinety-eight were 
rejected for lack of accommodation, but of these 20 
were admitted within three days and 12 still later. 
Thirty-six were refused admission because they did not 
reside within the city limits, but 14 of these were ad- 
mitted within three days and 2 later. Six were denied 
admission on account of lack of information that they 
were suitable applicants, but of these 3 were admitted | 
later. Nine were referred to other public institutions 
on account of the nature of their diseases but of these, 
3 were admitted later.

Forty-nine probationers have been admitted. Of 
these thirty-two were allowed to enter the school. 
Eight pupils have taken the two months Social Service 
Course and nine pupils have had special training in the 
Medical Out-Patient Laboratory. One hundred and 
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twenty-six pupils from schools affiliated with the Train- 
ing School have been admitted and seventy-seven have 
completed their course. 

Miss Frances E. Morley, instructor of theory, Miss 
Clara F. Managhan, instructor of probationers, Miss 
Mary Currier, instructor of obstetrics, Miss Margaret 
McGovern, dietitian, and Miss Etta M. Dwyer, chief 
operating room nurse, have conducted the usual number 
of classes in their respective departments. 

Professor Nissen has held twenty-four classes in mas- 
sage. The senior pupils have attended eighteen medical 
clinics, eighteen surgical clinics, and six lectures on 
pediatrics. The above, as were the obstetrical lectures, 
were given by members of the Visiting Staff. 

The regular graduating exercises were held Friday, 
May 25, at 4 p.m. Miss Mary Riddle, superintendent 
of the Newton Hospital, addressed the class. The 
diplomas were presented by Dr. John J. Dowling, 
Superintendent of the Hospital. 

We regret to record the death of two of our graduate 
nurses. 

Miss Martha Maas died on November 22, 1921, after . 
several months’ illness following pneumonia. Miss 
Maas was honor pupil of the class of 1920, and after 
graduation was employed in the Pathological Building 
as Laboratory Nurse. Her cleverness in this line 
promised a brilliant future. 

Miss Rose Moran died December 26, 1921, after a 
lingering illness. Miss Moran has been connected with 
the Haymarket Square Relief Station since 1910, as 
Matron. Her work proved her a woman of marked 
ability. In her death the hospital has lost a valuable 
executive. 

Miss Agatha P. McKenna was appointed to the posi- 
tion of Matron of the Haymarket Square Relief Station 
in February, 1922.

The only change in the executive staff of the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station was the much regretted 
death of the Matron, Miss Rose F. Moran, which 
occurred in December. Miss Agatha P. McKenna 
was appointed to succeed her as Matron. 
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At the East Boston Relief Station William L. Mac- 
Kedon, M. D., Assistant Resident Surgeon, resigned in 
March, and George W. Simpson, M. D., was appointed 
to the position. Dr. Simpson resigned in September, 
and Charles L. Lynch, M. D., was appointed Assistant 
Resident Surgeon. 

In order to prevent, insofar as possible, the frequent 
quarantine of the children’s wards, due to the admission 
of children under various diagnoses who later develop 
contagious diseases, Ward I was transformed from an 
open ward into one of thirty cubicles with glass parti- 
tions. In the future all children will be admitted to 
this ward and remain there for about ten days, or until 
the fact is established as to whether or not they are 
suffering from a contagious disease. After this period, 
they will be transferred to the children’s ward. 

During the year four new boilers were installed in the 
power house at a cost of nearly $34,000.00. With the 
four B. and W. boilers, the boiler plant is sufficiently 
large to care for the present group of buildings, and some 
additions. 

The Mayor and City Council very generously ap-’ 
propriated for the Out-Patient Building $629,000, and 
$150,000 additional for the completion of the Thorndike 
Memorial. The contract for both of these buildings 
was awarded to the John Bowen Company and the con- 
struction is well under way. 

Due, probably, to economic conditions, the population 
of the hospital has increased extraordinarily during the 
past year, averaging 118 patients a day greater than 
during the year 1920-21, and it is desired to again call 
attention to the fact that increased accommodations are 
urgently needed. As stated in last year’s annual re- 
port, at least one hundred beds more for the care of 
male and female surgical cases, fifty beds for medical 
cases, fifty beds for obstetrical cases, and fifty beds for 
infants should be provided. 

The South Department was not overcrowded last 
year, but has been filled to capacity. One hundred more 
beds should be added and at all times be available there, 
in the event of an epidemic, or that the incidence of con- 
tagious disease should be greater than it has averaged 
during the past few years. 

Attention is again called to the positive need of 100 
more beds for nurses. When economic conditions are 
so changed that more young women apply for training 
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at this hospital, it is essential that we should provide 
accommodations for them. At the present time, this 
is out of the question. 

The house officers are still living in quarters wholly 
undesirable, and a building should be immediately con- 
structed to care for seventy-five or one hundred more 
house officers. At the present time sixty house officers 
are constantly engaged in the care of the sick in this 
hospital, and if more beds for patients are added, further 
accommodations for house officers will be necessary. 

Because of the necessity of caring for ward cases, and 
due to the ever increasing demands of the hospital, it 
has been necessary to absorb many of the private rooms, 
so that at the present time very few are available for 
patients desiring special accommodations. Were a 
private pavilion erected, to contain one hundred and 
fifty beds, it would not only be self-supporting, but would 
be a source of income to the city. 

Due to the special efforts that have been made to ob- 
tain autopsies, the number has materially increased, so 
that the Pathological Department, which in the past has 
not been large enough, is urgently in need of more room. 
This could be accomplished by remodeling the present 
autopsy room in the laboratory and constructing a new 
and smaller autopsy room. 

As a result of prohibition, new and strange concoc- 
tions are being drunk by those addicted to the use of 
alcohol. Because of the nature of the alcohol imbibed, 
it has become necessary to admit every case. This 
adds another burden to our already overcrowded condi- 
tion. 

I again thank the trustees and executive officers of 
the hospital for their generous support during the past 
year.

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL SCHOOL FOR 
NURSES. 


HisTORY OF THE SCHOOL. 


The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fifth 
organized in the United States, for the purpose of pre- 
paring young women for the profession of nursing. 

Since its organization the school has undergone many 
changes and improvements as times and conditions 
have varied. The Hospital has been steadily increasing 
in capacity and improving in equipment, and the School 
has kept pace with it until today it offers all the most 
desirable advantages and opportunities that an earnest 
and energetic young woman could wish when seeking to 
prepare herself for the nursing profession. 

The school is registered with the Regents of the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York and the Massachusetts 
State Board of Registration. The curriculum meets 
the requirements of the National League of Nursing 
Education. 

LOCATION. 


The Hospital is located in the South End of Boston, 
818 Harrison avenue, and is easily reached by elevated 
trains, Northampton Street Station. 


EQUIPMENT PER INSTRUCTION. 


The Boston City Hospital is a large general hospital of 
1,207 beds, with medical, surgical, obstetrical, gynzecolog- 
ical, dermatological, neurological, ophthalmic and aural 
services. The Out-Patient Department, Emergency 
Stations, Accident Floor, Surgical Floor, with competent 
graduate nurses in charge, afford generous opportunities, 
as does also the diet kitchen conducted by a graduate 
dietitian. 

These departments are all open to the pupils for 
instruction, and no affiliation with any other school is 
required to obtain the course. 

A limited number of pupils are given special oppor- 
tunities with the Social Service and Laboratory Depart- 
ments. 
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No class recitation or lectures are held between July 1 
and October 1, except to the probationary class. 

The Hospital affords three well equipped class rooms 
for the use of the pupils, two for recitation and lectures, 
and the other for demonstration purposes. The School 
provides a reference library which contains a variety of 
standard reference and text books. This is at the service 
of the pupils for advanced reading and study. 


GOVERNMENT. 


The Superintendent of Nurses has immediate charge 
of the school under the authority of the Superintendent 
of the Hospital and of the Trustees. A special school 
committee exists within the Board of Trustees. 

The right is reserved by the Board of Trustees to 
terminate the connection of any pupil with the school 
for reasons which it may deem sufficient. All applica- 


tions and letters of recommendation are the property of 
the school. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The rules of the School are such that self-respecting 
earnest women will deem them fair and necessary in an 
institution of this kind. These are made known to the 
pupil upon arrival and she is responsible to the officers 
of the school for her conduct while in training. 


LENGTH OF COURSE. 


The course of training covers three years from date of 
entrance. ‘The first three months constitute a proba- 
tionary term. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION. 


Pupils are admitted regularly in classes every three 
months. 

Application may be made either in person or through 
personal letter to the Superintendent of Nurses. If 
possible an appointment should be made for an interview 
at the school office from ten to twelve on Wednesdays. 

Applicants must at least possess two years of high 
school education, and women of higher education are 
given preference. 

An entrance examination for candidates is held every 
Tuesday morning at ten o’clock, except holidays. The 
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examination consists of simple arithmetic, English com- 
position, dictation and spelling. 

Candidates should not be less than nineteen nor more 
than thirty years of age, and when called must report 
promptly and bring with them means of returning to 
their home should they not successfully complete their 
probationary term. 

Any change of plan or address on the part of the candi- 
date should beimmediately reported to the Superintend- 
ent of Nurses. 

EXPENSE. 


When entering the School the following articles are 
required: Three uniforms, on order from Superintendent 
of Nurses, eight large white aprons, made of bleached 
cotton, two yards wide, gathered on a band two inches 
wide, fastened by two pearl studs, hem at bottom five 
inches in depth, two inches from bottom of dress, and 
with bib square at top and slightly gathered at bottom 
next to the band; no pockets; a good supply of under- 
clothing plainly made; two laundry bags, navy blue or 
black sweater; rain coat and rubbers; broad toe black 
boots or shoes, with rubber heels. Every article to be 
plainly marked with owner’s full name. Also bring one 
pair blunt scissors, pin ball, watch with second hand 
and napkin ring. The latter must have the full name 
of the owner. 

Probationers must come prepared to expend about $35 
for uniforms and books at the end of probationary 
period, if accepted. 

No salary is paid. An allowance on a graduated 
scale according to the following schedule is granted: 

First two months none, following ten months at rate 
of $10 per month. Second year, $12.50 per month. 
Third year, $16.67 per month. The above allowances 
are not intended as wages, and are to be expended for 
uniforms and text books. 


Hours or Duty. 


Hours of duty are fifty-nine hours weekly for day 
staff and ten hours nightly for the night staff. 


VACATIONS. 
A vacation of two weeks is allowed each year. Dur- 
ing the third year, in addition, one week leave of absence 
without allowance is granted. 
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No leaves of absence will be granted except for 
extraordinary reasons satisfactory to the Superintendent 
of Nurses. 


ILLNESS. 


During illness pupils are cared for in the hospital as 
private patients. 


RECORDS. 


Careful and complete records of class work, examina- 
tions and general deportment of pupils are kept on file 
in the Training School office. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Written or oral examinations are given at stated 
intervals. Pupils must maintain a daily class average 
of 85 per cent, and any pupil falling below that mark is 
required to take an examination at the end of the 
school year. Failure to pass this examination may 
terminate the pupil’s relation to the school. 


GRADUATION. 


At the end of three years, if the requirements of the 
school have been complied with, diplomas are granted, 
after which graduates are entitled to apply for state 
registration. Graduation exercises are held annually 
on or about May 25. 


Nurses’ Home. 


The pupils of the school (including probationers) 
reside in the Vose House and Lucy L. Drown House. 
These houses are attractive and homelike. Recreation 
and amusement have been provided for in the music 
room, library, reception rooms and tennis court. 


ALUMNZ ASSOCIATION. 


The Alumnz Association, established in 1879, is a 
flourishing organization. A loan fund exists from which 
graduates may borrow for further educational purposes. 
The association present four medals on graduation 
day to the pupils excelling in each of the following 

subjects: Obstetrics, Nursing of Contagious Diseases, 
~ General Excellency and Scholarship. The medals are 
awarded to commemorate the memory of the four nurses 
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who died in the service of the Hospital Unit overseas 
during the World War. Anna L. Gibson, class of 1907, 
furnishes annually a prize of $10 in gold to the pupil 
ranking highest in the class of Laboratory Technique. 


PLAN OF INSTRUCTION. 


PROBATIONARY Course. (THREE MONTHS.) 


Anatomy, 24 hours; chemistry, 12 hours; materia 
medica, 12 hours; ethics, 12 hours; history of nursing, 
12 hours; personal hygiene, 12 hours; bandaging, 10 
hours; cooking, 8 hours; hospital housekeeping, 10 
hours; elementary nursing, 100 hours. 

Total class hours, 248 hours. 

Total supervised study, 36 hours. 


Anatomy. (24 hours.) 


Outline of eight systems. 
Definition of common terms. 
Study of charts, model and skeleton. 


Materia Medica. 


Definition of common forms. 
Calculation of doses and solutions. 
Study of a few important drugs. 


Chemistry. 


The object of this course is to teach the chemical prin- 
ciples necessary to understand the processes of digestion, 
the action of medicines and the composition of food. 

Ottenberg’s Chemistry is used and simple experiments 
are done in the laboratory. 


Ethics. (12 hours.) 


Reading from Aikins’ “ Ethics of Nursing.” 
Discussion of questions arising in hospital. 
This course is given by the Superintendent of Nurses. 


History of Nursing. (12 hours.) 


Readings from a standard history. 
Discussion of modern nursing conditions necessary for 
beginner. 
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Personal Hygiene. (12 hours.) 


Lectures on personal hygiene. 
Discussion of new problems and advice as to preserva- 
tion of health. 


Cooking. (8 hours.) 


Preparation of simple beverages and broths. 
Cooking of eggs. 
Given by the dietitian. 


Bandaging. 


Lecture and practice in the making and application of 
bandages. 


Hospital Housekeeping. 


Lecture and demonstrations explaining the use of 
cleaning materials, care of rooms and furnishings. 
Correlation of housework and nursing. 


Elementary Nursing. 


Demonstration of nursing procedure. 
Study of underlying principles. 
Practice on model in class room. 
Supervision of work on ward. 


First YEAR. 


First Half—— Anatomy, 18 hours; bacteriology, 18 
hours. 

Second Half.— Anatomy, 18 hours; materia medica, 
18 hours. 

Extra.— Massage, 6 hours; contagious, 12 hours; 
laboratory technique, 12 hours. 

Total hours first year, 102 hours. Average per week, 
3 hours. 


Anatomy. (Class Hours, 36.) 
Text Book — Kimber. 


Pupils are expected to prepare an assigned lesson each 
week from the text book. 

This is supplemented in class by study of charts, 
models and skeleton. 

Clinical experience is correlated. 

Written tests and oral quizzes are given. 

These form a basis for rank. 
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Bacteriology. (Class Hours, 18.) 
Text Book — Fox. 
The text book gives a knowledge of the history of 
bacteriology. 
A correct use of terms. 
The principles of vaccine and serum treatment. 


Contagious Nursing. (12 hours.) 

Lectures given at.the contagious department by the 

assistant matron on the nursing technique of communi- 
cable diseases. 


Massage. (6 hours.) 


Lessons in the theory of massage with some practical 
demonstration given by Professor Nissen. 


Materia Medica. (18 hours.) 
Text Book — Parker. 


Assigned lessons from text book supplemented by 
study of drugs in the Holt collection and new drugs in’ 
use on the wards. 

Oral quizzes and written tests form a basis for marking. 


Laboratory Technique. (12 hours.) 
Reference Books — Gibson and Hill. 
This course includes lectures and laboratory work on 
the following: 
Urinalysis. 
Examination of stomach contents. 
Examination of stools. 
Making slides T. B., blood and bacteria. 
The procedures taught are based on methods used in 
our own laboratories. 
Pupils showing special aptitude for this work are given 
one week in the laboratory and a term of service in the 
Medical Out-Patient Department laboratory. 


SECOND YEAR. 
First half.— Cooking, 36 hours; medical nursing, 18 
hours. 


Second half.— Dietetics, 15 hours; surgical nursing, 
18 hours. 
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Extra.— Operating technique, 12 hours; gynecology, 
6 hours; pediatrics, 6 hours. 

Total class hours per year, 111 hours. Average per 
week, 3 hours. 


Medical Nursing. (18 hours.) 

The course consists of nine hours of clinical lectures on 
medical diseases by a physician alternating with nine 
hours of class work on the same subjects. 

The class hours will emphasize nursing technique and 
will include quizzes on both clinic and class which will 
furnish the nurses’ standing in this course. 


Surgical Nursing. (18 hours.) 


This course will follow the same lines as the above on 
surgical subjects. 

The students’ previous study of bacteriology and 
anatomy will be correlated and special attention given 
the finer points of nursing. 


Dietetics. (15 hours.) 
Text Book — Pattee or Proudfit. 


A course in the classification of foods, calculation of 
diets and arrangement of special diets in disease. 


Cooking. (36 hours.) 


A class period of three hours in the diet kitchen under 
the instruction of the dietitian spent in cooking and 
serving invalids’ trays. 


Operating Technique. (12 hours.) 


This course will be given on the operating floor by the 
nurse in charge and will be considered preliminary to 
operating floor experience. 


Gynecological. 


This course will include lectures by some member of 
the staff on gynecology, supplemented by lessons by 
the nurse in charge on technique. 


Pediatrics. 
This course will include bedside instruction in diseases 
of children given by the staff and nurses in charge. 
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THIRD YEAR. 


Obstetrics, 24 hours; ethics, 12 hours; sanitation, 
12 hours; nursing survey, 6 hours; pathology, 6 hours; 
etherization, 6 hours; eye, ear, nose and throat, 4 hours; 
emergency, 2 hours; mental and nervous, 2 hours; 
occupational therapy, 2 hours; X-ray, 6 hours. 

Total class hours, 80 hours. Average per week, 2 
hours. 


Obstetrics. (24 hours.) 
Text Book — De Lee. 


This course includes twelve lectures on obstetrics by 
members of the staff, twelve class periods of instruction, 
and constant supervision and clinical instruction by the 
obstetric instructor. 


Ethics. (12 hours.) 


This course consists of twelve lectures on nursing 
ethics, ‘tested by papers on questions of the daily ex- 
perience of the nurse. 


Nursing Survey. (6 hours.) 


A consideration of the various fields of work open to 
the graduate. 


Sanitation. 

Lectures and quizzes on questions of sanitation and 
industrial hygiene. 

Review of standard books and pamphlets. 

Visits to industrial plants, markets, schools, will be 
made and reported by individual members of the class. 

The course is intended to give the nurse some idea of 
the nurse’s place in public health movements of the day. 


Pathology. (6 hours.) 
Lectures by resident pathologist. 
Specimens explained. 
Demonstration of autopsy. 


Etherization. 
Demonstration and instruction by resident anesthetist 
during nurse’s term on the operating floor. 
Special lectures and demonstrations in emergencies, 
X-ray, occupational, by heads of staff. 
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OUTLINE OF PRACTICAL DEMONSTRATION. 


1. Identification and use of ward linen. Bed and 
bedding economy. Making empty bed. 

2 and 3. Making bed with patient; changing night- 
gown. Use of small pillows and other appliances for 
comfort of patient. Bedtime toilet; bathing, hair, 
teeth, back, order of room, ventilation, ete. 

4. Fracture bed, preparation, appliances, methods 
of moving patient, bed making. Cause, prevention, 
and treatment of bedsores of fracture cases. 

5. Ether bed, methods of warming, care in use of 
heaters and hot-water bags. Reception and after-care 
of surgical patients. 

6. Seating patient up in bed, application of head- 
rest, pillow sling, small pillows. Seating patient up in 
chair, arrangement of clothing and blankets. 

7. Disinfection of bed, furniture and utensils. Care 
of room after discharge of patient with infectious disease. 

8. Bedsores — methods of prevention and treatment. 

9. Preparation and application of appliances — hot- 
water bags, ice caps and collars, air rings, sling, tourni- 
quet, four-tail bandages, oakum pads, hip rings, heel 
rings, sheet wadding, poultices, cotton waste pads. 

10. Bed bath. Medical and surgical patients in 
relation to thigh fracture. The helpless patient. Chil- 
dren. 

11. Bathing of male patient — head shampoo — bed 
foot baths and cleansing baths. 

12. Head shampoo, female bed patient — treatment 
of pediculosis — tangled hair, etc. 

13. Charting; daily — 4-hourly and otherwise. Ob- 
servations on temperature, pulse, and respiration in 
relation to different diseases. 

14. Methods of taking temperature, pulse and respi- 
ration. Care of thermometer. 

15 and 16. Enemata and their various classifications. 
Methods of preparation and mode of administration of 
purgative enemata. Observations to be made — after- 
care of patient — care of utensils and apparatus. 
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17. Vaginal douche — methods of preparing solutions 
—patients on special precautions — preparation and 
administration of douche, draping, and position of 
patient — after-care of utensils. 

18. Catheterization — equipment — draping patient 
— preparation of nurse’s hands — local preparation of 
patient — methods of obtaining sterile specimens of 
urine. Urine chart — reckoning 24-hourly amount — 
simple urine tests, etc. 

19. Preparation for bladder douche — administra- 
tion — observations — after-care of apparatus. 

20. Alcohol sponge and rub—in treatment of 
typhoid and other fever patients. 

21. Inhalations — steam — stramonium — amyl- 
nitrite — oxygen, etc. 

22. Treatment of local sepsis in hands and feet — 
procedure in giving antiseptic hand and arm soaks — 
application of antiseptic poultices. 

23. Counter-irritants — method of making and ap- 
plying mustard — paste — leaf — cantharidal plaster — 
iodine — application of leeches. 

24. ‘Turpentine and stuping — methods of prepara- 
tion — care of skin. Flaxseed meal poultices — various 
methods of application. 

25. Surgical dressing — method in getting out bed- 
side dressing — solutions — instruments and their prep- 
aration — the importance of asepsis — preparation of 
hands — application of swathe and straps — after-care 
and method of cleansing instruments — disposal of 
soiled dressings — sterilizing. 

26. Enteric precautions —in relation to patient, 
nurse, and other patients. Care of patient on special 
enteric precautions — rules to observe. 

27. Disinfection of excreta and utensils — nursing in 
complications — feeding of patient. 

28. ‘Typhoid bath — care of mouth of fever patients. 

29. Hot-air bath — and other modes of procedure to 
induce perspiration of patients with renal diseases. 

30. Packs — hot, cold, and modified. 

31. Nutritive enemata— preparation of different 
formule and modes of administration to help retention. 
Stimulating enemata — observations and nursing in 
conditions of shock and hemorrhage. 

32. Subcutaneous medication — equipment — 
dosage — preparation of syringe and needle and skin 
— after-care of apparatus. 
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33. Preparation of bed for Fowler’s position. Method 
of preparation and application of seepage. 

34. Reception of new patients — the first bath — 
inspection of body of female patient and head — care 
of property and clothing — general observations. 

35. Discharge of patient — instructions in general 
rules to be observed by the nurse who discharges the 
patient. 

36. Care of the dying patient — attitude toward 
friends — care of the body after death — care of per- 
sonal property. 

37. Demonstration of equipment and procedure of 
paracentesis of chest and abdomen, lumbar puncture, 
stomach lavage and subpectoral infusions. 

38. Care and economy in the use of hospital sup- 
plies — food. Care of ward furniture — utensils — 
plumbing — lights, ete. 

39. Final practical review. 

During this course the class in groups practises the 
nursing methods in the class room before attempting to 
work with the patients, and the instructor emphasizes 
the underlying principles of each procedure and de- 
scribes the conditions that require the application. 





HOUSE RULES. 


The House Rules, as well as the rules for House 
Officers, are at the present time being revised, and inas- 
much ag many changes will take place, it is deemed inad- 
visable to incorporate the rules in this report. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Macsachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping 

cough, and for other infectious diseases as may be de- 
‘termined from time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent and Medical Director of the 
hospital shall, under the direction of the trustees, have 
the general control and management of this department 
in the same manner as of other departments of the hos- 
pital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- ' 
ment of this department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the Boston 
City Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules and 
methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, so far as 
applicable, and not inconsistent with special rules, apply 
to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all classes ~ 
of accident and disease. They shall be open at all hours 
for patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients 
requiring ward treatment, whether received at the 
stations or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far as is 
consistent with their welfare, be forthwith transferred 
or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, but 
ward accommodations shall be afforded patients whose 
condition is such that they cannot properly be trans- 
ferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed desirable, 
be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or 
to their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
stations, although the applicants are not such as require 
ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of the 
stations, the same as of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, once a year, nominate for 
confirmation by the trustees a Resident Surgeon and 
one or more Assistant Resident Surgeons for each station; 
and shall appoint and employ or detail for service in 
each department, from time to time, as may be necessary, 
subject to the approval of the trustees or of the proper 
committees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, male nurses 
and such other minor employees as may be required for 
the proper conduct of the station, who shall be subject 
to his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the stations shall 
perform such duties other than those specified as may 
be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, accord- 
ing to the nature of their respective duties. The Resident 
Surgeons, the Matron, Supervisors and such other officers 
as may be so required shall reside at the stations. 
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PATIENTS. 


Aleoholic and insane patients shall not be received 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintend- 
ent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE 
RELIEF STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
co-operate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall be 
exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is consistent 
with a regard for the welfare of the patient and the 
interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station 
or the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the 
day in complete readiness to make immediate response 
to calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the hospital 
station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE East Boston RELIEF 
STATION. 


The rules and methods prevailing in the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station ambulance service shall, so far as 
applicable, be effective in the East Boston Relief Station 
ambulance service. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 





The department of the Beston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hespital for treatment during convales- 
cence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Heme in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the ap- 
proval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under 
their direction, such further assistants as may be neces- 
sary for the proper conduct and service of the heme. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent, shall have the immediate charge of the home and the 
control of all nurses and other employees and patients. 
She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily be- 
tween three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all 
cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may ex- 
ercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.
